H. 23 To provide that any public employee who joins or partici- 
pates in a labor union or labor organization shall forfeit all rights afford- 
ed him under the State Merit System, employment rights, re-employ- 
ment rights, and all other rights, benefits, or privileges which he enjoys 
as a result of his public employment.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as follows: 


By Mr. Johnston (Mobile): 

S. B. 442, To amend Sections 3 and 8 of Act 773 of the General Acts 
of Alabama of 1951 entitled “An Act to create in all cities in the State of 
Alabama, having a population of not less than 110,000 and not more than 
250,000 according to the preliminary count of the 1950 Federal Census or 
any subsequent regular decennial Federal Census, special funds to be 
known as “Municipal Employees Pension and Relief Funds;” to provide 
for the setting apart of such funds; to create a pension and relief 
system applicable to all municipal employees in such cities, except police- 
men and firemen; to provide for the creation of such funds and for ap- 
propriations to make up deficit therein, and how such funds shall be 
raised or acquired; to provide for the placement and handling of such 
funds; to provide who shall hear and decide applications for pensions 
and relief; and for the drawing of warrants against said funds; and to 
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provide against such funds being subject to garnishment or levy and sale 
under execution or otherwise; to provide payments. for disabled mem- 
bers of the various departments in said cities during their disability 
and for the retirement of such members on pension, either by reason of 
term of office or disability; to provide for the pension of an employee in 
said cities; to provide for the appropriation for funeral expenses upon 
the death of any employee; to provide for the examination by proper 
authorities of such members in case of sickness or. disability; to provide 
that members receiving benefits shall be bona fide residents of the 
county in which the pension is paid; to provide for gifts, donations, 
legacies, or otherwise, to be made to such funds and for the appointment 
of trustees and for a capitol board of pensions for all purposes in con- 
nection herewith. To provide penalty for the violations of the provisions 
of this Act; to provide when this Act shall take effect; and to provide 
that any Section or provision of this Act being held unconstitutional 
shall not affect the validity of any other Section or provision.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The provisions of any other law or the provisions of 
any rule, regulation or order of the Director of Department of Conser- 
vation to the contrary notwithstanding, it shall be lawful to use all 
species of the Sunfish family except trout, bass and crappie, for bait 
in the streams and waters of Choctaw County, Alabama. 


Section 2. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act are 
repealed. 
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Section 3. This act shall apply only in Choctaw County, Alabama 
and shall become effective immediately upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law. ;

Director or Personnel Board; to provide that any such Governing Body 
may, by resolution or ordinance, provide that the Chief of Police of 
such City or Town may for prescribed causes otherwise suspend, demote 
or discharge any employee of the Police Department of any such City 
or Town, and to provide for the procedure in such cases and for the 
effect of such orders and appeals therefrom to such Personnel Board; 
to provide for appeals from any orders of any Personnel Director or 
Personnel Board to the Circuit Court of such County and for the proce- 
dure on such appeals, and the effect of such action of such Chief of 
Police and of such Personnel Director and Personnel Board to be given 
by the said court on such appeal, and the power of the court to vacate, 
modify or affirm the same; to provide for the repeal of any such resolu- 
tion or ordinance and the reinstatement thereof; to define the scope and 
extent and powers, duties and authority of the Governing Body of any 
such City or Town and of the Chief of Police thereof and of any such 
Personnel Director and Personnel Board with reference to the demotion, 
suspension or discharge of any personnel of any such Police Depart- 
ment; to repeal all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof, and to provide when this Act shall become effective:

The opinion rendered by the Supreme Court, which was requested 
under Senate Resolution 45, relative to Senate Bill 318, was read and 
ordered filed with the Secretary. 


RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Bonner offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S, J. R. 49. BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of Alabama, the House 
of Representatives concurring, that: 


WHEREAS, there are pending before the Supreme Court of the 
United States, a deliberately planned group of cases in which the present 
Court is asked to reverse its traditional position and hold that the 
segregation of white and negro children into separate but equal schools 
has now become violative of the Constitution of the United States, and 


WHEREAS, the approval of that position and its logical extension 
as a revolutionary precedent: 


a. Would disorganize the operation of the public school system in 
Alabama, throw into confusion both the training and assignment of 
teachers and force the reallocation of all pupils. 


b. Would impose expense upon the State in the continuation of the 
school system beyond any present provision or capacity to meet and 
compel serious consideration of the abandonment of the function of 
public education. 


c. Would, in its necessary application and extension sterilize the 
police power of the State, reflected in many statutes, which has promoted 
and is essential to the preservation of domestic tranquility. 


THEREFORE, it is found, determined and declared by the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama: 


1. The social structure of this State, with a large African negro popu- 
lation substantially preserved under laws and customs binding upon 
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both races against inter-marriage and miscegenation, has from the be- 
ginning been built upon the universally recognized and accepted principle 
of separation of the races. The policy of social segregation carries no 
implied or necessary imputation of inferiority, since, so far as the State 
is concerned, it is applicable to whites and negroes alike, without hypo- 
thesis except social harmony. The general acceptance of segregation as 
reflected in present laws as promotive of social order and harmony is an 
inseparable and inherent basis of the social organization of this State, 
at every level, State, County, and City. The policy of basic segregation 
is universally regarded as the foundation of or collaterally essential to 
the laws prohibiting intermarriage and miscegenation. 


2. All major institutions and organizations in this State both public 
and private have been established and developed in the light of the 
provisions of the Fourteenth Amendment and in reliance upon the 
interpretations placed upon it without substantial dissent since its 
adoption, by Congress, by the Supreme Court, and by the States. 


3. The educational policies and institutions of Alabama have es- 
pecially been molded by the principle of separation. No serious con- 
sideration has ever been given to the possibility of interracial schools. 
At the present time and for the foreseeable future, the social and per- 
sonal habits, tastes and aptitudes of both adults and children of the 
white and colored residents of the State are so wholly different as to 
preclude any possibility of an abrupt amalgamation in the schools 
without the most serious and far reaching consequences. The fiscal, 
legislative and organizational difficulties engendered by a reversal by 
the Court of the long accepted principle of the constitutional validity 
of separation would be so great as to preclude any possibility of solu- 
tion within a generation in time. The employment, seniority and ten- 
ure of teachers, the location and design of schools, the number and 
routing of school busses, the content and arrangement of the curriculum 
in every school, the standards of instructions, and practically every other 
aspect of the educational system of the State are based upon the present 
separation and would have to be drastically revised if the principle of 
separation should be invalidated. The changes which would be required 
would impose a financial burden far beyond the present tax resources of 
the State. These heavy expenses could not be met without both addi- 
tional legislation and one or more amendments to the Constitution of 
Alabama, neither of which would be obtainable in the foreseeable future. 


4. In addition to the insuperable fiscal, organizational, and legisla- 
tive burdens and complications which an adverse decision would bring 
about, the social and political impact of an attempted judicial abolition 
of the fundamental and primary principle of this State’s organization 
would be so revolutionary as to endanger the peace and order of every 
section of the State. The proposed nullification of the police policy 
of the State as to non-discriminatory segregation and related statutes 
not only invites, indeed it assures disorder. It would also convince the 
vast majority of the citizens of Alabama that the Supreme Court was 
acting politically and not judicially, since it has universally been as- 
sumed that measures adopted contemporaneously with the consideration 
and adoption of the Fourteenth Amendment, concurrently with the 
drastic and radical reconstruction legislation, and accepted for more than 
eighty-five years has been and remains valid until changed by proper 
political action. 


NOW, THEREFORE, in order to defend and protect the financial 
stability, and the peace and welfare of Alabama and its citizens of every 
race, it is requested and directed: 

FIRST: That the Attorney General prepare or cause to be prepared 


and filed in his name, on behalf of the State of Alabama, a brief as 
amicus curiae in one or more of the cases now pending in the Supreme 
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Court of the United States involving the question of the constitutional 
validity of the separation of races in the public school systems of the 
States, asserting in such brief the position that such separation is valid 
and within the power of the State to require, and pointing out to the 
Court the extremely ominous and disturbing consequences in this State 
of a contrary decision. 


SECOND: That the Governor call a special and emergency session of 
this Legislature immediately upon the announcement of any decision by 
the Supreme Court of the United States which threatens, either directly or 
by implication, the continuing validity of the present organization of the 
schools of this State. 


THIRD: That the President of the Seante and the Speaker of the 
House appoint a committee of three members from each body to prepare, 
after consultation with the Governor, the Superintendent of Education and 
such other persons as it may determine, such legislation, including sub- 
mission of Constitutional amendments, as may be required to protect the 
interests of the State and its citizens in the event of a decision by the 
Supreme Court of the United States which destroys or impairs the 
principle of separation of the races in the public schools of this State.

Notice is hereby given that at the 1953 regular session of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will be introduced and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit:

Relating to Marshall County: to authorize the board of revenue,

fuel oil, or crude oil commonly used for lighting, heating, or industrial 
purposes. 


Section 2. The board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or

The term of office of the judge of this court, who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Elmore County, Alabama, at the 
general election for state and county officers in the year 1956, and every 
six years thereafter, shall be for six years from the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1957, and until his successor is elected 
or appointed and qualified. Upon the passage and approval of this act, 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law, the Governor shall issue com- 
mission to the person who is judge of the Court of Common Pleas of 
Elmore County at the time this act becomes effective as judge of the 
Elmore County Court, as herein provided; and after the election of the 
judge of this court as herein provided the Governor shall likewise issue 
to him a commission as such judge. Before entering upon the duties of 
his office, the judge of this court shall take the oath of office in the form 
required by law to be taken by judges of the circuit court of this State 
and he shall be removed from office for the same causes and in the 
same manner as is now or may be hereafter provided for removal of circuit 
judges. In the event of the vacancy caused by the resignation, removal 
or death of the judge, or for other causes, the Governor shall fill the 
office by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold office as 
provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this State. In case 
the judge shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of his office 
by reason of sickness, disqualifications, or other causes, the judge shall 
make, or cause to be made by the clerk thereof, an order, when the 
facts warrant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in the 
court, and the order shall be spread on the minutes of the court. There- 
upon, the clerk of this court shall designate and appoint in writing, which 
appontment shall be spread on the minutes of this court, some practicing 
attorney of the county who is learned in the law, as special judge thereof, 
and the person so designated and appointed shall perform all of the 
duties and exercise all of the powers and authority of the judge of this 
court, and shall hold said office until the regular judge thereof shall 
resume his duties; the said special judge shall receive for his compensa- 
tion five dollars for each day he serves as judge of this court payable 
in the same manner and from the same funds as the compensation of the 
regular judge is paid. The regular judge of this court shall have authority 
to administer oaths, and take acknowledgments and affidavits in all 
cases, and to solemnize marriages, the same as circuit judges of this State. 


Section 5. The judge of this court shall receive a salary of four 
thousand eight hundred dollars ($4,800.00) per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the general fund of Elmore County, Alabama, 
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upon the warrant of the probate judge of Elmore County, Alabama, which 
he is hereby authorized and directed to issue monthly, and which war- 
rants shall be a preferred claim against the general fund. 

Section 6. The clerk of the circuit court of Elmore County, Alabama, 
shall act and be clerk of the Elmore County Court, hereby established, 
and he shall keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases brought before 
the court, and all of the minutes and records as are now required by law 
to be kept by clerks of the circuit courts, and he shall have authority 
to issue all necessary summons and complaints as to all cases filed in 
the court, and all other civil and criminal process which clerks of the 
circuit courts are now required or empowered by law to issue. He shall 
have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in the court. It 
shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil and criminal 
case in the Elmore County Court the same. costs and fees for services 
of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff and the witnesses as are now 
allowed by law to be taxed, charged, and collected in the circuit court of 
this State, which he shall disburse as is now required of said fees in the 
circuit courts of Elmore County, Alabama, except as may be hereinafter 
provided. It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive from the sheriff, 
all fines and forfeitures in the court, which, together with the solicitor’s 
fees taxed and collected in the court, he shall pay into the fine and for- 
feiture fund of Elmore County, in the same manner as now provided for 
the disposition of such funds in the circuit court of Elmore County, Ala- 
bama. The clerk shall tax in each civil case, except when the amount 
involved is less than $101.00, a trial fee of two ‘dollars and shall tax in all 
criminal cases a trial fee as hereinafter provided, to be collected as all 
other costs are collected, and when collected, paid into and become a 
part of the general fund of the county. The court costs and fees in all 
prosecutions in the Elmore County Court for violations of the prohibition 
laws, for carrying a concealed weapon, and for petit larceny or offenses 
of petit larceny grade, adultery, and assault with a weapon, shall be the 
same as those prescribed for county courts by the general laws of the 
State, except that the trial tax in such cases shall be three dollars. The 
court costs and fees for misdemeanors other than violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws, carrying a concealed weapon, petit larceny or offenses pun- 
ishable like petit larceny, adultery, and assault with a weapon, in 
bastardy proceedings, in peace proceedings, and in preliminary examina- 
tions shall be the same as those prescribed for justice of the peace courts 
by the general laws of the State; provided, that in all such cases the 
trial tax shall be one dollar and no solicitor’s fee shall be taxed as a 
part of the cost; and provided further, that the clerk shall receive one 
dollar for attending trial and seventy-five cents for making final record. 
Witness fees taxed and collected in civil cases shall be retained by the 
clerk and paid over to the witnesses entitled to the fees; provided, 
however, that witnesses shall have the first five days after their attend- 
ance upon the court in any case therein pending, to prove their attend- 
ance and to be issued a witness certificate, and failing therein, no costs 
shall be taxed on account of the attendance of such witnesses; and 
provided further, that in case civil witness certificates are not presented 
to the clerk for payment within 90 days after the payment of the costs 
in the cases in which the certificates were issued, the witness fee shall 
revert to the general fund of the county and shall be paid by the clerk 
into the county treasury for the use of the general fund, and the clerk 
shall pay over to the county treasurer all such reverted fees in his hands 
on the first Monday in each month. State witness fees in criminal 
cases shall be taxed, collected, paid into, and disbursed from the fine and 
forfeiture fund of Elmore County, Alabama. Each witness attending 
court in civil cases shall be entitled to seventy-five cents per day and five 
cents per mile actually travelled by the most direct route in going to 
court and returning home and the witness fees shall be taxed as a part 
of the costs and shall be collected and disposed of as herein provided. 
The clerk shall attend upon the sessions of the court at such hours as 
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are designated by the judge thereof and shall perform such other duties 
as may be prescribed by the judge of the court and by this act, either 
in person or by deputy. The clerk shall issue certificates of judgments 
of the court, in the same form as is now provided by law for issuance of 
certificates of judgments from the circuit courts. The owner of any 
judgment rendered by the court may file in the office of the judge of 
probate of any county in this State such certificate of judgment issued 
by the clerk as hereinabove provided, under the same procedure and in 
the same manner as is now or may hereafter be, provided for filing 
certificates of judgments rendered by the circuit court of this State; and 
when so filed such judgments shall be a lien in the county where filed 
on all property of the defendant which is subject to levy and sale under 
execution. The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be notice to 
all persons of the existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien shall 
continue for ten years from the date of such judgment and no insolvency 
proceedings or declaration of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien, 
except bankruptcy proceedings instituted within four months after the 
filing of the certificate, provided by law. Execution may be issued at 
any time within ten years from the date of such judgment, whether 
execution has been previously issued or not. The clerk of the court, 
before entering into the duties of his office, shall give bond in such 
penal sum as may be prescribed by the court of county commissioners of 
Elmore County, Alabama, payable and conditioned as are official bonds 
required of clerks of the circuit courts, to be taken and approved by the 
judge of probate of Elmore County, and recorded in the probate office 
of Elmore County, Alabama, and upon said bonds there shall be the 
same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of the clerks of the circuit 
court of this State. The premium on the bond or bonds shall be paid out 
of the general fund of the county. The clerk shall be paid an exofficio fee 
of three hundred dollars ($300.00) per annum as his compensation, to be 
paid in equal monthly installments from the general fund of Elmore 
County, upon the warrant of the probate judge, which warrants shall 
be preferred claims against the general fund. 


Section 7. The sheriff of Elmore County shall, in person, or by 
deputy, be required to attend upon the court and to preserve order and 
execute all writs or process issued therefrom, and to perform such 
other duties in all respects as he is required by law to perform in the 
circuit court of Elmore County; and for such services of attending the 
court the sheriff shall receive the sum of two dollars per day payable out 
of the fine and forfeiture fund on warrant of the clerk of the court; and 
for all services rendered by him, other than attendance upon the court 
hereinabove provided for, he shall receive the same costs and fees as are 
oe by law for similar services performed and done in the circuit 
court. 


Section 8. The deputy solicitor for Elmore County shall prosecute 
for the State all criminal cases in the court created by this act. His 
entire compensation shall be a salary of two thousand four hundred 
dollars ($2,400.00) per annum, to be paid out of the general fund of the 
county, in equal monthly installments on the warrant of the probate judge. 
Such warrants shall be preferred claims against the general fund of 
Elmore County. 


Section 9. There shall be a Tallassee Division and a Wetumpka 
Division of the court. The Tallassee Division shall include and be com- 
posed of the following beats or precincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 
1, precinct 2, precinct 3, precinct 4, precinct 13, and precinct 19; and the 
Wetumpka Division shall include and be composed of the following 
precincts in Elmore County viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 
8, precinct 9, precinct 10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, precinct 15, 
precinct 16, precinct 17, and precinct 18. The sessions of the court of 
the Tallassee Division shall be held at some place in the town of Tallassee 
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or in the police juridiction thereof, and the sessions of the court of the 
Wetumpka Division shall be held at the court house in the town of 
Wetumpka. The court, at the discretion of the judge, shall be open any 
day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases coming within 
the jurisdiction of the court. On the first and third Mondays of each 
month there shall be held a session of the court for the handling, trial, 
and disposition of all cases therein pending in the Wetumpka Division 
of Elmore County, Alabama, which shall continue as long as necessary 
to dispose of the docket; and on the second and fourth Mondays of each 
month there shall be held a session of the court for the handling, trial 
and disposition of all cases therein pending in the Tallassee Division 
of Elmore County, Alabama, which shall continue as long as necessary 
to dispose of the docket. But any session of the court in either of the 
divisions may be dispensed with and continued, by the judge when, in 
the opinion of the judge, the public good or public necessity requires such 
continuance. As to all civil and criminal actions of which the court shall 
have jurisdiction, the venue of the acts shall be determined as if each 
of the two divisions of the county hereinabove provided for constituted 
a separate county, except that after any actions instituted in either 
division of the court the judge of the court shall have the power and 
authority to order the transfer or removal of any such action to the 
other division of the court for trial. All suits and actions on contract 
or in tort except as otherwise provided in this act must be brought in 
the division in which the defendant or one of them resides or in which 
the debt was created or cause of action arose. 


Section 10. All prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted in 
the court by making affidavit before the judge or the clerk of the court, 
the writ on said affidavit to be issued by the clerk; and in all preliminary 
proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun in the court, the same 
may be instituted before the judge or the clerk, by affidavit the writ 
thereon to be issued by the judge or the clerk. When the defendant is 
arrested on affidavit and warrant charging a misdemeanor the case shall 
go to the docket for trial and be tried as though the defendant had been 
indicted by a grand jury, except as hereinafter provided. The defendant 
shall not be put upon trial in any cause within five days of his arrest, 
except with his consent. The judge of the court shall have the right 
and authority to issue all processes returnable into his court that are not 
especially provided to be issued by the clerk of the court, but he shall 
not prepare any summons and complaints, garnishments, detinue at- 
tachments, papers or other right of processes issuing out of said court. 
All writs must be made returnable to the division of this court in which 
the alleged crime was committed. 


Section 11. The clerk of the court may appoint a deputy or deputies 
of the court, who shall hold office at the will of the clerk and receive 
such portion of the fee provided in this act for the clerk as the clerk of 
the court may designate. Any deputy so appointed by the clerk shall 
have the right in the name of the clerk to file papers and to do all things 
herein provided to be done by the clerk except collect and disburse money. 


Section 12. All criminal cases in the court shall be tried by the 
judge thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right 
to demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in the court, 
the judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the in- 
tervention of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have 
the right to appeal to the circuit court as provided for in Section 326 of 
Title 13 of the Code of Alabama (1940), except that appeal bonds shall 
be approved by the clerk of the court, and a jury trial may there be had 
on the demand of the defendant, made at the time of taking the appeal. 


_ Section 13. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of 
misdemeanor before this court may, upon applying to the judge or clerk 
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for a warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he 
has probable cause for believing and does believe, that an offense (des- 
ignate the misdemeanor by name, or by some other phrase which is 
common parlance designates it) has been committed on the person, or 
property, or as the case may be, of A. B. (naming the person injured, or 
as the cast may be), then the judge or clerk of the court shall examine 
the affiant under oath, and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the 
offense charged in the affidavit, and if the judge or clerk has probable 
cause for believing that the offense alleged in the affidavit has been 
committed he shall issue his warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. 
When there is an objection to the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, 
complaint, or warrant pending in this court or when a defect appears in 
any of same, the solicitor or other person prosecuting for the State shall 
have the right to amend any or all the papers to which the objection is 
directed, or where such defect appears; or the solicitor may instead of 
amending the papers, make a brief statement of the cause of complaint 
signed by him which may be substantially in the form provided in Section 
259 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940), and may be amended as 
herein provided. Thereupon, the court shall proceed to try the case 
either upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or upon the 
statement or statements filed by the solicitor or other person prosecuting 
for the State. 


Section 14. All proceedings in the court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence to jail 
and/or hard labor for fines and costs, and as additional punishment, 
bail, conditional judgments, forfeitures, judgments, final and alias war- 
rants of arrest, shall be the same in the Elmore County Court, as are 
now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law in the circuit courts; and 
conditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced, or made 
absolute, and the same orders and judgments may be made and taken 
in such matters as could be made or taken in the circuit courts; and 
aes same procedure shall be followed, except as otherwise provided by 
this act. 


Section 15. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in 
the circuit court shall be de-novo, and without any indictment or present- 
ment by the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a brief statement 
of the cause of complaint signed by him, in substantially the form pre- 
scribed by Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940), or the 
trial may proceed upon the original affidavit or complaint. On the trial 
of such appeal, the court shall be governed by the same rules as to 
evidence, practice, find of the jury, and punishment as if the case had 
originated in that court. 


Section 16. All general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in force 
or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this court 
unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by the laws so en- 
acted. 


Section 17. In all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and 
process and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be gov- 
erned by the statute and rules obtaining in the circuit court of Elmore 
County, Alabama, except that the issuance, levy and collection of execu- 
tions from this court shall be controlled by the laws now applicable to 
justice courts of this State, and the defendant shall have only ten days 
to plead, answer, or demur to the complaint filed against him. 


Section 18. In all civil matters in this court the trial of the same 
shall in all respects be governed by the same rules of pleading, evidence, 
procedure, and practice as now prevail or govern in the circuit courts 
of this State, except as hereinafter provided. A party litigant after being 
served with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the 
interrogatories within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall 
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be subject to the same pains and penalties as are now provided by law 
for failure to answer interrogatories propounded in the circuit court. 
Any party desiring to appeal form any judgment rendered in this court, 
except from judgments for the possession of real estate, may give security 
for the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount 
to be fixed and approved by the clerk; provided that if the party appeal- 
ing desires to have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for 
the payment of money or for the recovery or possession of personal prop- 
erty he may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient 
security or surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the 
adverse party and approved by the clerk with the condition that if he 
fail in the appeal he will pay such judgment as the circuit court may 
render in the premises and all such cost and damages as any party ag- 
grieved may sustain by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension 
of the execution of the judgment. The appeal bond and security or surety 
for court cost and supersedeas bonds must be filed with and approved 
by the clerk within ten days from the date of the rendition of the 
judgment. The supersedeas bond shall be in an amount double the 
amount of the judgment and costs of court in the case of a judgment 
for the payment of money; and in an amount double the value of the 
personal property recovered in the suit and court costs, in the case of 
a judgment for the recovery of or possession of personal property. Any 
party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this court for 
the possession of real estate may do so and that appeal shall be governed 
in all repects, including time allowed within which to take the appeal, 
amount and condition of appeal bond and in all other respects, by the 
general laws of this State relating to appeals in such cases from judg- 
ment of justice of the peace courts. Notice of all appeals in civil cases 
from this court shall be given the adverse party in such manner-and for 
such time as is prescribed by the general laws of this State relating to 
notice of appeals from judgments rendered in justice of the peace courts. 


Section 19. All civil cases in this court shall be tried by the judge 
without the intervention of a jury. The judge shall determine both the 
law and the facts, and either party shall have the right to appeal to 
the circuit court as hereinabove provided, and on appeal either party 
may demand a trial by jury on the trial in the circuit court, and the 
trial in the circuit court shall be de novo. 


Section 20. Final judgments rendered in civil causes in such court 
shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition be taken and 
deemed to have passed beyond the control of the court, as if such term 
of the court at which the judgments were rendered had ended; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties from 
filing a motion to vacate, set aside, or modify such judgment or grant a 
new trial or rehearing within ten days, or change or destroy the office of 
motion for a new trial or rehearing, when so made. Such motions shall be 
filed with the clerk of the court and called to the attention of the 
court, and the court may thereupon hear the motion or make an order con- 
tinuing the motion for hearing at a future day, which motion shall be 
heard and determined within thirty days from the date of rendering 
the judgment. 


Section 21. The judge of this court shall have the power to im- 
pose fines and sentence to hard labor upon convictions in misdemeanor 
cases, and to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed $50.00, and im- 
prisonment in the county jail not to exceed five days, either or both, the 
same as judges of the circuit courts of this State. The judge of this 
court shall also have power to issue, hear, and determine writs of 
habeas corpus; and the procedure, practice, and rules of the circuit 
courts of Alabama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter 
may be, provided by law, shall prevail in the Elmore County Court. 
The judge shall have the same power relating to such writs as is now, or 
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hereafter may be, conferred upon the judges of the circuit courts of 
Alabama; and such power shall extend to all cases where the judges of 
the circuit courts have authority to issue such writs. 


Section 22. The judge of this court shall keep an office in the court 
house of the county, or in such other suitable place in Elmore County as 
the court of county commissioners may provide; and it shall be the duty 
of the court of county commissioners to provide an office for the judge, 
and to furnish and supply the office with the necessary fixtures, sta- 
tionery, stamps, telephone, lights, heat, and other necessary supplies 
for the judge of this court; and it shall be the duty of the court of county 
commissioners, and they are hereby directed and authorized, to supply 
the clerk of the court the necessary minute books, dockets, blank forms, 
record books, and such other books, records, and blank forms, as are 
reasonably necessary to the dispatch of the business of this court. 


Section 23. The Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County is hereby 
abolished, and the County Court of Elmore County is also abolished. 


Section 24. All cases and causes now pending in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Elmore County, Alabama, and the Juvenile Court of 
Elmore County, and all cases of desertion and non-support pending in 
the probate court, together with the records, pertaining to such pending 
cases, are hereby transferred to the Elmore County Court, and the 
Elmore County Court shall, immediately upon the passage and approval 
of this act or upon its otherwise becoming a law, assume complete jur- 
isdiction over all of such pending cases, and shall have the same power 
and control over the same as if they had been originally filed in the 
Elmore County Court, and the clerk of this court shall enter on the 
appropriate dockets of this court, all cases now pending in the Court of 
Common Pleas, and the Juvenile Court, and all cases of desertion and 
non-support pending in the probate court, of Elmore County. All judg- 
ments heretofore rendered by the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore 
County, the Juvenile Court, and all judgments in cases of desertion and 
non-support rendered by the probate court, shall be the same and shall 
have the same force and effect as if they had been rendered by the Elmore 
County Court, and the Elmore County Court shall have the same power 
and control over such judgments and shall issue executions thereon, 
and all other appropriate processes thereon, the same and as fully and 
completely as if such judgments had been originally rendered in the 
Emore County Court; all of such executions and other processes issued 
on judgments heretofore rendered by the Court of Common Pleas, or 
the Juvenile Court, or in cases of desertion and non-support, by the 
probate court, of Eimore County shall be issued by the clerk of the 
Elmore County Court. 


Section 25. If, for any reason, any section, clause or provision of 
this act shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be 
held to affect any other section, clause or provision, but the same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


Section 26. All laws and parts of laws, whether local, general or 
special, in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 27. This act shall take effect on October 1, 1953.

H. 845. To provide that the Governing Body of any City or Town in 
any County in the State of Alabama having a population, according to 
the last or any future Federal census, in excess of 225,000 inhabitants and 
less than 500,000 inhabitants may, by resolution or ordinance,. provide 
that such Governing body shall have the exclusive authority to hire, 
demote, suspend or discharge the Chief of Police of such City or Town 
and to fix his compensation (not to exceed a sum prescribed herein) 
and his working conditions and to provide that the Personnel Director 
and Personnel Board and any other officials of any countywide Civil 
Service System in any such County shall have no right, powers or duties 
with reference te the matters covered by such resolution or ordinance; 
to provide that any such Governing Body may, by resolution or ordinance, 
confer upon the Chief of Police of such City or Town authority to suspend 
preemptorily for a limited period and for cause any of the employees of 
the Police Department of such City or Town without compensation, and 
to provide for the procedure for such suspension and that no such sus- 
pension can be contested or modified, and that the right of such suspen- 
sion cannot be set aside or suspended by any such Personnel Director 
or Personnel Board; to provide that any such Governing Body may, by 
resolution or ordinance, provide that the Chief of Police of such City or 
Town may for prescribed causes otherwise suspend, demote or discharge 
any employee of the Police Department of any such City or Town, and 
to provide for the procedure in such cases and for the effect of such 
orders and appeals therefrom to such Personnel Board; to provide for 
appeals from any orders of any Personnel Director or Personnel Board to 
the Circuit Court of such County and for the procedure on such appeals, 
and the effect of such action of such Chief of Police and of such Personne] 
Director and Personnel Board to be given by the said court on such 
appeal, and the power of the court to vacate, modify or affirm the same; 
to provide for the repeal of any such resolution or ordinance and the 
reinstatement thereof; to define the scope and extent and powers, duties 
and authority of the Governing Body of any such City or Town and of the 
Chief of Police thereof and of any such Personnel Director and Personnel 
Board with reference to the demotion, suspension or discharge of any 
personnel of any such Police Department; to repeal all laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent with the provisions hereof, and to provide when this 
Act shall become effective.

Section 1. The governing body of the Town of Graysville in Jef- 
ferson County is hereby authorized to make appropriations from the 
town treasury, as herein provided, to compensate the widow of any public 
officer of the town who is killed in the performance of his duty. The 
widow of such officer, if such widow has not remarried, has not attained 
the age of sixty-five, was living with such officer at the time of his 
death, and is not entitled to federal old-age insurance benefits, may be 
paid each month an amount equal to the amount of the insurance benefit 
she would have been entitled to had she been eligible for a widow’s 
insurance benefit under the Federal Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
System. Such payments may begin with the first month after the hus- 
band’s death and shall end with the month in which any of the following 
events occur: the widow remarries, dies, or becomes entitled to a federal 
old-age insurance benefit. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

WHEREAS, the Legislature recognizes that the production of live- 
stock is of great economic importance to the State of Alabama and live- 
stock diseases must be effectively controlled; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature further recognizes that sufficient funds 
are not available for a complete and effective program for the eradication 
of “Bangs Disease”; and 


WHEREAS, it is also recognized that the State Department of 
Agriculture and Industries, the State Veterinarian and others charged 
with the administration of livestock sanitary laws should make every 
effort to make the best possible use of funds that are appropriated for 
the purchase and distribution of vaccines for “Bangs Disease” control 
and it is felt that if such vaccines are distributed to a greater number of

NOTICE is hereby given that at the 1953 Regular session of the 
Legislature of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will be introduced 
and application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the City of Anniston in Calhoun County a civil service 
system governing the appointment, removal, salaries, tenure and official 
conduct of employees of the city defining violations of the Act; imposing 
penalties for violations; and repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in the City of Anniston in 
Calhoun County. 


Section 2. As used in this act unless context clearly requires a 
different meaning: “city” means the City of Anniston in Calhoun County; 
“employees” means any person including firemen and policemen, not 
excepted by Section 3 of this Act who is employed in the service of the 
City of Anniston; “board” means the civil service board created by this 
Act; “appointing authority” means in the case of employees in the offices 
of the elected officers of the city, such elected officers; in the case of all 
other city employees, the city governing body, or the board or other 
agency supervising their work. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers 
and employees in the service of the city or any board, agency or in- 
strumentality thereof except: (a) elective officers; (b) members of ap- 
pointive boards, commissions, and committees; (c) all employees of the 
city board of education engaged in the profession of teaching or in super- 
vising teaching in the public schools; (d) attorneys, physicians, surgeons 
and dentists employed in their professional capacities; (e) the judge of 
any court (f) independent contractors receiving their remuneration from 
public funds under contracts awarded by competitive bidding; (g) any 
person whose employment is subject to the approval of the United 
States government or any agency thereof; (h) the secretary of the chief 
executive officer of the city. 


Section 4. All employees of the city shall be governed by civil 
service rules and regulations prescribed in or promulgated pursuant to this 
Act, administered by a civil service board, the creation of which is 
provided for in Section 5 hereof. Present employees shall remain in 
their respective employments during good behavior; but nothing herein 
shall be construed to prevent or preclude the removal of an employee 
for cause in the manner hereinafter provided; and such employees, except 
for appointment, shall be subject fully to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the Civil Service Board of the 
City of Anniston, which shall be composed of three members appointed 
by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Legislature. Of the 
first members of the board one shall be appointed for a term of two 
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years, one for a term of four years, and one for a term of six years. 
Their successors shall be appointed for terms of six years. No person shall 
be appointed to the board who is not a resident and qualified elector 
of the City of Anniston and over the age of twenty-five years. No member 
of the board shall hold any office of profit under the city, the county, 
or the State of Alabama. Members of the board shall take the constitu- 
tional oath of office, which shall be filed in the office of the probate judge. 
Vacancies on the board shall be filled for the unexpired term by the 
Governor, in the same manner as original appointments. The first mem- 
bers of the board shall be appointed within thirty days after the effective 
date of this Act. The members of the Board shall elect a chairman and 
secretary from among their number. Any member of the Board who 
becomes a candidate for, or is appointed or elected to another public 
office vacates his office as a member of the Board, and the mayor or 
other chief executive officer of the City of Anniston shall forthwith 
notify the Governor, who shall fill the vacancy as provided in this section. 


Section 6. Members of the Board shall be paid ten dollars for each 
regular meeting of the Board attended and ten dollars for each meeting 
attended at which charges against an employee are heard and determined 
or at which appeals to the Board by employees are heard and determined; 
provided, that no member shall be paid more than one hundred twenty 
dollars in any one year. The Board shall have power to appoint clerical 
assistance and engage legal counsel of its own choice. 


Section 7. The Board shall fix the times for its regular meetings 
and it may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. A 
majority of the members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. All meetings of the Board shall be held in the 
city hall. 


Section 8. The board shall keep minutes of its meetings and a record 
of all business trasnacted by it. Its records, except those the rules of the 
Board require to be held confidential for reasons of public policy, shall 
be open for inspection by any resident of the city at all reasonable times. 


Section 9. The Board shall have power to make rules and regulations 
governing examinations, eligible registers, appointments, transfers, sala- 
ries, promotions, demotions, annual and sick leave, and such other matters 
as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this Act. A rule or 
regulation may be made effective only after a public hearing is held on 
the proposal thereof and after a certified copy thereof has been filed with 
the city clerk. All employees shall be appointed upon a non-partisan 
merit basis. There shall not be appointed, and the Board shall not 
examine, any person who is not a citizen of the United States. The 
Board shall: 1) classify the different types of services to be performed in 
the service of the city: 2) prescribe qualifications, including those of 
education, training, and experience, for the appointees and incumbents 
of each class; 3) with the approval of the appointing authority, fix a 
maximum and minimum salary for each class; and 4) allocate each 
position in the service to its proper class. It shall provide for the periodic 
rating of employees according to their merit to determine whether they 
are maintaining standards of service. The Board shall establish rules 
and regulations governing dismissals, suspensions, layoffs, terminations, 
and leaves of absence, and the severance of an employee’s relationship 
with the city shall be in accordance with such regulations. 


Section 10. The salary to be paid each subordinate employee shall 
be determined by his appointing authority; and the salary to be paid each 
department head employee shall be determined by the city governing 
body but in every case the salary paid shall be within the pay plan and 
pay rules and regulations established by the board and shall be no more 
than the Board approves. It shall be unlawful for any official or employee 
to draw or issue any warrant on the city treasury for the payment of 
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salary to any employee covered by the provisions of this Act unless the 
warrant is in an amount authorized by the Board to be paid such em- 
ployee. A sum paid as salary contrary to the provisions of this section 
may be recovered in an action brought by any resident of the city 
against the official or employee who draws or issues the warrant, or 
against the sureties on his bond. 


Section 11. The Board shall make and keep a register of all persons 
eligible and available for appointment to each class of position in the 
service of the city, ranked according to ability; it is provided, however, 
that no examination shall be given and no register kept for positions to 
be filled by persons designated by the board as common laborers. Layoffs 
available for re-employment shall be placed at the head of the proper 
present and subsequent eligible registers in the inverse order of their 
terminations. Employees who voluntarily terminate their services may 
be granted re-employment status upon proper eligible registers under 
such circumstances and in such manner as may be provided for in the 
Board’s rules and regulations, subject, however, to stipulations of this 
section concerning layoffs. Persons desiring appointment may file appli- 
cations with the Board, and the Board shall, from time to time, conduct 
examinations to test the ability of such applicants. All qualified appli- 
cants shall be examined, and examinations shall be public, competitive, 
and, subject to limitations specified by the Board as to age, residence, 
health, height, weight, habits, moral character, and other factors pertinent 
to ability to discharge the duties of the position, open to all citizens of 
the United States. Examinations shall be practical in character and 
shall relate to those matters which test the ability of the person examined 
to discharge intelligently the duties of the position for which he applies. 
In no case shall an appointment be made from an eligible register which 
is more than two years old, and no eligible register shall be the result of 
more than one examination. 


Section 12. Whenever a vacancy exists in any position in the service 
of the city, it shall be filled by appointment of one of the three persons 
who rank highest on the appropriate eligible register of the Board or by 
transfer within the service of the city from another position of the same 
class. However, the ranking layoff of the same class shall be appointed 
in every instance. Whenever it is impossible for the Board to certify 
eligible persons to a vacancy, the Board may authorize the appointing 
authority to fill the vacancy temporarily pending the establishment of an 
eligible register. No such authorization may be given for longer than 
one hundred and twenty days, and no such employee shall have status 
under this Act. All appointments, other than temporary appointments, 
shall be probationary for six months from the date of appointment. A 
probationary subordinate employee may be discharged by his appointing 
authority for unsatisfactory service at any time before the expiration of 
that period if the action is approved by the Board; a probationary de- 
partment head employee may be discharged or demoted similarly by his 
appointing authority upon approval by the Board. After the expiration of 
the probationary period, an appointment shall become permanent. 


Section 13. An appointing authority shall have authority to suspend 
an employee for any personal misconduct, or fact, affecting or concerning 
his fitness or ability to perform his duties in the public interest. In the 
event an employee is suspended for more than thirty days, he shall be en- 
titled to a public hearing by the Board upon written demand filed within 
five days from the date of the order of suspension. If, after hearing, the 
Board determines that the action of the appointing authority was not 
with cause, the suspension shall be revoked. 


Section 14. a) The governing body of the city, any member of the 
governing body, or the head of any department or office can remove, 
discharge, or demote any employee, officer or official of the city who is 
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subject to the provisions of this Act and who is directly under such gov- 
erning body, member thereof, or department head, provided that within 
five days a report in writing of such action is made to the Board, giving 
the reason for such removal, discharge, or demotion. The employee 
shall have ten days from the time of notification of his discharge, removal, 
or demotion in which to appeal to the Board. The Board shall thereupon 
order the charges or complaint to be filed forthwith in writing and shall 
hold a hearing de novo on such charges. No permanent employee, officer, 
or official of the city whose employment comes within the jurisdiction of 
this Act, and whose probationary period has been served, shall be re- 
moved, discharged, or demoted except for some personal misconduct, or 
fact, rendering his further tenure harmful to the public interest, or for 
some cause affecting or concerning his fitness or ability; and if such 
removal, discharge, or demotion is appealed to the Board, then the 
same will become final only after a hearing upon written charges or 
complaint has been had and after an opportunity has been given him to 
face his accusers and be heard in his own defense. Pending a hearing on 
said appeal, the affected employee may be suspended; and after such 
hearing the Board may order said employee reinstated, demoted, re- 
moved, discharged, or suspended, or take such other disciplinary action 
as in their judgment is warranted by the evidence and under the law. 


Charges may be filed by any resident citizen of the city as follows: 
the charges must be in writing, must set forth succinctly the matters 
complained of, and must be sworn to before any member of the Board 
or before any person authorized to administer oaths. Upon the receipt 
of such charges, the Board, after due consideration, shall determine 
whether in its opinion it considers that the good of the service will be 
served by a trial thereon; and, if not, such charges may be dismissed by 
the Board. If in the judgment of the Board such charges are of a minor 
nature, such charges may be referred by the Board to the proper de- 
partment head who shall make an investigation of the charges and 
make his recommendation to the Board within such time as the Board 
may prescribe, as to what disciplinary action, if any, should be taken. 
After such recommendation is made by the department head and after 
due notice is given to the affected employee of the receipt of such recom- 
mendation and the contents thereof, the Board may, in its discretion, 
adopt and order executed the action recommended by the department 
head or any part thereof. However, if the complainant or the affected 
employee, or both of them, object to the recommendation of the depart- 
ment head, the Board shall hold a public hearing de novo on the charges, 
and take such disciplinary action as in their judgment is warranted by 
the evidence and under the law. 


All hearings before the Board shall be open to the public. All 
testimony given in all hearings before the Board shall be taken down in 
shorthand by a stenographer. In all cases, the decision of the Board 
shall be reduced to writing and entered in the record of the case. 


In all proceedings before the Board, the city attorney may appear 
and prosecute all charges instituted by the city governing body or any 
member thereof or by any department head, when requested or directed 
to do so by such city governing body. It shall not be the duty of the 
city attorney to prosecute any charges brought by a private citizen. In 
all proceedings before the Board, the city attorney may appear and 
represent the interest of the city, and he shall also give such legal advice 
and legal assistance to the Board as may be requested by it. 


The Board and its specially authorized representatives shall have 
the power to administer oaths, take depositions, certify official acts, 
and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and produc- 
tion of papers necessary as evidence in connection with any hearing, 
investigation, or proceeding within the purview of this Act. The chief of 
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police or some other police officer of the city shall serve all processes 
of the Board, and shall attend upon and preserve order at all public 
hearings conducted by the Board. In case a person refuses to obey such 
subpoena, the Board or its representative may invoke the aid of any cir- 
cuit court in order that the testimony or evidence be produced. Upon 
proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or order requiring 
the person to appear before the board or its representative and produce 
all evidence and give all testimony relating to the matter in issue. A 
person who fails to obey such subpoena order may be punished by the 
court as for contempt. The fees of witnesses for attendance and travel 
shall be the same as fees for witnesses in the circuit courts of this State, 
which fees shall be paid from the treasury of the City. 


b) Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board may appeal such 
decision to the circuit court of Calhoun County in equity within thirty 
days from the rendition of such decision by the Board. Review by the 
court shall be without a jury and be confined to the record, and to a 
determination of the questions of law presented the Board’s findings of 
fact shall be final and conclusive.

NOTICE is hereby given that at the 1953 Regular session of the 
Legislature of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will be introduced 
and application for its passage and enactment will be made. to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for Calhoun County a county-wide civil service system 
governing the appointment, removal, salaries, tenure and official con- 
duct of employees of the county; defining violations of the Act; im- 
posing penalties for violations; and repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Calhoun County. 


Section 2. As used in this Act, unless the context clearly requires a 
different meaning “county” means Calhoun County; “employee” means 
any person not excepted by Section 3 of this Act who is employed in 
the service of Calhoun County; “board” means the civil service board 
created by this Act; “appointing authority” means in the case of em- 
ployees in the office of the elected officers of the county, such elected 
officers; in the case of all other county employees, the county governing 
body, or the board or other agency supervising their work. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers and 
employees in the service of the county except: (a) elective officers (b) 
members of appointive boards, commissions, and committees; (¢) all 
employees of the county board of education engaged in the profession of 
teaching or in supervising teaching in the public schools; (d) attorneys, 
physicians, surgeons and dentists employed in their professional capaci- 
ties (e) the judge of any court; (f) independent contractors receiving 
their remuneration from public funds under contracts awarded by com- 
petitive bidding; (g) any person whose employment is subject to the 
approval of the United States government or any agency thereof; (h) 
one chief clerk or deputy for each elective officer of the county, and the 
secretary of the county governing body. 


Section 4. All employees of the county shall be governed by civil 
service rules and regulations prescribed in or promulgated pursuant to 
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this Act, administered by a civil service board, the creation of which is 
provided for in Section 5 hereof. Present employees shall remain in their 
respective employments during good behavior; but nothing herein shall 
be construced to prevent or preclude the removal of an employee for 
cause in the manner hereinafter provided; and such employees, except 
for appointment, shall be subject fully to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the Civil Service Board of Cal- 
houn County, which shall be composed of three members appointed by 
the Governor with the advice and consent of the Legislature. Of the 
first members of the board one shall be appointed for a term of two 
years, one for a term of four years, and one for a term of six years. Their 
successors shall be appointed for terms of six years. No person shall 
be appointed to the board who is not a resident and qualified elector of 
the Calhoun County and over the age of twenty-five years. No member 
of the board shall hold any office of profit under the county, any munici- 
pality in the county, or the State of Alabama. Members of the board shall 
take the constitutional oath of office, which shall be filed in the office 
of the probate judge. Vacancies on the board shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term by the Governor, in the same manner as original appointments.

Section 8. The Board shall keep minutes of its meetings and a record 
of all business transacted by it. Its records shall be open for inspection 
by any resident of the county at all reasonable times. 


Section 9. The Board shall have power to make rules and regulations 
governing examination, eligible registers, appointments, transfers, sal- 
aries, promotions, demotions, annual and sick leave, and such other 
matters as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this Act. A 
rule or regulation may be made effective only after a certified copy there- 
of has been filed with the Judge of Probate. All employees shall be 
appointed upon a non-partisan merit basis. There shall not be ap- 
pointed, and the Board shall not examine, any person who is not a citi- 
zen of the United States. The Board shall: 1) classify the different 
types of services to be performed in the service of the county or munici- 
palities; 2) prescribe qualifications, including those of education, train- 
ing, and experience, for the appointees and incumbents of each class; 
3) fix a maximum and minimum salary for each class; and 4) allocate 
each position in the service to its proper class. It shall provide for the 
periodic rating of employees according to their merit to determine 
whether they are maintaining standards of service. The Board shall es- 
tablish rules and regulations governing dismissals, suspensions, layoffs, 
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terminations, and leaves of absence and the severance of an employee’s 
relationship with the county shall be in accordance with such regula- 
tions. 


Section 10. The salary to be paid each subordinate employee shall 
be determined by his appointing authority; and the salary to be paid 
each department head employee shall be determined by the county gov- 
erning body; but in every case the salary paid shall be within the pay 
plan and pay rules and regulations established by the board and shall be 
no more than the Board approves. It shall be unlawful for any official 
or employee to draw or issue any warrant on the county treasury for the 
payment of salary to any employee covered by the provisions of this 
Act unless the warrant is in an amount authorized by the board to be 
paid such employee.

Layoffs available for re-employment shall be placed at the head of the 
proper present and subsequent eligible registers in the inverse order of 
their terminations. Employees who voluntarily terminate their services 
may be granted re-employment status upon proper eligible registers 
under such circumstances and in such manner as may be provided for in 
the Board’s rules and regulations, subject, however, to stipulations of 
this Section concerning layoffs. Persons desiring appointment may file 
applications with the Board, and the Board shall, from time to time, 
conduct examinations to test the ability of such applicants. All qualified

Section 12. Whenever a vacancy exists in any position in the 
service of the county, it shall be filled by appointment of one of the 
three persons who rank highest on the appropriate eligible register of 
the Board or by transfer within the service of the county from another 
position of the same class. However, the ranking layoff of the same 
class shall be appointed in every instance. Whenever it is impossible for 
the Board to certify eligible persons to a vacancy, the Board may author- 
ize the appointing authority to fill the vacancy temporarily pending the 
establishment of an eligible register. No such authorization may be 
given for longer than one hundred and twenty days, and no such em- 
ployee shall have status under this Act. All appointments, other than 
temporary appointments, shall be probationary for six months from the 
date of appointment.

citizen. In all proceedings before the Board, the county attorney may 

appear and represent the interests of the county, and he shall also give 

euch legal advice and legal assistance to the Board as may be requested 
y it. 


The Board and its specially authorized representatives shall have the 
power to administer oaths, take depositions, certify official acts, and issue 
subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and production of 
papers necessary as evidence in connection with any hearing, investiga- 
tion, or proceeding with the purview of this Act. The sheriff of the 
county or his deputies shall serve all processes of the Board, and shall 
attend upon and preserve order at all public hearings conducted by the 
Board.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of registrars in Houston County is hereby 
directed to purge all lists of the qualified electors in the county to the 
end that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents of the 
county or have otherwise become disqualified from voting therein, shall 
be removed from such lists and to the end that the name of each qualified 
elector shall appear only on the list of qualified electors for the district 
and precinct in which he resides. 


Section 2. The board of registrars shall omit and remove from the 
lists of qualified electors in the county the name of any person who fails 
to reidentify himself to the board of registrars in one of the ways here- 
inafter provided before the first day of April, 1954; provided that no 
one who has registered as a qualified elector of the county since January 
j, 1952, shall be required to reidentify himself. No person removed from 
the list of qualified electors as herein provided shall cease to be a qualified 
elector nor be subject to re-registration, but shall be subject only to the 
requirement that he reidentify himself as a duly registered elector 
before being listed on the list of qualified electors in the county. 


Section 3. A voter may reidentify himself in any one of the follow- 
ing ways: 


(a) A voter may reidentify himself by appearing in person at the 
office of the board of registrars or the judge of probate or one of the duly 
authorized employees of the board of registrars or judge of probate and 
answering such questions and submitting such proof as may be set forth, 
hereinafter to establish the voter’s identity and place of legal residence 
and that the voters has not become disqualified from voting in the 
county. 


(b) A voter may also reidentify himself at any election at which the 
voter votes prior to April 1, 1954, by answering and signing the ques- 
tionnaire hereinafter provided for. in the presence of a clerk, manager, 
inspector, or returning officer at such election who, also, shail sign the 
questionnaire as an attesting witness. The returning officer shall trans- 
mit each signed questionnaire to the judge of probate for transmittal to 
the board of registrars. 


(c) A voter who is on active duty in the Army, Navy, or Air Force of 
the United States or the husband or wife of a member of the Armed 
Forces on active duty may also reidentify himself or herself by filling 
in and mailing to the office of the judge of probate, for transmittal to the 
board of registrars, the completed answers to such questions as are set 
forth in the questionnaire hereinafter detailed, and the voter’s signature to 
such questionnaire must be witnessed by a commissioned officer of the 
Army, Navy, or Air Force. 


Section 4. The board of registrars shall furnish a sufficient number 
of blank questionnaires to the judge of probate for the use of registered 
electors appearing before him or his employees to reidentify themselves, 
and a sufficient number to the sheriff or the party executive committee 
or other officer charged with the duty of distributing election supplies to 
the various polling places in the county, who shall cause a sufficient 
number thereof to be sent to each polling place at any county, or state, 
general or special election held before April 1, 1954, for the use of elec- 
tors desiring to reidentify themselves before election officials.

Section 5. Any qualified elector in the county who shall have his 
name omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors in the county 
or in any incorporated city or town therein by reason of his failure to 
reidentify himself as hereinabove provided or whose name may be 
otherwise purged therefrom, shall be entitled to have his name restored 
to the list of qualified electors by appearing in person and reidentifying 
himself at the office of the board of registrars or judge of probate in the 
manner hereinabove provided; however, every qualified elector must have 
reidentified himself at least thirty (30) days prior to the election at which 
he offers to vote. 


Section 6. The board of registrars shall meet as often as necessary 
and on such dates as the board may by order fix for the purpose of 
purging the list of qualified electors of the county. The board may 
meet any number of days not exceeding thirty (30) days per annum in 
excess of the maximum now provided by law for the purpose of purging 
such list, and shall be entitled to the same per diem allowances for meet- 
ing on such dates, in excess of the maximum, as now provided by law. 


Section 7. Any person who makes a wilfully false statement in 
answer to the reidentification questionnaire to the board of registrars 
or the judge of probate or the duly authorized employee of the board of 
registrars or judge of probate or to the clerk, manager, inspector or 
returning officer or to the commissioned officer of the United States 
Army, Navy, or Air Force shall be guilty of perjury and upon conviction 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than five years. 


Section 8. The governing body of the county is hereby authorized 
to furnish to the board of registrars and the judge of probate the supplies, 
equipment, printed forms, stationery and stamps necessary for the re- 
identification of voters. 


Section 9. The board of registrars is further authorized and directed 
to purge the lists of registered voters in the county, for which the govern- 
ing body of the county is hereby directed to provide, in a similar manner, 
and subject to the limitations prescribed in this Act, every ten years 
from the effective date of this Act. 
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Section 10. The board of registrars shall retain as a public record 
for ten years all completed questionnaires, and shall file the same in 
alphabetical order, showing all qualified electors registered by precincts 
or district, or other subdivisions thereof, or where any precinct has been 
divided or subdivided, if not within a city or town, and by wards or other 
subdivisions, if any, if within a city or incorporated town. 


Section 11. The Mayor of each incorporated city or town in Houston 
County, or the person or persons charged with the duty of preparing a 
registration list of the qualified voters in such city or town, or his duly 
authorized agents or representatives, preparing such registration list, 
shall have full access to the original completed questionnaires provided 
for herein for the purpose of checking the same against the registration 
list in the Office of the Judge of Probate, enumerating the qualified 
electors in such city or town; and said registration list shall be so checked.

Said clerk shall give a bond in a penal sum of not less 
than Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) payable to the County of Montgo- 
mery and conditioned to faithfully perform the duties of his office, and 
said bond shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Montgomery 
County and must be approved by him. Upon said bond there shall be 
the same liabilities and remedies as upon the bonds of the circuit court 
clerks of this State. It shall be the duty of said clerk to keep all the 
records and files of said court in an orderly manner. The court shall also 
have a seal which the clerk shall keep in the office of the clerk of said 
court. The clerk of said court shall have the power and authority to 
administer oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits in all cases 
in which oaths, acknowledgments and affidavits are required or permitted 
by law, and to sign and issue all processes issuing out of said court, in- 
cluding warrants, affidavits, summons, subpoenas, writs, executions, 
commitments and releases of said court. The clerk shall also have the 
power and authority to take acknowledgments of conveyance, and to fix 
bail in all cases where a person charged with crime is entitled to bail 
under any warrant issued by said clerk; and to issue any and all other 
processes necessary for the conduct of the business of the said court, 
and to approve all bonds in civil and criminal cases, and to enter all 
judgments and orders of said court; and he shall certify all appeals, 
certiorari and transcripts; but all judgments and orders of said court 
shall be signed by the judge thereof. For the services of the clerk in 
taking affidavits and issuing warrants the clerk of said court is entitled 
to the same compensation now, or which may hereafter be, allowed by law 
to justices of the peace of this State. In addition to the powers herein- 
above conferred upon said clerk, he or she shall have the power to issue 
peace warrants for a breach of the peace and search warrants to be 
executed either in the day time or night time, and he or she shall also 
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have all the powers and authority, ministerial and judicial, now, or 
which may hereafter be, vested in clerks of the circuit courts of this 
State. The salary of said clerk shall be not less than Three Thousand 
Dollars ($3,000.00) and not more than Four Thousand Two Hundred 
Dollars ($4,200.00) per annum, payable in monthly installments out of 
the general fund of the treasury of Montgomery County, upon warrants 
drawn upon the certificate of the judge of said court that said clerk has 
performed the duties of his or her office for such month, the amount 
within the limits above set out to be fixed from time to time by the Per- 
sonnel Board of the city and County of Montgomery, so long as said Per- 
sonnel Board shall continue to exist, and thereafter by the Board of 
Revenue of Montgomery County.” 


Section 3. That Section 15 of said Act approved March 15, 1939 
be amended to read as follows: 


“Section 15. That the judge of said court shall appoint a deputy 
clerk of said court who shall hold office in like manner and for the 
same term as the clerk of said court. Such deputy clerk shali have and 
exercise all the rights, duties and powers of the clerk of said court, and 
he or she shall give bond conditioned and payable as the bond of the 
clerk of said court, which bond shall be in a penal sum of not less than 
Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) and filed in the office of the Judge 
of Probate of Montgomery County and approved by him. The premiums 
on the bonds of the clerk and deputy clerk shall be paid by the County 
of Montgomery. The deputy clerk shall receive a salary of not less than 
Two Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($2,400.00) and not more than 
Three Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($3,600.00) per annum, payable 
in monthly installments out of the general fund of the treasury of Mont- 
gomery County, upon warrants drawn upon the certificate of the judge 
of said court that said deputy clerk has performed the duties of his or 
her office for such month, the amount within the limits above set out to 
be fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of the City and 
County of Montgomery, so long as said Personnel Board shall continue 
to exist, and thereafter by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County.” 


Section 4. That Section 34 of said Act approved March 15, 1939 be 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 34. That said court shall be held in the County Court 
House of Montgomery County and the Board of Revenue of said County 
shall provide suitable and adequate rooms for the court and its officers, 
and shall supply them with all necessary records, books, files, stationery, 
stamps used for official business, typewriters, telephones, or other proper 
facilities for the efficient discharge and performance of the work and 
duties of the court and its officers. The Board of Revenue of said 
County shall also pay the salary of one clerk in addition to the clerk 
and deputy clerk of this court provided for in Sections 12 and 15 of this 
Act, when needed for the efficient discharge and performance of the 
work and duties of the court and its officers; such additional clerk to 
be paid a salary to be fixed by the Personnel Board of the City and 
County of Montgomery, and be subject to all the pertinent rules and 
regulations of the said Board governing employees of Montgomery 
County so long as the said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, and 
thereafter the salary of such additional clerk shall be as determined by 
the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County.” 


Section 5. That should any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of any 
section of this act be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect, impair 
or invalidate the remainder of this act. 


. Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or special 
in conflict with provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed. 
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Section 7. That Section 1 of this act shall become effective on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1955. That all other 
sections of this act shall go into effect on the first day of the month 
following its approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Section 1. The chief clerk of the Probate Judge of Chambers County 
shall be purchasing agent for the county. The purchasing agent shall 
make all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual 
services (which term, as used in this Act shall not include contracts for 
professional or other personal services) for Chambers County; and, 
subject to the approval of the Court of County Commissioners, may 
promulgate reasonable rules and regulations governing the acquisition 
of such supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual services. The 
chief clerk of the Probate Judge shall receive no aditional compensa- 
tion for his services as purchasing agent. 


Section 2. The purchasing agent shall obtain at least three written, 
sealed, competitive bids for all purchases of supplies, materials, equip- 
ment, and contractual services when the amount involved is three hun- 
dred dollars ($300.00) or more.

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of less than three hundred dollars ($300.000), the purchasing agent 
may make such purchases either upon the basis of sealed bids or in the 
open market, in his discretion. It shall be a violation of this section to 
divide or otherwise adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less 
than three hundred dollars ($300.00) for the purpose of evading the 
requirements of this section. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a 
bulletin board in the county court house and sent to prospective suppliers 
at least one week before the final date for submitting bids. Bids shall 
be opened publicly by the purchasing agent at the time and place stated 
in the invitations. The purchasing agent shall award the purchase to the 
lowest responsible bidder, or he may reject all bids and renegotiate the 
purchase when the public interest will be served thereby. The pur- 
chasing agent shall obtain information from the Division of Purchases 
and Stores of the State Department of Finance relative to the items 
to be purchased by competitive bids; and if the state price is less than 
the lowest bid received, and if the delivery date is reasonable, all bids 
shall be rejected and the purchase shall be negotiated through the State 
Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the names of the bidders, shall be 
entered on a permanent record. Each record, with the successful bid 
indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the award if not awarded to 
the lowest bidder, shall after the award of the purchase be open to 
public inspection. 


Section 3. In an emergency, a purchase may be made without 
competitive bids and without obtaining information from the Division 
of Purchases and Stores. However, a full written account of the cir- 
cumstances necessitating any such emergency purchase, together with 
a statement describing the item purchased and naming the vendor from 
whom the item was purchased, shall be at once prepared by the pur- 
chasing agent and filed in his office. The records of such emergency 
transactions shall be open to public inspection. The provisions of this 
Act regarding competitive bidding and obtaining information from the 
State Purchasing Agent may be waived for purchases of perishable 
commodities, utility services, machinery repairs, and commodities or 
services for which there is no competitive situation. 


Section 4. The purchasing agent, provided there is no sacrifice or 
loss in price or quality, shall give preference to commodities produced or 
sold in Chambers County. 


Section 5. Any officer or other person who purchases or procures 
any supplies, materials, equipment, or services contrary to the provi- 
sions of this Act is guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
punished as prescribed by law. 


Section 6. The Court of County Commissioners of Chambers County 
shall provide the purchasing agent with the quarters, supplies, books, 
equipment, postage, and assistance necessary for the proper and 
efficient conduct of his duties. 


Section 7. The substantial provisions of this Act shall become 
operative only if approved by a majority of the electors of Chambers 
County voting in a referendum to be held on the first Tuesday following 
the expiration of three months after the final adjournment of the present 
session of the Legislature. The governing body of Chambers County 
shall order and provide for the holding of the referendum on such date. 
On the ballots to be used at the election the question shall be stated 
substantially as follows: “Shall the provisions of Act No. , of 
the 1953 Regular Session of the Legislature, which regulates the purchase 
of supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual services for Chambers 
County, be adopted? Yes ( ) No ( ).” If a majority of the votes 
are “Yes,” the provisions of this Act shall become effective immediately. 
If a majority are “No,” this Act shall have no effect. The results of the 
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election shall be certified by the probate judge to the Secretary of State, 
who shall make a permanent record thereof. ave

The House has passed the following Senate bills: 


S. 438. Proposing an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, 
relating to Mobile County, and ordering an election thereon. 


Also: 


S. 439. To provide that the Governing Body of any City or Town in 
any County in the State of Alabama having a population, according to 
the last or any future Federal census, in excess of 225,000 inhabitants 
and less than 500,000 inhabitants may, by resolutidn or ordinance, pro- 
vide that such Governing body shall have the exclusive authority to 
hire, demote, suspend or discharge the Chief of Police of such City or 
Town and to fix his compensation (not to exceed a sum prescribed here- 
in) and his working conditions and to provide that the Personnel Direc- 
tor and Personnel Board and any other officials of any countywide 
Civil Service System in any such County shall have no right, powers or 
duties with reference to the matters covered by such resolution or ordi- 
nance; to provide that any such Governing Body may, by resolution or 
ordinance, confer upon the Chief of Police of such City or Town au- 
thority to suspend preemptorily for a limited period and for cause any 
of the employees of the Police Department of such City or Town with-

and term of the first council, to define the legal status, form of govern- 
ment and powers of the city, to provide for subsequent elections of mem- 
bers of the council, their number and their terms of office, to provide for 
the qualification, powers and authority of the council, the mayor and 
the city clerk, and for the election of the mayor and city clerk, to pro- 
vide for the appointment and removal and to define the powers of the 
city manager, to provide for an annual budget, its preparation, submis- 
sion, adoption and effect, to create and define the powers and duties of 
a department of finance and of the director thereof, to regulate pur- 
chases and contracts of the city, and to define their powers and authori- 
ty, to set up the terms and effects of succession in government of any 
city adopting the council-manager form of government, to provide for 
the establishment and re-establishment of wards, to make various other 
provisions for such form of government of any such city, and to provide 
for the means of abandoning the council-manager form of government.

3.02. Statement of candidacy.—Any person desiring to become a can- 
didate at any election for the office of councilman may become such can- 
didate by filing in the office of the judge of probate of the county in 
which such city is situated, a statement in writing of such candidacy, 
accompanied by an affidavit taken and certified by such judge of pro- 
bate or by a notary public that such person is duly qualified to hold the 
office for which he desires to be a candidate. Such statement shall be 
filed at least thirty days before the day set for such election and shall be 
in substantially the following form:

I, the undersigned, being first duly sworn, depose and say that I am 
a citizen of the City of , that I desire to become a candidate

quest that my name be printed upon the official ballot at said election.

Said statement shall be accompanied by a petition signed by not less 
than, nor more than ten electors, who shall be designated as said candi- 
date’s sponsors. Sponsors may but need not reside within the ward in 
which the candidate resides. No elector shall sign more than one such 
petition, and should an elector do so, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
With each signature shall be stated the place of address of each sponsor. 
Nominating petitions shall be in substantially the following form: 


“We, the undersigned ten electors of the City of 0. , hereby 
nominate and sponsor __...... , whose residence is —__..- as a 
candidate for the office of councilman from the ~........... ward in the elec- 


tion to be held on the day of September, 19....: and we individ- 
ually certify that our names have appeared on the rolls of registered vot- 
ers of this City within the last year, that we are qualified to vote for a 
candidate for the council and that we have not signed any other nomi- 
nating petition for that office. We further state that we know said 
ch hee a to possess the qualifications necessary for said office, and to 
be in our judgment a fit and proper person to hold said office. Witness 
our hands on this the __....... day of 19 


3.03. Ballot—At every such election all ballots to be used by voters 
shall be printed and prepared by the election commission or other body 
having charge of the conduct of municipal elections in said City, and shall 
contain the names of all candidates from each ward directly underneath 
the words “For members of the council from the _.... _.. ward.” No name 
shall appear upon said ballot as a candidate for election except the names 
of such persons as have become candidates according to provisions as 
above set forth; no ballot shall be used at any such election except the 
official ballot prepared by the election commission or other body having 
charge of the conduct of municipal elections in said City, except that the 
names of candidates may be suitably placed on voting machines if such 
machines are used to conduct such election. 


3.06. Presiding officer: mayor.—The council shall elect an officer of 
the City who shall have the title of mayor. He shall preside at meetings 
of the council, and shall be recognized as head of the city government 
for all ceremonial purposes and by the governor for purposes of military 
law, but shall have no regular administrative duties. The council shall 
also elect an assistant mayor who shall act as mayor during the absence 
or disability of the mayor. The mayor and assistant mayor when so 
elected shall hold their respective offices until the next council takes of- 
fice; provided that if the mayor or assistant mayor or both shall cease to 
be a member of the council his or their offices as such mayor or assistant 
mayor shall become vacant. If a vacancy shall occur in the office of 
mayor, the council shall elect a successor for the completion of the unex- 
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pired term. Both the mayor and the assistant mayor shall be elected 
from among the councilmen. The mayor shall be entitled to receive as 
an allowance for expenses in the performance of his duties the additional 
sum of One Thousand Dollars annually, for which he shall not be re- 
quired to file an accounting. 


3.08. Appointment of city manager.—The council by a majority vote 
of the whole qualified membership of the council shall appoint a city 
manager, who shall be an officer of the City and shall have the powers 
and perform the duties in this Act provided. No councilman shall receive 
such appointment during the term for which he shall have been elected, 
nor within one year after the expiration of his term; nor shall he receive 
any appointment as city manager under the provisions of section 4.03 of 
this Act during the term for which he shall have been elected. The civil 
service act, if any, applicable to the City shall not apply to the approval 
or the removal of the city manager. 


A temporary, acting city manager may be designated by the council 
to serve for not more than four (4) months in these events but in only 
these events: 


(a) When the first council shall take office after adoption of this 
Act by the City. 


(b) Following the removal of any permanent city manager. 


Such temporary acting city manager shall perform the duties and 
assume the obligations of the office of city manager but he shall not be 
entitled to the benefits of section 3.09 hereof, and may be removed sum- 
marily by the council at any time. If the council shall permit the tem- 
porary acting city manager to serve for longer than four (4) months he 
shall become the permanent city manager and shall be entitled to the 
benefits of section 3.09 hereof. 


3.09. Removal of city manager.—The council shall appoint the city 
manager for an indefinite term. The term of the manager shall not be co- 
extensive with the tenure of the councilmen who appoint him, but he 
shall serve until removed in accordance with the provisions of this sec- 
tion. The council may remove him at any time by a majority vote of the 
whole qualified membership of the council. At least thirty days before 
such removal shall become effective, the council shall by a majority vote 
of its whole qualified membership adopt a preliminary resolution stating 
the reasons for his removal. The manager may reply in writing and may 
request a public hearing and in such request he shall state the date for 
such hearing, which date shall not be less than twenty days nor more 
than thirty days after the filing of such request. This request shall be 
filed with the city clerk. The clerk shall enter the request upon the 
journal. A public hearing shall be held at the city hall at 8 o’clock P. M. 
on the date prescribed in the request. This public hearing may be ad- 
journed from night to night on approval by the manager concurred in by 
the council, but shall be completed within one week from the date pre- 
scribed in the request. Each councilman shall be reauired to attend this 
meeting and any adjournments thereof, unless sickness or death in his 
immediate family shall prevent his attendance. Any councilman who 
shall fail to attend unless prevented therefrom by such sickness or death 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, his office 
shall become vacant. For the purpose of procuring evidence relative to 
any matter which might be pertinent in such public meeting the manager 
and any member of the council shall have the right to have a subpoena 
or a subpoena duces tecum issued to any persons. The official court re- 
porter of the circuit court of the judicial circuit of Alabama in which the 
City is located shall in writing by the clerk be personally notified of the 
public hearing and the date, time and place of its holding. The court 
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reporter shall attend the public hearing and each adjournment thereof. 
He shall take and preserve verbatim minutes of all statements and oc- 
currences at such meeting and adjournment thereof. He shall cause 
such minutes to be typed and shall certify to the correctness thereof. 
He shall then transmit the typewritten minutes so certified to the city 
clerk who shall enter the minutes and the certification on the journal. 
As compensation for his services the court reporter shall receive from the 
City the sum of Twenty Dollars for each meeting and for each adjourned 
meeting attended. After such public hearing, if one be requested, and 
after full consideration, the council by majority vote of its whole quali- 
fied membership may adopt a final resolution of removal. By the pre- 
liminary resolution the council may suspend the manager from duty, 
but shall in any case cause to be paid him forthwith any unpaid balance 
of his salary and his salary for the next two calendar months following 
adoption of the preliminary resolution. 


3.11. Vacancies in Council. Vacancies in the council shall be filled 
by the council at any regular meeting. In event of a deadlock and for 
the purpose of breaking the deadlock the Mayor shall cast an additional 
vote. For the purposes of this section a deadlock shall be deemed to exist 
when, at the end of the third regular meeting of the Council following the 
creation of a vacancy the council shall not have selected a person to fill 
the vacancy. The person selected to fill a vacancy shall possess all of the 
qualifications set out in this Act including residence in the ward he repre- 
sents, and he shall hold office until the next election of councilman. 


3.17. Meetings, passage of ordinances, etc-—The council shall hold 
regular public meetings as may be prescribed by its own rules, provided 
that a regular hour and day shall be fixed by the order of said council, 
and publicly announced. It may hold such adjourned, called, special or 
other meetings as the business of the City may require. The mayor when 
present and in his absence the assistant mayor shall preside at all meet- 
ings of said council. A majority of the whole qualified membership of 
the council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any and every 
power conferred upon said council. The affirmative vote of a majority of 
the quorum shall be necessary and sufficient for the passage of any res- 
olution, rule or ordinance, or the transaction of any business of any sort 
by the said council or the exercise of any of the powers conferred upon it 
by the terms of this Act or which may hereafter be conferred upon it. No 
resolution or ordinance granting any franchise, appropriating any money 
for any purpose, providing for any public improvements, any regulation 
concerning the public health, or of any other general or permanent na- 
ture shall be enacted except at a regular public meeting of said council or 
an adjournment thereof; provided that a resolution or ordinance of any 
emergency mature may be passed by the council at any meeting. A 
resolution or ordinance shall be deemed to be of an emergency nature 
if it shall be declared so to be by an affirmative vote of not less than four- 
fifths of the whole qualified membership of the council. Every ordinance 
introduced shall be in writing and read before any vote thereon shall be 
taken, and the yeas and nays thereon shall be recorded. A record of the 
proceedings of every meeting of the council shall be taken and prepared 
by the city clerk, and the record of the proceedings of the meeting shall, 
when approved by the council, be signed by the mayor and the city clerk 
and entered in the journal. The journal shall be kept available for in- 
spection by all persons at all reasonable times. No ordinance of perma- 
nent operation shall be passed at the meeting at which it was introduced 
except by unanimous consent of all members of the council present, and 
such unanimous consent shall be shown by the aye and nay votes entered 
upon the minutes of said meeting; provided, however, that if all members 
of the council present vote for the passage of the ordinance and their 
names are so entered of record as voting in favor thereof, it shall be con- 
strued as giving unanimous consent to the action upon such ordinance at 
the meeting at which it is introduced. Publication of ordinances shall

be had as provided in Alabama Code of 1940, Title 37, Section 462, as 
amended. 


4.02. The city manager: powers and duties—The city manager 
shall be the head of the administrative branch of the city government. He 
shall be responsible to the council for the proper administration of all 
affairs of the City and, subject to the provisions of any civil service or 
merit system law applicable to such City and except as otherwise pro- 
vided herein, he shall have power and shall be required to: 


(1) Enforce all laws and ordinances. 


(2) Appoint and, when necessary for the good of the service, re- 
move all officers and employes of the City except as otherwise provided 
by this Act and except as he may authorize the head of a department or 
office to appoint and remove subordinates in such department or office; 
provided that he shall not appoint or remove officers and employes of— 


(a) any library board of the City; 

(b) any board of the City having control over any park, recreation 
facility, fair or exhibit; 

(c) any municipally owned public utility and any municipally 
owned service enterprise, including inter alia electric, gas and water 
boards, agencies, etc.; 

(d) any school board of the City; 

(e) any hospital board of the City; 

(f) any airport board of the City; 

(g) any housing authority; 

(h) any city plumbers or electricians boards; 

(i) any planning board of the City; 

(j) any zoning board of the City; 


(3) Exercise administrative supervision and control over all offi- 
cers, employes, offices, department, boards and agencies created by this 
Act or hereafter created by the council, except those enumerated in sub- 
divisions (a) to (j) inclusive of sub-section (2) of this section, and ex- 
cept those otherwise given independent status. 


(4) Keep the council fully advised as to the financial conditions and 
needs of the City; to prepare and submit the budget proposal annually to 
the council and be responsible for its administration after its adoption; to 
prepare and submit, as of the end of the fiscal year, a complete report on 
the financial and administrative activities of the City for such year. 


- (5) Recommend to the council such actions as he may deem desira- 
e. 


(6) Prepare and submit to the council such reports as may be re- 
quired of him. 


(7) Perform such other duties as may be prescribed by this Act or 
required of him by ordinance or by resolution of the council not incon- 
sistent with this Act. 


5.06. Further consideration of budget proposal. After the conclusion 
of such public hearing the council may insert new items or may increase 
or decrease the items of the budget proposal, except items in proposed 
expenditures fixed by law or prescribed by sub-sections (a), (b), (c), 
(d), (e), (£), (g), Ch) and (i) of section 5.25. The council may not vary 
the titles, descriptions or conditions of administration specified in the 
budget proposal. Before inserting any new item or increasing or decreas- 
ing any item of appropriation, it must cause to be published, in the man- 
ner provided in section 5.04 of this Act, a notice setting forth the nature 
and amount of the proposed increases or decreases and fixing a place and 
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date, not less than five days after publication, at which the council will 
hold a public hearing thereon. The public hearing shall be held at 8:00 
o’clock P. M. on the day specified in the notice, or at any night to which 
such public hearing shall from time to time be adjourned. 


5.14. Budget message: capital program. The city manager shall 
also include in the budget message, or attach thereto, a capital program 
of proposed capital projects for the five fiscal years next succeeding the 
budget year, prepared by the planning board, if any, together with his 
comments thereon and any estimates of costs prepared by any office, 
department, board or agency. For the use of the planning board, if any, 
in preparing such capital program, copies of the departmental estimates 
of capital projects, filed with the city manager pursuant to section 5.02 of 
this article, shall be filed with the board. 


7.03. Duty of manager when city limits changed.—Whenever after 
the next preceding establishment of wards and not less than nine (9) 
months before any regular election of councilmen there shall have been 
any change in the corporate limits of the City, the manager shall not less 
than seven (7) months before such election prepare in writing and sub- 
mit to the council a proposed division of the City into not less than five 
(5) nor more than seven (7) new wards. This written proposed divi- 
sion shall describe with clarity and certainty each of the wards proposed 
therein.

approval then the division as proposed by the manager shall be deemed 
adopted and the wards of the City shall for the purpose of each subse- 
quent election of councilmen be as described in the proposed division 
submitted by the manager. 


7.07. Election for the selection of new wards.—In the event that 
the council shall adopt a valid ordinance or resolution of disapproval 
under the provisions of section 7.05 hereof then on the date prescribed 
in such ordinance or resolution there shall be held on election by the 
voters. At such election each voter shall choose between the proposed 
division of the manager and the proposed division of the council as set 
forth in the ordinance or resolution of disapproval.

bama, for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, owning, operating and 
financing gas transmission systems and gas distribution systems, or 
any one or more of such systems, for the use and benefit of those muni- 
cipalities which join in and approve the incorporation of such districts; 
to provide for the approval, execution, filing, recording and amendment 
of the certificate of incorporation of such districts and the dissolution 
thereof; to grant powers to such districts, including the power of eminent 
domain, and the means of exercising such powers; to provide for a board 
of directors and officers to exercise the powers and direct the affairs 
of such districts; to authorize such districts to issue and sell bonds 
payable solely from the revenues of its gas system or systems; to pro- 
vide for the execution and delivery by such districts of mortgages, deeds 
of trust and other instruments of security for the benefit of the holders 
of such bonds; to provide for the remedies and rights available to the 
holders of the bonds; to provide that the property and income of such 
districts shall be tax exempt; to provide that the bonds of such districts 
and the interest thereon shall be tax exempt; to provide that deeds, 
mortgages, trust indentures and other instruments of, by, or to such 
districts shall be tax exempt; to provide for the use and utilization and 
distribution of the revenues of the gas systems of such districts; to ex- 
empt such districts from the jurisdiction and control of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission and all other regulatory bodies and agencies of the 
State; to regulate the use of the proceeds of sale of any such bonds; to 
prohibit the duplication of existing privately owned gas systems and to 
provide for the acquisition thereof by such districts; to provide for the 
use of the public roads by such districts; and to make provisions with 
respect to the acquisition, construction, maintenance, operation and 
financing of a gas system or systems by such districts, as a public cor- 
poration of the State of Alabama, “notwithstanding irregularities in such 
acts or proceedings, and to grant additional powers to such districts, 
including the power to acquire, construct, own and operate distribution 
systems and other facilities suitable to provide for the distribution and 
sale of gas in territory outside of municipalities which are members of 
such districts and outside of the territory surrounding such municipali- 
ties.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 11 of Act No. 168, approved March 15, 1939 
(Local Acts of Alabama, 1939, page 87), which established an Inferior 
Court or Court of Common Pleas for the County of Montgomery, be 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 11. That the salary of the judge of this court shall be six 
thousand and six hundred dollars ($6,600.00) per annum, payable in 
equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the treasury of 
Montgomery County, upon warrants drawn upon the county treasury, in 
the same manner as the salaries of the other county officers are now 
paid.” 
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Section 2. That Section 12 of said Act approved March 15, 1939 be 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 12. That the judge of said court shall appoint a clerk who 
shall hold office during the term for which said judge was elected or 
appointed. Said clerk shall give a bond in a penal sum of not less than 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) payable to the County of Montgom- 
ery and conditioned to faithfully perform the duties of his office, and 
said bond shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Montgomery 
County and must be approved by him. Upon said bond there shall be the 
same liabilities and remedies as upon the bonds of the circuit court clerks 
of this State. It shall be the duty of said clerk to keep all the records 
and files of said court in an orderly manner. The court shall also have a 
seal which the clerk shall keep in the office of the clerk of said court. 
The clerk of said court shall have the power and authority to administer 
oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits in all cases in which 
oaths, acknowledgments and affidavits are required or permitted by 
law, and to sign and issue all processes issuing out of said court, includ- 
ing warrants, affidavits, summons, subpoenas, writs, executions, commit- 
ments and releases of said court. The clerk shall also have the power and 
authority to take acknowledgments of conveyance, and to fix bail in all

orders of said court; and he shall certify all appeals, certiorari and tran- 
scripts; but all judgments and orders of said court shall be signed by the 
judge thereof. For the services of the clerk in taking affidavits and 
issuing warrants the clerk of said court is entitled to the same compen- 
sation now, or which may hereafter be, allowed by law to justices of the 
peace of this State. In addition to the powers hereinabove conferred 
upon said clerk, he or she shall have the power to issue peace warrants 
for a breach of the peace and search warrants to be executed either’ in 
the day time or night time, and he or she shall also have all the powers 
and authority, ministerial and judicial, now, or which may hereafter be, 
vested in clerks of the circuit courts of this State. The salary of said 
clerk shall be not less than Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) and not 
more than Four Thousand Two Hundred Dollars ($4,200.00) per annum, 
payable in monthly installments out of the general fund of the treasury 
of Montgomery County, upon warrants drawn upon the certificate of the 
judge of said court that said clerk has performed the duties of his or her 
office for such month, the amount within the limits above set out to be 
fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of the city and County 
of Montgomery, so long as said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, 
and thereafter by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County.” 


Section 3. That Section 15 of said Act approved March 15, 1939 be 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 15. That the judge of said court shall appoint a deputy 
clerk of said court who shall hold office in like manner and for the same 
term as the clerk of said court. Such deputy clerk shall have and exer- 
cise all the rights, duties and powers of the clerk of said court, and he 
or she shall give bond conditioned and payable as the bond of the clerk 
of said court, which bond shall be in a penal sum of not less than Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) and filed in the office of the Judge of Pro- 
bate of Montgomery County and approved by him. The premiums on 
the bonds of the clerk and deputy clerk shall be paid by the County of 
Montgomery. The deputy clerk shall receive a salary of not less than 
Two Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($2,400.00) and not more than 
Three Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($3,600.00) per annum, payable 
in monthly installments out of the general fund of the treasury of Mont- 
gomery County, upon warrants drawn upon the certificate of the judge 
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of said court that said deputy clerk has performed the duties of his or 
her office for such month, the amount within the limits above set out 
to be fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of the City and 
County of Montgomery, so long as said Personnel Board shall continue 
to exist, and thereafter by the Board of Revenue of Montgomery Coun- 


ty.” 


Section 4. That Section 34 of said Act approved March 15, 1939 be 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 34. That said court shall be held in the County Court 
House of Montgomery County and the Board of Revenue of said County 
shall provide suitable and adequate rooms for the court and its officers, 
and shall supply them with all necessary records, books, files, stationery, 
stamps used for official business, typewriters, telephones, or other prop- 
er facilities for the efficient discharge and performance of the work 
and duties of the court and its officers. The Board of Revenue of said 
County shall also pay the salary of one clerk in addition to the clerk 
and deputy clerk of this court provided for in Sections 12 and 15 of this 
Act, when needed for the efficient discharge and performance of the 
work and duties of the court and its officers; such additional clerk to be 
paid a salary to be fixed by the Personnel Board of the City and County 
of Montgomery, and be subject to all the pertinent rules and regulations 
of the said Board governing employees of Montgomery County, so long 
as the said Personnel Board shall continue to exist, and thereafter the 
salary of such additional clerk shall be as determined by the Board of 
Revenue of Montgomery County.” 


Section 5. That should any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of 
any section of this act be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect, impair 
or invalidate the remainder of this act. 


Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or special 
in conflict with provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed. 


Section 7. That Section 1 of this act shall become effective on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1955. That all other 
sections of this act shall go into effect on the first day of the month fol- 
lowing its approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report 
that said Committee, in session, has compared the following enrolled 
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Bills and Joint Resolutions with the engrossed and original Bills and 
Resolutions, respectively, and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 


S. 211. To validate and declare legal acts and proceedings hereto- 
fore done or taken to incorporate gas districts under Act No. 762 of the 
General Acts of 1951 of Alabama, approved September 11, 1951, entitled 
“An Act to provide for and authorize the incorporation of gas districts, 
as public corporations of the State of Alabama, for the purpose of ac- 
quiring, constructing, owning, operating and financing gas transmission 
systems and gas distribution systems, or any one or more of such sys- 
tems, for the use and benefit of those municipalities which join in and 
approve the incorporation of such districts; to provide for the approval, 
execution, filing, recording and amendment of the certificate of incor- 
poration of such districts and the dissolution thereof; to grant powers 
to such districts, including the power of eminent domain, and the means 
of exercising such powers; to provide for a board of directors and officers 
to exercise the powers and direct the affairs of such districts; to author- 
ize such districts to issue and sell bonds payable solely from the revenues 
of its gas system or systems; to provide for the execution and delivery 
by such districts of mortgages, deeds of trust and other instruments of

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Tallapoosa County and the courts therein; to regulate 
further the County Court of Tallapoosa County, and to define the court’s 
jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, and their powers, 
duties, and compensation; to provide further for the rules and procedure 
of the court; and to provide for the transfer of all cases pending in the 
juvenile court, and all cases of desertion and non-support pending in 
the probate court, to the County Court of Tallapoosa County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to the jurisdiction and powers already pos- 
sessed, the County Court of Tallapoosa County shall have civil jurisdic- 
tion in all civil matters of which justices of the peace have jurisdiction 
under the general laws of the State, and in which the amount involved 
does not exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00), concurrently with the 
several justices of the peace of Tallapoosa County; including all actions of 
forcible entry, unlawful detainer and actions in the nature of unlawful 
detainer; and in addition thereto, the court shall have jurisdiction, con- 
currently with the circuit court of Tallapoosa County, of all matters, 
suits, and actions at law which are in amount more than the jurisdiction 
of justices of the peace, but not more than the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars ($500.00), and when the value of the property sued for in a suit of 
detinue does not exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00). The court shall 
not, however, have civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, slander, assault 
and battery, or ejectment, or actions in the nature of ejectment. The 
County Court of Tallapoosa County shall have the same jurisdiction of 
felonies, and of bastardy, and other criminal and quasi-criminal proceed- 
ings cognizable before justices of the peace as have justices of the peace 
under the general laws of the State, concurrently with the several jus- 
tices of the peace in the county. The County Court shall have jurisdic- 
tion of all matters, suits, and actions cognizable before a juvenile court, 
and of all cases of desertion and non-support arising under the provisions 
of Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of Alabama (1940). 


Section 2. The judge of the county court shall have been a resident 
in and a qualified elector of Tallapoosa County for at least two years at 
the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in the county 
during his continuance in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, 
and shall be learned in the law and admitted to the practice of law in 
this State. He shall not during his term of office act as attorney in any 
case or matter that has previously been in or is in this court, but may 
practice in all other matters and in all other courts. Immediately upon 
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the passage and approval of this Act, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law, the Tallapoosa County Democratic Executive Committee shall nomi- 
nate a qualified person, and the Governor shall appoint the person so 
nominated, to be the judge of the County Court of Tallapoosa County. 
The person so nominated and appointed shall hold office until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1959, and until his succes- 
sor is elected and qualified, and shall perform the duties and receive the 
compensation herein prescribed. 


Section 3. The term of office of the judge of the county court, who 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Tallapoosa County at the gen- 
eral election for state and county officers in the year 1958, and every 
six years thereafter, shall be for six years from the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January 1959, and until his successor is elected or 
appointed and qualified. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
the judge shall take the oath of office in the form required by law to be 
taken by judges of the circuit court of this State, and he shall be removed 
from office for the same causes and in the same manner as is now or may 
be hereafter provided for removal of circuit judges. In the event of a 
vacancy caused by the resignation, removal, or death of the judge, or 
for other causes, the Governor shall fill the office by appointment, and 
the person so appointed shall hold office as provided for in Section 158 
of the Constitution of this State. In case the judge is unable at any time 
to discharge the duties of his office, the clerk shall designate and appoint 
in writing, which appointment shall be spread on the minutes of this 
court, some practicing attorney of the county who is learned in the law, 
as special judge thereof, and the person so designated and appointed shall 
perform all of the duties and exercise all of the powers and authority of 
the judge of this court, and shall hold the office until the regular judge 
thereof shall resume his duties; the special judge shall receive for his 
compensation five dollars for each day he serves as such judge of this 
court, payable in the same manner and from the same funds as the com- 
pensation of the regular judge is paid. The regular judge of this court 
shall have authority to administer oaths, and take acknowledgements 
and affidavits in all cases, and to solemnize marriages the same as circuit 
judges of this State. 


Section 4. The judge of the county court shall receive a salary of 
three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600.00) per annum, payable in 
equal monthly installments out of the general fund of Tallapoosa Coun- 
ty, upon the warrant of the probate judge of Tallapoosa County, which 
he is hereby authorized and directed to issue monthly, and the warrants 
shall be preferred claims against the general fund. 


Section 5. The clerk of the circuit court of Tallapoosa County shall 
be clerk of the county court of Tallapoosa County, as provided by law; 
and, in addition to all duties now required by law of clerks of county 
courts, he shall keep a civil docket of all cases brought before the court, 
and all of the minutes and records as are now required by law to be kept 
by clerks of the circuit courts. He shall have authority to issue all nec- 
essary Summons and complaints as to all cases filed in the court, and all 
other civil process with clerks of the circuit courts are now required or 
empowered by law to issue, and to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases 
in the court. The clerk shall collect or receive all fines and forfeitures, 
which he shall disburse as prescribed by law. He shall tax and collect 
costs and fees, and disburse the same, as hereinafter provided: 1) In 
each civil action at law, if the sum involved does not exceed one hundred 
dollars ($100.00), the same as in justice of the peace courts, except that 
justice of the peace fees shall be paid to the clerk; 2) in every other civil 
action, the same as in circuit courts; 3) in bastardy proceedings and in 
preliminary examinations, the same as in justice of the peace courts, 
except that justice of the peace fees shall be paid to the clerk; 4) in ev- 
ery criminal case, the same as in county courts; 5) in cases involving 
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juveniles, the same as in juvenile courts; and 6) in cases of desertion and 
non-support, the same as in probate courts. The clerk shall be entitled 
to retain for his own use all fees commissions, allowances, and compensa-~ 
tion provided by law for the performance of the duties imposed upon the 
clerk by this Act. In every civil case which is in amount more than the 
jurisdiction of justices of the peace, but not more than the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00), and when the value of the property sued for 
in a suit of detinue does not exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00), the 
clerk shall collect a trial tax as provided by law for cases in circuit courts. 
All trial taxes and solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in the court shail 
be paid into the general fund of the county. The clerk shall issue certifi- 
cates of judgments of the court in the same form as is now provided by 
law for issuance of certificates of judgments from the circuit courts. The 
owner of any judgment rendered by the court may file the certificate in 
the office of the judge of probate of any county in the State, under the 
same procedure and in the same manner as is now or may be hereafter 
provided for filing certificates of judgments rendered by the circuit 
courts of this State; and when so filed such judgments shall be a lien in 
the county where filed on all property of the defendant which is subject 
to levy and sale under execution. The filing of the certificate of judg- 
ment shall be notice to all persons of the existence of the lien thereby 
created. The lien shall continue for ten years from the date of the judg- 
ment and no insolvency proceedings or declaration of insolvency shall 
affect or impair the lien, except bankruptcy proceedings instituted with- 
in four months after the filing of the certificate as provided by law. Exe- 
cution may be issued at any time within ten years from the date of the 
judgment, whether execution previously has been issued or not. The 
clerk shall receive the same fees and compensation for issuing such cer- 
tificates as are now allowed by law for similar services performed in the 
circuit court. 


Section 6. The clerk of the court may appoint a deputy or deputies , 
of the court, who shall hold office at the will of the clerk and receive 
such portion of the fees in this Act provided for the clerk as the clerk of 
the court may designate. Any such deputy so appointed by the clerk 
shall have the right in the name of the clerk to file papers and to do all 
things herein provided to be done by the clerk except collect and disburse 
money. 


Section 7. The sheriff of Tallapoosa County shall attend upon the 
court to preserve order and execute all writs or process issued therefrom; 
and for such services of attending the court the sheriff shall receive the 
sum of two dollars per day payable out of the general fund on warrant 
of the probate judge. For all services rendered by him other than at- 
tendance upon the court as hereinabove provided for, he shall receive 
costs and fees as hereinafter provided: 1) in civil cases cognizable be- 
fore justice of the peace courts, in bastardy proceedings, and in prelimi- 
nary examinations, the same as in justice of the peace courts; 2) in other 
civil cases, the same as in the circuit courts; 3) in other criminal cases, 
the same as in county courts; 4) in cases involving juveniles, the same 
as in juvenile courts; and 5) in cases of desertion and non-support, the 
same as in probate or county courts. 


Section 8. In all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and process 
and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed by 
the statute and rules obtaining in the circuit court of Tallapoosa County, 
Alabama, except the issuance, levy and collection of executions from 
this our shall be controlled by the laws now applicable to justice courts 
of this State. 


Section 9. In all civil matters in this court the trial shall in all re- 
spects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence, procedure and 
practice as now prevail or govern in the circuit courts of this State ex- 
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cept as hereinafter provided. A party litigant after being served with 
statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the interrogatories 
within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the 
same pains and penalties as are now provided by law for failure to an- 
swer interrogatories propounded in the circuit court. Any party desiring 
to appeal from any judgment rendered in this court, except from judg- 
ments for the possession of real estate, may give security for the cost of 
the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount to be fixed and 
approved by the clerk; provided that if the party appealing desires to 
have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the payment 
of money or for the recovery or possession of personal property he may 
do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient security 
or surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the adverse 
party and approved by the clerk with the condition that if he fail in 
the appeal he will pay such judgment as the circuit court may render 
in the premises and all such cost and damages as any aggrieved may 
sustain by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the exe- 
cution of the judgment, which appeal bond and security on surety for 
court cost and supersedeas bonds must be filed with and approved by 
the clerk within ten days from the date of the rendition of such judg- 
ment. The supersedeas bond shall be in an amount double the amount 
of the judgment and costs of court, if for a judgment for the payment 
of money; and in an amount double the value of the personal property 
recovered in the suit and court costs if for a judgment for the recov- 
ery of or possession of personal property.

All civil cases in this court shall be tried by the judge 
of the court without the intervention of a jury, the judge shall deter- 
mine both the law and the facts; and either party shall have the right to 
appeal to the circuit court as hereinabove provide, and on appeal either 
party may demand a trial by jury on the trial in the cricuit court, and 
the trial in the circuit court shall be de novo. 


Section 11. Final judgments rendered in civil causes in such court 
shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition be taken and 
deemed to have passed beyond the control of the court, as if such term of 
the court at which said judgments were rendered had ended, provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties from 
filing a motion to vacate, set aside or modify such judgment or grant a 
new trial or rehearing within ten days or change or destroy the office of 
motion for a new trial or rehearing, when so made. Such motions shall 
be filed with the clerk of the court and called to the attention of the 
court, and the court may thereupon hear the motion or make an order 
continuing the motion for hearing at a future day, which motion shall be 
ie and determined within thirty days from the date of rendering the 
judgment. 


Section 12. The judge of the county court shall have the power to 
impose fines and sentence to hard labor upon convictions in misdemeanor 
cases, and to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed $50.00, and im- 
prisonment in the county jail not to exceed five days, either or both, the 
same as judges of the circuit courts of this State. The judge of this court 
shall also have power to issue, hear, and determine writs of habeas cor- 
pus; and the procedure, practice, and rules of the circuit courts of Ala- 
bama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter may be, pro- 
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vided by law, shall prevail in the County Court of Tallapoosa County. 
The judge shall have the same power relating to such writs as is now, 
or hereafter may be, conferred upon the judges of the circuit courts of 
Alabama; and such power shall extend to all cases where the judges of 
the circuit courts have authority to issue such writs. 


Section 13. The judge of probate of Tallapoosa County is relieved of 
all Jurisdiction, powers, and duties which are by this Act conferred upon 
the county court, or the judge thereof; and such jurisdiction, powers, and 
duties shall not be performed by the judge of probate. All cases and 
causes now pending in the juvenile court of Tallapoosa County, and all 
cases of desertion and non-support pending in the probate court, together 
with the records pertaining to such pending cases, are hereby transferred 
to the County Court of Tallapoosa County, and the County Court of Tal- 
lapoosa County shall, immediately uopn the passage and approval of this 
Act or upon its otherwise becoming a law, assume complete jurisdiction 
over all of such pending cases, and shall have the same power and con- 
trol over the same as if they originally had been filed in the County 
Court of Tallapoosa County, and the clerk of this court shall enter on the 
appropriate dockets of this court all cases now pending in the juvenile 
court of Tallapoosa County, and all cases of desertion and non-support 
pending in the probate court. And all judgments heretofore rendered 
by such courts in the cases hereinabove provided shall be the same and 
shall have the same force and effect as if they had been rendered by the 
County Court of Tallapoosa County, and the County Court of Tallapoosa 
County shall have the same power and control over such judgments and 
shall issue executions thereon and all other appropriate processes there- 
on the same and as fully and completely as if such judgments originally 
had been rendered in the County Court of Tallapoosa County; all of such 
executions and other processes issued on such judgements heretofore 
rendered by such courts shall be issued by the clerk of the County Court 
of Tallapoosa County. 


Section 14. If, for any reason, any section, clause, or provision of 
this Act, shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional it shall not 
be held to affect any other section, clause or provision, but the same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


Section 15. All laws and parts of laws, whether local, general, or 
special, in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this Act are here- 
by repealed. 


Section 16. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

for the care of such children, to the state department of public welfare, 
or to any appropriate institution established for the care of delinquent 
children; providing that the transportation expense of children com- 
mitted by the court shall not be borne by the county; providing that 
certain persons must pay for the maintenance of children committed 
by the court, if the court finds such persons able to pay; providing for 
an appeal of such order to pay for the maintenance of a child committed 
by the juvenile court; providing that no child shall be committed to any 
institution as a public charge unless his status shall have been first 
determined by the court; providing for the maintenance of any child 
under the custody of the court at the expense of the county pending its 
disposition by commitment or otherwise, unless its maintenance is 
otherwise provided; and declaring that children adjudged to be dependent, 
neglected, or delinquent shall be wards of the State. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. If, after hearing the case, the judge of the juvenile court 
of Russell County finds any child dependent, neglected, or delinquent and 
shall so adjudge, the judge may commit the child to the home of its 
parents, guardian or persons having control of the home in which said 
child resides, provided that the character or condition of said home, 
parents, guardian or persons in said home is not such as to be injurious 
to the best interests of the child, and may permit such child to remain 
in its home subject to the visitation and supervision of a probation officer 
and to such other conditions as the court may deem for the best interests 
of the such child, and to be returned to the court by such guardian, par- 
ent or probation officer when such return may appear to the judge 
necessary and an order thereof is made by him. Or, the child may be 
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placed by the court in any suitable family home, subject to the visitation 
and supervision of a probation officer and to further orders of the 
court. Or, the court may authorize the boarding out of the child in some 
suitable family home and may arrange by voluntary contribution or 
otherwise for the board and care of the child until suitable provision 
can be made for the placing of such child elsewhere. It is provided, 
however, that whenever a child is authorized by the court to be boarded 
in its own home, or in some suitable family home, expenses for the care, 
support, and maintenance of the child shall not be paid by the county. 
Or, the child may be committed by either temporary or final order of 
the court to any orphanage, institution, association, or agency approved 
by the state department of public welfare for the care of such children 
in the State of Alabama and which is willing to receive such child. 
The court may commit to the state department of public welfare by 
either temporary or final order such children as the state department 
of public welfare is equipped to care for and agrees to receive. The 
court may commit by final order any delinquent child coming within 
its custody and control to any appropriate state institution which is now 
or may hereafter be established to receive and care for delinquent 
children. The court may make such other order or judgment as the 
cour, in its discretion, shall deem to be for the best interests of the 
child. 


No child shall be committed to any orphanage, institution, association, 
or agency, except state institutions or agencies, unless such orphanage, 
institution, association, or agency is approved by the state department 
of public welfare for the care of children of his class. During the pro- 
bation period and during the time when such child shall be in the custody 
of any institution, society, association, or person other than a state 
institution or the state department of public welfare, the child shall be 
subject to the visitation of probation officers or other duly appointed 
agents of the court unless discharged from the care of the court by final 
order. The court may release the child from its custody or control 
subject to be recalled and held in its control and custody on failure to 
comply with the terms and conditions of the order, or may finally dis- 
charge the child. In committing any child to any custodial agency or in 
placing any child under any guardianship other than that of its natural 
guardian, the court shall, as far as practicable, select a custodial agency 
or an individual of the same general religious belief as that of the 
parents of such child, or if there be no parents, as that of the child itself, 
or an institution or association governed by persons of the same general 
religious faith as that of the parents or of such child, unless said 
institution be a state, county or municipal institution. Female children, 
when being transported by order of the court to state institutions for 
delinquents, shall be accompanied by a woman of good character. When 
any child is committed by the court to any home, institution, or person, 
and the parents of such child shall have the means, such parents may be 
required by the court to pay for the support and care of the child such 
sums and at such times as the court may order, or, if the child shall have 
an estate in the hands of a guardian or trustee, such guardian or trustee 
may be required by the court to pay for the support and care of the child 
in the same manner. In case of such order to pay, the court shall desig- 
nate the person, officer, institution or agent to whom such payment 
shall be made. If said person, guardian, or trustee so adjudged and 
ordered to pay such sums for the support and care of the child, willfully, 
and- without just excuse, fails or refuses to make payments in accordance 
with the order of the court, such person, guardian, or trustee so failing or 
refusing to pay may be adjudged in contempt of court. From any 
such order to pay for the support and care of such child, an appeal may be 
taken by the person, guardian or trustee so ordered, as provided by law, 
and upon the taking of such an appeal, said order shall be suspended 
until the determination of said appeal. The expenses of transporting 
a child to an institution, home, or other custodial agency, shall not be 
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borne by Russell County. The policy of the court shall be, as far as 
possible, to exercise its supervisory care by the retention of children in 
their own homes under the supervision of a probation officer. No 
child shall be committed to any home of a race other than its own. 
Every child committed to any home shall be treated in such home as 
a member of the family, and the home receiving such child shall be under 
agreement to rear and educate such child as a member of the family. 
When jurisdiction and custody of any child has been assumed by the 
court; pending disposition of the child by Commitment or otherwise, the 
governing body of Russell County shall, unless support is otherwise 
provided, provide for the reasonable and proper support of the child 
while in the custody of the court. No child shall be committed to any 
institution at the public charge unless his status shall have been first 


determined by the court. 


Section 2. It is hereby declared to be the intent of this Act that if 
any child is found by the court to be dependent, neglected, or delinquent, 
the court shall so adjudicate, and thereafter, unless the finding and 
judgement is annulled on appeal, shall during his or her miniority or so 
much thereof as the court shall consider to be for the best interest of 
the child, for the purpose of this Act, be considered a ward of the State. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 


passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

It shall be a violation of this section to divide 
or otherwise adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less than 
three hundred dollars ($300.00) for the purpose of evading the require- 
ments of this section. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a bulletin 
board in the county court house and sent to prospective suppliers at least 
one week before the final date for submitting bids. Bids shall be opened 
publicly by the purchasing agent at the time and place stated in the in- 
vitations. The purchasing agent shall award the purchase to the lowest 
responsible bidder, or he may reject all bids and renegotiate the purchase 
when the public interest will be served thereby. The purchasing agent 
shall obtain information from the Division of Purchases and Stores of the 
State Department of Finance relative to the items to be purchased by 
competitive bids; and if the state price is less than the lowest bid re- 
ceived, and if the delivery date is reasonable, all bids shall be rejected 
and the purchase shall be negotiated through the State Purchasing Agent.

Sections 4 and 5 of Act No. 674 approved September 19, 
1949, (Acts of Alabama, 1949, page 1036) entitled “An Act to define, 
regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other like busi- 
nesses in Colbert County, Alabama, State of Alabama; and create a Bar- 
bers’ Commission for said county; and to provide a penalty for the vio- 
lation of the provisions hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of said 
Commissions” are amended to read as follows: 


“Section 4. A barber’s college or school, before it shall be issued a 
license by the Barbers’ Commission, must comply with the requirements 
and standards as follows: 


“a. Require as a prerequisite to admission, a diploma or other proof 
of graduation from a grammar school, or satisfactory completion of an 
examination devised or approved by the Commission, showing knowl- 
edge equal to such education. 


“bh. Require as a prerequisite to graduation, satisfactory completion 
of a course of instruction of not less than fifteen hundred (1500) hours, 
to be completed over a period of not less than nine months of continuous 
instruction of not more than eight hours in any one day. 


“ce. Such course of instruction shall include the following, or like 
and equal, subjects: scientific fundamentals of barbering; hygienic 
bacteriology; histology of the hair, skin, muscles, and nerves; structure of 
the head, face, and neck; elementary chemistry relating to sterilization 
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and antiseptics; diseases of the skin and hair; massaging and manipulat- 
ing the muscles of the scalp, face, and neck; and haircutting, shaving, 
and bleaching and dyeing of the hair. 


“In order to receive a license as an apprentice barber an applicant 
must meet the following requirements: 


“a, He must have graduated from a barber’s school or college that 
is approved by the Commission. 

“b. Be seventeen years of age, or older. 

“ce. Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 

“qd. Pass an examination conducted by the Commission to determine 
his fitness to practice as an apprentice barber. 

“e. Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to ap- 
prentice barbers. 


“In order to receive a license as a barber an applicant must meet the 
following requirements: 


“a, He must be a licensed apprentice barber and have practiced as 
such under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber for 
a period of not less than twelve months. 


“b. Be eighteen (18) years of age, or older. 
“ce, Be of good moral character and temperate habits. 


“qd. Pass an examination conducted by the Commission to determine 
his fitness to practice barbering, such examination to include factors to 
determine the applicants.general educational level as well as his knowl- 
edge and skill of barbering. The examination shall be conducted with 
a view of determining whether the applicant has general knowledge 
equal to an elementary school education or its equivalent, whether he 
has a thorough knowledge of the subjects required to be taught in bar- 
ber’s school or college, and in examining him as to his knowledge of 
barbering he shail be taken to a barbers chair in a barber shop where 
barbers licensed under this Act are practicing barbering and given an 
examination that will determine his skill as a barber, by requiring him 
to perform any act or acts of barbering and to name any of the instru- 
ments and their parts which are used in a barber shop. 


“e, Meet all the other requirements of this Act as it applies to a 
barber. 


“A barber’s license shall be isseud without examination by the Com- 
mission to any person who, for two years immediately preceding the 
effective date of this Act, has been continuously engaged in the practice 
of barbering at one or more established places of business in Colbert 
County, provided he shall make application before the expiration of three 
years after the effective date of this Act, which application shall be ac- 
companied by the recommendation of at least two licensed barbers doing 
business in Colbert County, not related to the applicant by blood or 
marriage, certifying that the applicant is of good reputation and quali- 
fied to practice barbering. 


_“A licensed apprentice barber shall not independently practice bar- 
bering, but may do any and all acts constituting the practice of barbering 
under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber. 


“Section 5. Words used in the masculine gender in this Act include 
the feminine gender. 


“Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice barber’s license, 
or for a license to operate a barber shop, barber college or other like busi- 
ness shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared and furnished by 
the Commission. Such application shall be accompanied by the recom- 
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mendation of at least two licensed barbers doing business in Colbert 
County, not related to the applicant by blood or marriage, certifying that 
the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade of 
barbering and recommending that a license be granted him. The appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a doctor’s certificate certifying that the 
applicant has no communicable, contagious, or infectious disease. 


“An applicant for any license provided for under this Act who is 
refused such license shall be so notified in writing, along with the reason 
or reasons therefor, such notice to be personally delivered to the appli- 
cant or sent to his last known address by registered mail. 


“An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an 
examination conducted by the Commission may apply for reexamination 
at any future meeting of the Commission. 


“When an applicant shall pass the examination and meet the other 
requirements provided for in this Act the Commission shall issue a li- 
cense, the form and contents to be prescribed by the Commission, show- 
ing the Seal of the Commission and the signatures of the Commissioners. 
This license shall be publicly displayed in the place of business where 
the licensee works or operates. The Commission shall also issue to each 
license a pocket card on which shall be imprinted the Seal of the Com- 
mission and certifying that the person whose name appears thereon is a 
licensed barber, apprentice barber, or operator of one of the businesses 
named herein. 


“The original and annual renewal fee for each apprentice barber’s 
and barber’s license shall be seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50). The 
original and any subsequent examination fee for apprentice barber or 
barber shall be fifteen dollars ($15.00). The original and annual renewal 
fee for operating a barber college or school shall be two hundred and 
fifty dollars ($250.00). 


“Any licensed barber or apprentice barber who retires from the 
practice of barbering and fails to keep his license renewed, may, for a 
period of two years after the expiration date of his last license, renew 
his license upon payment of a restoration fee of ten dollars ($10.00) in 
addition to the license fee, and by furnishing the proper health certifi- 
cate and meeting the other requirements of this act; provided, that he 
need not take another examination unless more than two years has 
elapsed. 


“Every license shall expire on the thirty-first day of December of 
each year. A licensee whose license has expired, may, within thirty 
(30) days thereafter, have his license renewed upon making a satisfac- 
tory showing to the Commission, supported by his versonal affidavit, 
which, in the opinion of the Commission will excuse the applicant for 
having failed to renew his license within the time required by this Act. 


“The Commission shall issue a new license to each applicant for the 
ensuing year, in the absence of any reason or condition that might war- 
rant the refusal of granting the license, upon the receipt of the written 
request of the applicant, accompanied by the annual fee therefor and the 
proper physicians certificate. 


“The Commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the writ- 
ten complaint of any three persons making out a prima facie case, in- 
vestigate the actions of any licensee, and shall have the power to sus- 
pend or revoke any license issued under the provisions of this Act where 
the licensee has fraudulently obtained his license, or where the licensee 
is guilty of the violation of any state, county, or city statute or ordinance 
pertaining to barbering or the operation of a business affected hereby, 
the violation of any provision of this Act, or the violation of any rule or 
regulation established by the Commission. 
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“The Commission shall, before denying an application for a license, 
or before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for 
hearing, and at least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing notify 
the applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact 
statement of the changes made, and the date and place of hearing. Such 
notice shall be personally delivered to the applicant or licensee or by 
mailing the same by registered mail to the last known address of such 
applicant or licensee. At all hearings the applicant or licensee shall 
have the opportunity to be heard in person or by council or both and 
shall have the right of attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In the 
preparation and conduct of the hearings, the Commission shall have the 
power to require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of wit- 
nesses and the production of papers, and any member of the Commis- 
sion may issue subpoenas, adminisiter oaths, and examine witnesses. 
The fees and mileage shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial 
procedure in the courts of the State in civil cases. In case of disobedience 
to a subpoena, any member of the Commission may invoke the aid of 
any court of compentent jurisdiction in requiring the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production of papers, and such court may 
issue an order requiring the persons to appear before the Commission, 
and give evidence, or produce papers, as the case may be, and any failure 
to obey such order of the court may be punished by the court as a con- 
tempt thereof. Any person so refusing to appear and give testimony 
required by such Commission shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, shall be 
punished as provided by law. If the Commission shall determine that 
any applicant is not qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee is 
guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this Act, a license shall 
not be granted, or the same shall be revoked as the case may require. 
Upon request of the applicant or licensee in writing, the Commission 
shall furnish said party with a definite statement of its findings of facts 
and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant the license or for its sus- 
pension or revocation of same. The findings of the Commission may be 
appealed to the Circuit Court of Colbert County, provided an appeal is 
taken within ten days after such final determination of the Commission. 
Any person desiring to appeal under this section shall file with the Com- 
mission or some member thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to 
the Circuit Court with at least one solvent surety payable to the County 
of Colbert, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, and upon fail- 
ure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed against 
him by the Circuit Court of Colbert County, and any cause so appealed 
shall be tried de novo in said Circuit Court. In any of the aforesaid Com- 
mission hearings or court cases the Commission shall be represented by 
the County or Circuit Solicitor. 


“The Commission shall at least every three months hold an exami- 
nation for the purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants 
to become barbers or apprentice barbers, and shall conduct said examina- 
tion in accordance with the provisions hereof and in accordance with the 
rules and regulations promulgated by said Commission not inconsistent 
with this Act. Said examination to be conducted in the city, town, or 
village where the principal office of the Commission is located.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
pene and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1.a) There shall be awarded each year to persons selected 
by the State Board of Health in consultation with the Dean of the Uni- 
Moar of Alabama Medical College six scholarships for the study of 
medicine. 


b) To be eligible to receive a scholarship under this Act an appli- 
cant must be able to meet the requirements and academic standards for 
admission to the University of Alabama Medical College. 


c) A recipient of a scholarship shall attend the University of Ala- 
bama Medical College. 


d) Preference in the granting of scholarships shall be given to the 
six applicants with the highest weighted scholastic averages in approved 
undergraduate colleges provided they are persons of high integrity and 
no more than two scholarships shall be approved from any one county of 
the State. 


e) If there are not six (6) qualified applicants for scholarships in 
any year, the scholarships not granted in such year shall be carried over 
and added to the scholarships which are offered in succeeding years. 


Section 2. The scholarships shall cover the student’s tuition, books, 
laboratory fees and equipment and other fees and equipment, board, 
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room rent and other necessary expenses of attending medical school. In 
no event, however shall a scholarship amount to more than $1250 in value 
in any one year, nor more than $5000 in value in its entirety. 


Section 3. a) Each recipient of a scholarship under this Act shail 
enter into an agreement with the State Board of Health whereby he 
agrees to practice medicine for five years after the completion of his med- 
ical training in an area or locality in the state designated by the State 
Board of Health, or else to forfeit and become liable immediately to the 
state for the amount granted him under his scholarship. If a recipient 
of a scholarship practices medicine in an area designated by the State 
Board of Health for only a part of five years, he shall forfeit and be liable 
to the state only for such portion of the amount granted him as the State 
Board of Health shall determine. The Attorney General, upon request 
of the State Board of Health, shall institute proceedings in the name of 
the State for the purpose of recovering any amount due to the State under 
this Act from any recipient of a scholarship. 


b) Any incorporated or unincorporated municipality or locality in 
the state having a population of less than 10,000 desiring additional physi- 
cians and wishing to be designated as a locality needing additional physi- 
cians, may apply to the State Board of Health to be placed on a list of 
localities in need of additional physicians, which shall be maintained by 
the Board. Such application may be made either by the municipal gov- 
erning body or by a petition signed by at least one-twentieth of the 
qualified electors of the municipality of locality. If the State Board of 
Health determines that such locality is in need of physicians it shall place 
the locality on the list of localities in need of physicians from which 
recipients of scholarships may upon graduation select an area in which to 
practice. In compiling and maintaining the list the Board may place 
any locality thereon which in its opinion needs additional physicians. 


Section 4. The failure of a recipient of a scholarship to perform his 
agreement with the State Board of Health or to pay the amount he is 
liable for hereunder shall constitute a ground for the revocation of his 
certificate of qualification to practice medicine. The proceedings to have 
such physician’s certificate revoked shall be commenced upon the written 
complaint of the State Board of Health to the State Board of Medical 
Examiners. The proceedings shall be in accordance with the provisions 
of Sections 270 through 289 of Title 46 of the Code of Alabama, 1940, for 
the revocation of certificates for other causes. 


Section 5. The State Board of Health shall have the authority to 
make reasonable rules and regulations, not inconsistent with this Act, 
for the carrying out of the provisions of this Act. 


Section 6. There is hereby appropriated for each fiscal year to the 
State Board of Health out of the Special Educational Trust Fund such 
sum as may be necessary to finance the scholarships provided for by this 
Act. Any sums recovered by the State Board of Health from recipients 
of such scholarships, or paid by such recipients to such Board, shall in 
turn be paid by such Board into the State treasury. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Gentlemen: 


I have given a great deal of thought to the “right-to-work” bill (H. 
222) which passed the House by 67 to 24 and the Senate 23 to 9. 


: Mainly, this bill provides that no person shall be denied the privilege 
of working because he does not belong to a labor union and that no firm 
shall be forced to deduct union dues from the salary of the worker. 


Our labor union friends contend, and rightfully so, that unions have 
helped make possible better working conditions and higher wages. Be- 
cause of this they feel that all employees in a unionized plant should be 
forced to join the union and that union dues be deducted from pay checks 
in what is known as the “check-off” system. Union officials refer to 
those who do not desire to belong to the union as “free riders” because 
such non-members obtain benefits of unions, without helping pay for 
such benefits. 


Along with this same line of reasoning is the fact that our churches 
are the greatest organizations in the world. They have done much for all 
mankind. Yet, no citizen is forced to belong to any church or required to 
pay church dues. 


Unquestionably the American Legion, the VFW and other service 
organizations have done much to provide benefits to the veterans. Yet, it 
is not required of any veteran that he be forced to join any of the service 
organizations or required to pay dues to any of them. 


As a matter of fact, individual labor unions themselves have the right 
to say whether they belong to the AFofL, the CIO or, in the case of others 
such as the railroad organizations and the UMW to remain free and in- 
dependent unions. 


The Alabama Farm Bureau Federation has done much for our farm- 
ers. Yet, no farmer is forced to be a member of the Farm Bureau or to 
pay dues to them unless he so desires. 
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The Alabama Education Association is the organization which repre- 
sents school teachers, and while the AEA has worked to provide for high- 
er wages and safe-guard working conditions for the teachers, those who 
do belong, do so of their own free will. They are not forced to join the 
AEA nor do they have dues deducted from their salary checks. 


The various business organizations, including those representing 
automobile dealers, grocery stores and drug stores in Alabama have un- 
questionably been of much assistance to their members. Yet, no business 
firm or factory is forced to become a member of any organization. 


Many other such examples could be given. It may well be that 
workers in some of our northern states do not object to being required to 
join the labor organization in their plant and have no feeling about being 
forced to have dues deducted from their pay checks. 


However, in the South we have free and independent workers. Many 
wish to join labor organizations and do so. Certainly that is their priv- 
ilege. On the other hand, many do not like the idea of being forced to 
join any labor union as a condition to work. Neither are they agreeable 
to having union dues deducted from their salary checks. 


Those who first settled in our great country did so because they 
wanted to. It has always been a tradition in America that any man 
could do as he pleased so long as he did not violate the laws of our land. 


In my opinion, all of our labor unions will be far stronger and the 
members in them will have a far greater interest and respect in the 
organizations if membership can be shown, to be desirable and they are 
not forced to join. 


Because I believe in free labor and free enterprise I am today signing 
the “right-to-work” bill.

The Congress, whenever two thirds of both houses shall deem it 
necessary, shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or on the 
application of the legislatures of two thirds of the several states shall 
call a convention for proposing amendments; or the legislature of any 
state, whenever two thirds of each house shall deem it necessary, may 
propose amendments to this Constitution by transmitting to the secre- 
tary of state of the United States and to the secretary of state of each 
of the several states a certified copy of the resolution proposing the 
amendment; which, in any case, when ratified by the legislatures of 
three fourths of the several states, shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as part of this Constitution; Provided, that no state, without its 
consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage in the Senate.

To amend Section 12 of Title 25 of the code of Alabama of 1940. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


That Section 12 of Title 25 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 be 
amended so that the said section shall read as follows: 


“Section 12. An authority shall constitute a public body and a 
body corporate and politic exercising public powers, and having all the 
powers necessary or convenient to carry out and effectuate the purposes 
and provisions of this chapter, including the following powers in addition 
to others herein granted; to investigate into living, dwelling and housing 
conditions and into the means and methods of improving such conditions; 
to determine where unsafe, or unsanitary dwelling, public school or hous- 
ing conditions exist; to study and make recommendations concerning 
the plan of any city located within its boundaries in relation to the 
probiem of clearing, replanning and reconstruction of areas in which 
unsafe, or unsanitary dwelling, public school, or housing conditions exist, 
and the providing of dwelling accommodations for persons of low income, 
and to cooperate with any city or regional planning agency; to prepare, 
carry out and operate housing projects; to provide for the construction, 
reconstruction, improvement, alteration or repair of any housing project 
or any part thereof; to take over by purchase, lease or otherwise any - 
housing project undertaken by any government or by any city located 
within its boundaries; to manage as agent of any city located within its 
boundaries any housing project constructed or owned by such city; to 
act as agent for the federal government in connection with the ac- 
quisition, construction, operation or management of a housing project or 
any part thereof; to arrange with any city located within its boundaries 
or with a government for the furnishing, planning, replanning, opening 
or closing of streets, roads, roadways, alleys or other places or facilities 
or for the acquisition by such city, or a government of property, options 
or property rights or for the furnishing of property or services in con- 
nection with a project; to lease or rent any of the dwelling or other ac- 
commodations or any of the lands, buildings, structures or facilities 
embraced in any housing project and to establish and revise the rents or 
charges therefor; to enter upon any building or property in order to 
conduct investigations or to make surveys or soundings, to purchase, lease 
obtain options up, acquire by eminent domain, gift, grant, bequest, devise, 
or otherwise any property real or personal or any interest therein from 
any person, firm, corporation, city or government; to sell, exchange, 
transfer, assign, or pledge any property real or personal or any interest 
therein to any person, firm, corporation, city or government; to own, 
hold, clear and improve property; to pay over to the city in which the 
authority is organized all or any part of the proceeds received from the 
sale of any real or personal property; provided, however, than an authority 
may pay over such proceeds to the City in which it is organized only in 
such manner and to such extent that payment will not violate the terms 
of any then existing contract to which the authority is a party; and 
provided further, than an authority shall have no rower to so pay over 
any part of the proceeds derived from the sale of any real or personal 
property acquired in connection with a re-development project, as that 
term is defined in Act No. 491 adopted at the 1949 Regular Session of the 
Legislature; to insure or provide for the insurance of the property or 
operations of the authority against such risks as the authority may deem 
advisable; to procure insurance or guarantees from a federal government 
of the payment of any debts or parts thereof secured by mortgages made 
or held by the authority on any property included in any housing project; 
to borrow money upon its bonds, notes, warrants, debentures or other 
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evidences of indebtedness and to secure the same by pledges of its reve- 
nues, and (subject to the limitations hereinafter imposed) by mortgages 
upon property held or to be held by it, or in any other manner; in connec- 
tion with any loan, to agree to limitations upon its right to dispose of any 
housing project or part thereof or to undertake additional housing proj- 
ects; in connection with any loan by a government, to agree to limita- 
tions upon the exercise of any powers conferred upon the authority by 
this chapter; to invest any funds held in reserves or sinking funds, or 
any funds not required for immediate disbursement, in property or 
securities in which savings banks may legally invest funds subject to 
their control; to sue and be sued; to have a seal and to alter the same at 
pleasure; to have perpetual succession; to make and execute contracts 
and other instruments necessary or convenient to the exercise of the 
powers of the authority; to make and from time to time amend and repeal 
by-laws, rules and regulations not inconsistent with this chapter, to carry 
into effect the powers and purposes of the authority; to conduct ex- 
aminations and investigations and to hear testimony and take proof 
under oath at public or private hearings on any matter material for its 
information; to issue subpoenas requiring the attendance of witnesses or 
the production of books and papers and to issue commissions for the 
examination of witnesses who are out of the state or unable to attend 
before the authority, or excused from attendance; to make available to 
such agencies, boards or commissions as are charged with the duty of 
abating nuisances or demolishing unsafe or unsanitary structures within 
its territorial limits, its findings and recommendations with regard to 
any building or property where conditions exist which are dangerous to 
the public health, morals, safety or welfare; and to do all things necessary 
or convenient to carry out the powers given in this chapter. Any of the 
investigations or examinations provided for in this chapter may be 
conducted by the authority or by a committee appointed by it, consisting 
of one or more commissioners, or by counsel, or by an officer or em- 
ployee especially authorized by the authority to conduct it. Any com- 
missioner, counsel for the authority, or any person designated by it to 
conduct an investigation or examination shall have power to administer 
oaths, take affidavits and issue subpoenas or commissions. An authority 
may exercise any or all of the powers herein conferred upon it, either 
generally or with respect to any specific housing project or projects, 
through or by an agent or agents which it may designate, including any 
corporation or corporations which are or shall be formed under the laws 
of this state, and for such purposes an authority may cause one or more 
corporations to be formed under the laws of this state or may acquire 
the capital stock of any corporation or corporations. Any corporate 
agent, all of the stock of which shall be owned by the authority or its 
nominee or nominees, may to the extent permitted by law exercise any 
of the powers conferred upon the authority herein. In addition to all 
of the other powers herein conferred upon it, an authority may do all 
things necessary and convenient to carry out the power expressly given 
in this chapter. No provisions with respect to the acquisition, operation 
or disposition of property by other public bodies shall be applicable to 
an authority unless the legislature shall specifically so state.”

Notice is hereby given that at the 1953 regular session of the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will be introduced and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Blount County; creating a court of record, to be known 
as the Law and Equity Court of Blount County; prescribing its jurisdic- 
tion and the practice and procedure to be followed therein, providing for 
the judge thereof and fixing his qualification, term, and compensation, 
prescribing his authority and duties, and providing for other officers of 
the court, and fixing the costs to be collected therein; abolishing the 
Intermediate Court of Blount County and revoking certain powers of 
the probate court and the judge thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Law and Equity Court Created in Lieu of Intermediate 
Court. There is hereby created and established in and for Blount County 
a court of record, to be known as “The Law and Equity Court of Blount 
County“ (hereinafter referred to as “the court”), which shall have and 
exercise the jurisdiction hereinafter prescribed. The court shall be in 
lieu of the Intermediate Court of Blount County, which court is hereby 
abolished. 


Section 2. Jurisdiction. (a) The court shall have and exercise the 
jurisdiction of a justice of the peace in all civil cases, causes, and all 
proceedings and matters of which justices have jurisdiction. In actions 
for the recovery of personal property mortgages, pledged, or otherwise 
aliened to secure the payment of a debt; the amount or sum in contro- 
versy shall be the amount due on the debt. 


(b) The court shall have original jurisdiction concurrently with the 
circuit court of all misdemeanors committed within Blount County, and, 
except as otherwise provided in this Act, the practice and procedure 
governing prosecutions, trials, and judgements in misdemeanor cases 
shall be the same as in county courts. : 


(ec) The court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all cases, causes, 
matters, and proceedings of which juvenile courts have jurisdiction as 
provided in Chapter 7, Title 13, Code of Alabama (1940), or any statute 
amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto, and the practice and pro- 
cedure with reference to such cases, causes, matters, and proceedings shall 
be the same as in juvenile courts established by said Chapter. 


(d) The court shall have the same jurisdiction as a probate court 
in eminent domain proceedings as prescribed in Ttile 19, Code of Alabama 
(1940), and the practice and procedure in such cases, including the right 
of appeal and the conditions and terms thereof, shall be the same as in 
the probate courts. 
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(e) The court shall have original and exclusive jurisdiction of 
lunacy inquisitions provided for in Article 2, Chapter1, Title 21, Code of 
Alabama (1940), as amended, and the practice and procedure in such 
cases shall be the same as in the probate courts. If the jury find by their 
verdict that the facts alleged in the petition are true, and that the person 
proceeded against is of unsound mint, the court shall certify the verdict 
of the jury and the judgement of the court, thereon, to the probate court 
of Blount County for proceedings under the general guardianship laws. 
When an application in writing is made to the court of probate for a 
revocation of the letters of guardianship and of the proceedings against 
one ascertained by a previous inquisition to be of unsound mind, on the 
entry of a contest of such application, the judge of the probate court must 
transfer the contest to this court, and like proceedings must be had as 
upon the original inquisition, and the verdict of the jury and the judge- 
ment of this court then certified to the probate court. 


(f) Upon the institution of a contest involving the validity of a will 
offered for probate, and if no party to the contest, at the time of filing 
his initial pleading, demands in writing a transfer of the contest to the 
circuit court, the probate court, or the judge thereof, must enter an 
order transferring the contest to the court herein established, and must 
certify all papers and documents pertaining to the contest to the court, 
and the cause shall be docketed and a special session of the court shall 
be called for the trial thereof. The issues must be made up as if the 
trial were to be had in the probate court, and the trial shall be had in 
all respects as trials in other civil cases. An appeal to the Supreme 
Court may be taken from the judgement of the court within thirty days 
after the rendition thereof. After a final determination of the contest, the 
court shall certify a transcript of its judgement in such proceedings, to- 
gether with all the papers and documents theretofore certified to it by the 
probate court, back to the probate court, to be recorded as all other 
contested will cases are recorded in the probate courts. 


(g) The court shall have the same jurisdiction of election contests as 
the probate court or the judge thereof now has or may hereafter have 
under the general laws of the State, and the proceedings in such contests 
shall be the same as is now or may hereafter be provided for such pro- 
ceedings in the probate courts. 


(h) The court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all proceedings 
relative to adoptions under Chapter 1, Title 27, Code of Alabama (1940), 
or any statutes amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto, and the 
practice and procedure with reference to such cases, causes, matters and 
proceedings shall be the same as in the probate courts. 


(i) The court shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the circuit 
court in equity of all matters and proceedings relative to the removal of 
the disabilities of non-age under Chapter 3, Sections 13-20, Title 27, Code 
of Alabama (1940). 


Section 3. Officers of the Court. (a) The judge currently serving 
as judge of the Intermediate Court of Blount County shall be the first 
judge of the court hereby created, and shall serve as such judge until 
the expiration of the term for which he was elected judge of the Inter- 
mediate Court. At the general election held in November preceding 
the expiration of the term of office of the first judge of the court a 
judge shall be elected by the qualified electors of Blount County, and 
every four years thereafter, to hold office from the first day of January 
next after his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
The judge shall be a resident and qualified elector of Blount County at the 
time of his election or appointment and during his continuance in office. 
He must be learned in the law. He shall have and exercise all the juris- 
diction, powers and authority and perform all the duties of a justice of 
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the peace. He shall have the same authority to punish contempts as a 
circuit judge and to impose punishment therefor by fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars or imprisonment not exceeding five days, or both. He 
shall have power to hear and determine petitions for writs of habeas 
corpus. He shall receive a salary of Four Hundred dollars per month, 
which shall be paid out of the general fund in the county treasury. 


Any vacancy occurring in the office shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor for the unexpired term; provided, that if the Governor 
fails to make an appointment within ten days after the vacancy occurs, 
the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the governing body of the 
county; provided further, that the governing body of the county shall 
notify the Governor forthwith when a vacancy occurs. 


In the event the judge is unable to discharge the duties of his office 
by reason of sickness, disqualification, or otherwise, the clerk of the 
court shall so certify to the circuit judge, who shall appoint an attorney 
at law as special judge, to serve during the inability or absence of the 
regular judge. The person appointed as special judge shall receive the 
same compensation as the regular judge, to be paid out of the general 
fund of the county. In the event the regular judge is disqualified or is 
unable to serve for more than thirty days in any year, the amount of 
compensation paid to special judges for the time they served in excess of 
thirty days shall be deducted from the compensation due or to become 
due the regular judge. 


(b) The county or deputy circuit solicitor of Blount County shall 
be solicitor for the court and prosecute all criminal or quasi-criminal 
cases commenced therein. For the performance of the duties imposed 
on him by this Act and for the performance of his other regular duties, 
the county or deputy circuit solicitor shall receive a salary of one-hundred 
seventy-five dollars per month, which salary shall be the entire com- 
pensation of such solicitor and be paid at the end of each month out of, and 
be a preferred claim against the general fund of the county. 


(c) The circuit solicitor for the judicial circuit embracing Blount 
County shall have authority to appeal for and represent the State in 
the court in any case in which the State is interested. 


(d) The judge of the court must engage a competent reporter for each 
preliminary hearing and each will or election contest. Such reporter 
shall receive as compensation for such services the fees or allowance 
provided court reporters for similar services in the circuit court, and the 
claim therefor shall be a preferred claim against the general fund of the 
county. 


(e) The clerk of the circuit court of Blount County, shall be, except 
as herein otherwise provided, ex officio clerk of the court. He shall give 
bond, in such penal sum as the governing body of the county may 
prescribe, conditioned as required by law, with such surety as the probate 
Judge may approve. The bond shall be filed in the office of the probate 
judge, and the premium thereon shall be paid out of the general fund 
of the county. The clerk shall issue all civil processes of the court, ap- 
prove bonds in civil cases, keep a docket or dockets, certify appeals, and 
perform all the duties of a clerk of a court of record. For the perform- 
ance of such services in civil cases in which justices of the peace have 
jurisdiction, the clerk shall receive the same fees, commissions, percen- 
tages, and allowances as justice courts. For the performance of such 
services in all other cases the clerk shall receive the same fees, com- 
missions, percentages, and allowances as circuit clerks receive for per- 
forming like services in like cases in circuit court. 


The register of the circuit court of Blount County shall be the clerk 
of the court hereby created in all cases relative to the removal of the 
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disabilities of non-age. For his services in this court he shall receive 
the same fees and compensation that he would receive for like services 
as register in the circuit court in equity. 


(f) The sheriff of Blount County and his deputies and the several 
constables in their respcetive precincts shall be officers of the court 
and shall execute the lawful processes of the court. For the pre- 
formance of such duties, such officers shall receive the same fees, com- 
missions, percentages, or allowances as sheriffs receive for such services in 
like cases in the circuit courts, or probate courts, as the case may be. 


Section 4 Practice and Procedure. (a) The practice and procedure in 
this court with respect to civil cases shall conform to and be governed 
by the laws applicable to practice and procedure in justice of the peace 
courts insofar as applicable and except as otherwise provided in this 
Act. The practice and procedure with respect to equit matters shall 
conform to and be governed by the laws applieable to practice and pro- 
cedure in the circuit courts in equity. All judgments required to be 
signed shall be signed by the judge. Pleadings, when tested as to their 
legal sufficiency, and judgments and the records thereof shall be gov- 
erned by the same laws as pleadings and judgments in the circuit court. 
Every intendment is in favor of the sufficiency and validity of proceed- 
ings in the court when brought in question either directly or collaterally 
in any other court of this State if it appears on the face of the proceed- 
ings that the court had jurisdiction of the subject matter and the parties. 


(b) All cases in the court shall be tried by the judge without the 
intervention of a jury, except when a jury has been demanded in an 
election contest or a will contest, and in inquisition proceedings. When 
juries have been demanded they shall be drawn and summoned in the 
same manner provided for the drawing and summoning of juries in like 
cases in the probate courts. In all other cases the judge shall determine 
both the law and the facts. Any party shall have the right to appeal to 
the circuit court within thirty days from entry of judgment except as 
herein otherwise provided; and on appeal either party may demand a 
trial by jury under the same rules as are provided by law for demand 
of jury trials in cases of appeal from judgments of justices of the peace. 
The trial of appeals in the circuit court shall be de novo and according 
io the same procedure as apply to appeals from judgments of justices of 
the peace. 


Appeals from judgments of the court to the circuit court in cases of 
forcible entry and unlawful detainer shall be taken within the same time 
and in the same manner and upon the same conditions with respect to 
bonds and surety as are applicable to appeals in like cases from justice 
of the peace courts. 


Any party desiring to appeal shall give bond with sureties to be 
approved by the clerk conditioned to pay all costs which may be taxed 
against him in the circuit court. If the judgment appealed from is for 
the payment of money or for the recovery of personal property and 
the party appealing desires to have the judgment superseded, he shall 
give bond with sureties to be approved by the clerk and payable to the 
party or parties in whose favor the judgment was rendered, in such pen- 
alty as the judge may prescribe, conditioned to pay and satisfy such 
judgment and costs as may be awarded and taxed against him on the 
trial of the case in the circuit court. All such bonds shall be filed with 
and approved by the clerk within thirty days from the rendition of the 
judgment from which the appeal is taken. This paragraph shall not 
be applicable to judgments in forcibly entry and unlawful detainer 
cases, 


Appeals in cases for the removal of the disabilities of non-age, will 
contests and election contests shall be directly to the Supreme Court of 
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Alabama, and shall be governed by the laws relative to appeals from 
the circuit courts. 


(c) It shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execution on all 
judgments rendered in said court after five days and within fifteen days 
from the entry thereof and place the same in the hands of the sheriff 
or other officer of the court who shall return such execution within thirty 
days thereafter, said return to show that he has collected said judgment 
and paid the same or the amount collected, or is unable to find property 
of the person against whom said process issued out of which the execu- 
tion can be satisfied in whole or in part. Real property may be levied 
on and sold under any execution issued from the court without motion 
or other proceeding in the circuit court. 


If it shall appear to the clerk that in any case where an execution has 
been returned and unsatisfied as to the cost of said cause and said cost 
can be collected by an alias execution, the clerk may issue such alias 
execution and may direct the sheriff or constable as to what property can 
be levied upon to satisfy said judgment. 


When execution against the defendant is returned “no property 
found” an execution may issue against the plaintiff, in the name of the 
clerk, for all costs created by the plaintiff in obtaining his judgment or 
attempting to collect the same. 


(d) In civil cases at law there shall be taxed and collected as costs, 
in like manner that costs are taxed and collected in justice courts, a 
charge of one dollar. 


The costs so collected shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 


The compensation of witnesses shall be the same as are now or may 
hereafter be allowed for like services in the circuit court in civil cases 


and in the county courts in criminal cases and shall be paid in like man- 
ner. 


(e) The Court shall be open at all times for the transaction of busi- 
ness, and the judge shall by orders spread upon the minutes fix the time 
for holding regular and special sessions thereof. 


The governing body of Blount County shall provide a suitable place in 
the courthouse for the holding of said court and for the transaction of 
its business, and furnish all the books, stationery, papers and other ma- 
terials as are provided for the circuit court or which may be necessary 
for the operation and maintenance of the court. 


Section 5. Fines and Forfeitures. All fines and forfeitures collected 
in criminal cases in the court shall be paid into the general fund of 
Blount County. 


Section 6. Transfer of cases From Intermediate Court. The clerk of 
the Intermediate Court of Blount County, as heretofore constituted, shall 
transfer all cases pending in said court, together with all papers and 
judgment entries pertaining to said cases, to the court herein established 
within ten days after the passage and approval of this Act, and further 
proceedings thereon shall be as if the cases had originated in the 


court hereby established, or as if the judgments had been obtained in this 
court. 


Section 7. Revocation of Certain Powers of the Probate Court. The 
probate court or the probate judge of Blount County shall have no 
power or authority to hear and determine eminent domain proceedings, 
inquisition proceedings, will contests, election contests, matters of pre- 
liminary proceeding or petitions for the writ of habeas corpus. Nor shall 
the probate court or the judge thereof have authority to hear and deter- 
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mine any proceedings relative to adoptions under Chapter 3, Sections 
13-20, Title 27, Code of Alabama (1940); and all such cases pending in 
the probate court or before the judge thereof on the effective date of this 
Act within ten days thereafter shall be transferred to the court hereby 
established, and further proceedings thereon shall be as if the cases had 
originated in the court hereby established. 


Section 8. Repealer. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 


Section 9. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severable. If 
any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declara- 
tion shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 10. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective immedi- 
ately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its other- 
wise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The City of Anniston, Alabama, is hereby authorized 
and empowered, at the discretion of the Board of Commissioners of said 
City to lease, for and in the name of the City of Anniston, for a period 
not exceeding ninety-nine (99) years, the following described property 
situated in said City, to-wit: Beginning at a point at the Southeast Corner 
of the intersection of Tenth Street and Leighton Avenue; thence East 
along the South property line of Tenth Street a distance of 200 feet to a 
point; thence 90 degrees to the right a distance of 200 feet to a point;

Relating to Cullman County: To amend the title and Sections 7-12 
and 13 of Act No. 449, H. 670, approved August 17, 1951 (Acts of 1951, 
page 801), which created the Board of Commissioners and Control of 
Cullman County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The title of Act No. 449, H. 670, approved August 17, 1951 
(Acts of 1951, page 801), is amended to read as follows: 


“An Act to create and establish a Board of Commissioners and Control 
of Cullman County, Alabama, in place of the present Board of Revenue 
and Road and Bridge Commissioner now existing in Cullman County, 
to consist of four members, and a Chairman of said Board, and one 
member to be from each of the four districts of the County; to abolish the 
Board of Revenue of Cullman County; to abolish the Road and Bridge 
Commissioner of Cullman County; to divide said County into four dis- 
tricts and to define the boundaries of each district; to fix the term of 
office, compensation, and duties of each, and to provide for the qualifi- 
cations and election of such members and their successors from each of 
four districts, and the qualification and election of the Chairman, and 
the election of his successor, and to fix his term of office; to provide the 
time and place of holding regular meetings of said Board; to confer 
upon said Board all the authority, jurisdiction and power granted to the 
Board of Revenue established and created by an Act of the Legislature 
of Alabama that became law on September 14, 1939, under Section 125 
of the Constitution, Local Acts 1939, page 244; to confer upon said Chair- 
man and Board respectively all the authority, jurisdiction and power 
granted to the Road and Bridge Commissioner of Cullman County, Ala- 
bama, by Act of the Legislature of Alabama approved February 15, 1939, 
Local Acts of 1939, page 13; to constitute each member of the Board 
District Supervisor for all public roads within his district; to provide that 
the Chairman fix a wage and salary scale for all employees engaged in 
work on the public roads of the County and to require that the same 
be uniform throughout the County; to provide that all supplies, material 
and equipment for the County and offices and officers of the County; 
and the Courthouse and jail, and other buildings, be purchased by the 
Chairman of the Board on order of the Board made at regular meetings 
of the Board on Monday, and when the cost thereof is $100 or more, after 
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posting a purchase notice on the bulletin Board situated by the door of 
his office in the Courthouse requested bids therefor, and requiring the 
Chairman to accept the lowest responsible bid and prescribing the pro- 
cedure to be observed in making purchases and the records thereof to 
be made; to provide that Cullman County shall not be liable in any 
form on account for the price, value, or use of any property not purchased 
as provided for in this Act; to authorize the Chairman to make contracts 
for the purchase of gasoline, fuel oil, motor oil, cylinder oil, tires and 
tubes, machinery and equipment used in connection with the construction 
and maintenance of public roads and bridges in Cullman County, or 
either of them, and provide the manner of making of such contracts; 
to authorize each member of the Board in emergencies and in cases 
where work on the roads within his district would be otherwise unduly 
delayed to purchase for the county needed equipment and materials at 
a cost not to exceed Two Hundred Dollars, and to provide the method 
of making such purchases and to require that all claims against the 
County for the same state the Number of the District for which such 
property was sold, and the number of the purchase order pertaining 
thereto; to authorize each member of the Board, with the approval of 
the Chairman, to have repairs made to machinery and equipment used on 
the public roads within his district and to prescribe the manner in which 
said repair order shall be made for such repairs; to provide for the up- 
keep and repair of the Courthouse and jail and equipment and fixtures 
therein; to provide for the keeping of records by the Chairman and pro- 
vide for clerical and stenographic assistance to the Chairman and to limit 
the cost thereof; to provide for the purchase by the Chairman of 
certain materials and equipment for his office, and provide the hours 
during which his office shall be open; to provide for official bonds to be 
given by the Members and Chairman of the Board to be approved by the 
Probate Judge; to provide a method for filling vacancies in the office of 
members of the Board and Chairman of the Board; to provide that one- 
half of the compensation of the Members and Chairman of the Board 
and stenographic and clerical assistance to the Chairman be paid out of 
the General Fund of the County, and one-half from the road and bridge 
funds of said county; to define what funds shall constitute the Road and 
Bridge Funds of Cullman County, Alabama, and to provide that the 
Chairman shall be the custodian of said fund; to provide that all claims 
against the County in connection with the construction and maintenance 
of public roads and bridges of Cullman County, Alabama, be paid out of 
said fund upon warrants drawn by the Chairman; to prescribe the duties 
and responsibilities of the Members of the Board on the one hand and the 
Chairman of the Board on the other hand, repectively, to establish, 
construction and maintenance of the public roads of Cullman County; 
to repeal all laws in conflict with this Act, and to expressly repeal an 
Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved February 15, 1939, Local 
Acts 1939, page 13, and a Local Act of the Legislature of Alabama, which 
became law September 14, 1939, under Section 125 of the Constitution, 
Local Acts 1939, page 244, and to fix the effective date of this Act and the 
effective date of the repeal of said Local Acts.” 


Section 2. Section 7 of Act No. 449, H. 670, approved August 17, 
1951 (Acts of 1951, page 801), is amended to read as follows: 


Section 7. All purchases of all books, stationery, paper, blanks, 
blank forms, blank books, supplies, appliances, fixtures, furniture, type- 
writers, and all other equipment required by the Probate Judge, Sheriff, 
Register, Clerk of the Circuit Court, County Superintendent of Education, 
Tax Collector, Tax Assessor, the Board of Commissioner and Control, or 
the Chairman, thereof, for their repective offices, and all supplies of any 
kind or description, materials, appliances, equipment, fuel and coal for 
the County Courthouse and J ail and any other building, and any County 
officer, shall be made by the Chairman of the Board upon order of the 
Board made and entered upon the minutes of the Board at a regular 
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meeting of the Board held on Monday, and when the cost thereof is $100 
or more shall be made in the manner hereinafter prescribed. Such order 
of the Board directing the Chairman to make a purchase or purchases 
shall specify the article or articles to be purchased, the number or 
quantify thereof, and shall contain a specification and description thereof 
quantity thereof, and shall contain a specification and description thereof 
sufficient to enable the Chairman to give the notice hereinafter required 
requesting bids for such article or articles. Within two days after such 
order of the Board, that is on or before the Wednesday following, the 
Chairman shall post upon a bulletin board to be situated immediately 
inside or outside his office in the Courthouse, a notice, called a Purchase 
Notice, which shall state that the Board has ordered the purchase of the 
article or articles described in the order of the Board, for delivery at a 
place or places to be specified in said notice, and that sealed bids there- 
for will be received by the Chairman, during the three days immediately 
succeeding, including the Saturday following, unless the Board in its 
order provide that a longer time be specified as the time within which 
bids will be received. All purchases notices shall be numbered consecu- 
tively and shall be made out in duplicate and one copy thereof shall be 
retained by the Chairman in his office as a permanent record and shall 
contain a certificate of the Chairman as to the date of the posting of 
the other copy thereof upon the bulletin board. At the expiration of 
the time fixed for receiving bids, the Chairman shall open the bids, 
and shall accept the lowest responsible bid, and shall issue a purchae 
order signed by him to the successful bidder; provided, however, that 
the Chairman shall have the right to obtain additional sealed bids 
within the time fixed for receiving bids in such manner as he may desire, 
and shall have the right to reject all bids if satisfied that they are 
unreasonable; and provided further that the Chairman shall report his 
action, whenever all bids are rejected to the Board at its next meeting, 
together with the bids rejected and thereupon the Board may either 
accept the lowest responsible bid rejected by the Chairman and order 
him to issue a purchase order in accordance therewith or may direct 
the Chairman to obtain other and further bids in the manner hereinabove 
provided. All purchase orders shall be numbered consecutively and 
shall be made out in triplicate, and shall state the number of the pur- 
chase notice pertaining thereto, and shall contain a description of the 
property to be purchased, the price therefor, the place where delivery 
is to be made, and such other matters as the Chairman prescribes. 
One copy of said purchase order shall be delivered to the seller and one 
copy thereof shall be forwarded by the Chairman to the person who in 
behalf of the County is to receive the property purchased, and the other 
copy shall be retained by the Chairman in his office. The person who is 
to receive the property purchased in behalf of the County shall upon 
receipt thereof, endorse upon the copy of the purchase order forwarded 
to him by the Chairman, upon a form to be prescribed by the Chairman, 
the facts as to whether or not all of the property described in said pur- 
chase order was received by him, and as to the condition in which the 
same was received, and shall deliver said copy to the Chairman within 
five days after the receipt of the property involved. Every claim filed 
against the County for the purchase price or value of any of the goods or 
articles hereinabove specified, shall state the number of the purchase 
order pertaining to said claim.” 


Section 3. Section 12 of Act 449, H. 670, approved August 17, 1951 
(Acts of 1951, page 801) is amended to read as follows: 


Section 12. Each Member of the Board shall have authority in 
emergencies and in cases where work on the roads within his district 
would otherwise be unduly delayed, to purchase such materials and 
equipment as may be needed to properly perform the work on the roads 
within his district without order of the Chairman and without compli- 
ance with the provisions of Section 10 of this act; provided that the

cost of any such materials or equipment purchased shall be reasonable 
and shall not exceed the sum of $100.00 in any instance. Each Member 
of the Board shall likewise have authority to have any road machinery 
or equipment used on the public roads within his district repaired without 
order of the Chairman authorizing the same, provided that the county 
shall not be liable in any event for more than the reasonable cost of any 
such repairs and shall not exceed the sum of $200.00, any agreement 
of any member of the Board to the contrary notwithstanding. Each 
member of the Board making a purchase under the provisions of this 
section shall make out a purchase order in triplicate which shall state 
the property purchased the price therefor, and from whom purchased, 
the number of the road machinery on which the property purchased is 
to be used, and the number of his district, and all such purchase orders 
shall be numbered consecutively, and one copy thereof shall be delivered 
to the seller, one forwarded to the Chairman for filing, and one retained 
by the member of the Board issuing the same, and all claims against the 
county on account of any such purchase shall state the number of the 
district for which such property was purchased and the number of the 
purchase order pertaining thereto and all such claims shall be null 
and void unless such purchase order shall have been duly issued. Any 
Member of the Board causing any road machinery to be repaired shall 
forthwith forward to the Chairman a written report thereof stating the 
property to be repaired, the nature of the repairs to be made and the 
name of the person making the same. 


Section 4. Section 13 of Act 449, H. 670, approved August 17, 1951 
(Acts of 1951, page 801), is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 13. The Chairman, or a member of the Board designated 
by resolution of the Board, shall have charge of the equipment and 
fixtures contained in the Courthouse, Jail and other public buildings 
and offices of the county; and shall have authority to cause repairs to be 
made to said buildings and to the equipment and fixtures therein with- 
out order of the Board, and the County shall be liable for the cost of the 
same, not to exceed, in any event, more than the reasonable value of such 
repairs. Stamps, electricity, water, and telephone service, or any other 
service furnished by a public utility whose rates are regulated by law, 
may be provided for the public offices and buildings of the county by 
the Board without regard to the provision of Section 7 of this Act.”

Lauderdale County is hereby divided into four commis- 
sioners’ districts for the purpose of electing members of the Court of 
County Commissioners, as follows: District 1 shall be composed of Beats 
1, 2,3 and 4; District 2 shall be composed of Beats 5, 6, 7, 8, and 19; 
District 3 shall be composed of Beats 9, 10 and 11; District 4 shall be com- 
posed of Beats 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18. A county commissioner shall 
be nominated and elected by the qualified electors of the entire county 
for each of the districts herein created. Commissioners for Districts 2 and 
4 shall be elected at the general election to be held in 1956, and every 
four years thereafter; commissioners for Districts 1 and 3 shall be elected 
at the general election to be held in 1954, and every four years there- 
after. Each commissioner shall be a resident and qualified elector of the 
district for which he is elected and shall continue to reside therein during 
his continuance in office. 


Section 3. The four associate members of the Board of Revenue of 
Lauderdale County shall serve as county commissioners until their 
successors are elected and qualified as herein provided. The commis- 
sioners elected under the provisions of this Act shall hold office from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding their 
election, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Section 4. The Court of County Commissioners provided for in this

Relating to privilege licenses; levying an additional tax upon sellers 
of malt or brewed beverages who are engaged in that business in Es-

Section 1. This Act shall apply in, and only in, Escambia County, 
Alabama; it does not alter or repeal any statue, but is in addition to and 
cumulative of laws now in effect.

Section 4. Each seller, except a seller who claims and obtains exemp-

Section 5. The license tax imposed by Section 3 shall be paid on or 
before the fifteenth day of each calendar month. The amount due shall 
be based on the sale, distribution, delivery, storage, and taking out of 
storage of malt or brewed beverages during the preceding calendar 
month. 


Section 6. A seller purchasing malt or brewed beverages from any 
other seller who has paid the license tax imposed thereon by Section 3 
is exempt from paying the tax upon his application to the probate judge. 
The application for exemption from the payment of the tax shall be 
made by the seller on or before the fifteenth day of each calendar month. 
The application, verified by the oath of the seller, shall show: 1) the 
name and address of the applicant; 2) each purchase, receipt, or pro- 
curement of malt or brewed beverages made during the calendar month 
next preceding; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, or 
other person from whom purchased, received, or procured; 4) the brand 
of the malt or brewed beverages; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the 
size and kind of containers of each brand; 7) the date or dates on which 
purchased, received, or procured; and 8) the disposition thereof by the 
seller claiming the exemption.

Section 7. It is unlawful for any agent, servant, or employee of any 
seller who is delinquent in the payment of the license tax required by 
this Act to assist or carry on the business of the seller. Each day the 
agent, servant, or employee of a delinquent seller engages in or assists 
in carrying on such business shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 8. (a) Each seller shall keep complete records of all pur- 
chases, sales, receipts, inventories, and all other matters necessary to 
determine the correct amount of license tax for which he is liable. In 
the event a seller discontinues his business, he shall not dispose of his 
records without giving the progate judge and the license inspector thirty 
days’ notice in writing. (b) The seller’s records, books of accounts, bank 
deposit book, and bank statements shall be open, during reasonable hours 
at the place of business of the seller, for inspection and examination by 
the probate judge, or his agent, and the license inspector, or such other 
person as may be designated under any rule or regulation adopted and 
promulgated by the governing body of Escambia County, Alabama. (c) 
In the event the amount of tax due by the seller cannot be accurately 
determined from the seller’s monthly report, or if the seller does not 
keep adequate records, or if he refuses to allow an examination of his 
records, the amount of tax due may be determined from any other infor- 
mation or data available, and the amount of the tax so determined shall 
be assessed against the seller. Notice of such assessment shall be given 
to the seller and a demand made for immediate payment. (d) No person 
shall divulge any information obtained by him in the course of an inspec- 
tion and examination of the records of any seller, except to a person duly 
authorized by the county or municipal governing body, the judge of 
probate, the county attorney, the license inspector, or others connected 
with the administration of this Act, unless he is required to do so by an 
order of a competent court. 


Section 9. The license tax imposed by this Act shall be paid to the 
probate judge, and the proceeds shall be distributed by him as follows: 
Sixty per cent to be prorated among the municipalities within the county 
which were levying a tax on malt or brewed beverages as of July 1, 
1953, upon the basis of their respective populations according to the fed- 
eral census; and forty per cent to be prorated among the city and county 
boards of education for educational purposes on the basis of the previous 
year’s net enrollment of pupils. For such services the probate judge 
shall be entitled to a commission of two and one-half per cent of all 
taxes collected. 


Section 10. The governing body of said county is hereby given the

Section 1. That the boundaries of the City of Montgomery, in the 
County of Montgomery, and State of Alabama, be and the same are here- 
by altered and rearranged so as to include within the corporate limits 
of said city all of that territory lying within the County of Montgomery 
and included in the following boundaries, to-wit: Beginning at a point 
where the south boundary of the plat of Southern Meadows, Section 3, 
as said plat appears of record in Plat Book 10, at page 97, in the Probate 
Office of Montgomery County, Alabama, if extended, intersects the half 
section line running north and south through Section 25, Township 16, 
Range 17, thence south along the half section line running north and

Notice is hereby given that a bill will be introduced in the Legislature 
of Alabama at the present session in form and substance substantially as 
follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the establishment and administration of a Retirement 
System for County Employees in Jefferson County, Alabama, and for 
the payment of benefits to the employees of said County. 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS: In this Act words used in the masculine 
gender shall include the feminine and neuter gender and words used 
in the neuter gender shall include the masculine and feminine gender.s 
The following words, terms, and phrases, wherever used in this Act, 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this Section 
unless the context plainly indicates a contrary meaning. (a) “Retire- 
ment System,” or “The Retirement System,” The Employees’ Retire- 
ment System of Jefferson County. (b) “Board” or “The Board,” the 
Pension Board provided for in this Act to administer the retirement sys- 
tem. (c) “County,” Jefferson County. (d) “Employee,” only those 
persons employed by Jefferson County at a monthly wage or salary 
payable at regular intervals who were members of the retirement system 
as provided under Act #810, 1951 General Acts, page #1411, approved 
September 11, 1951. (e) “Member,” any person who is a member of 
the retirement system ag provided in this act. (f) “Creditable Serviee,” 
service as an employee during which time he shall have made contri- 
butions hereunder and same shall have been matched by the County 
and for which time he has not had a refund of contributions made by 
him; also additionally, service as an employee of the County prior to 
the time a retirement system became operative therein but not in excess 
of twenty years. Also additionally, service as an employee of a Li- 
cense Inspector prior to the time a retirement system became operative 
in the County not exceeding twenty years whether such servcie was 
under the State of Alabama or under the County. The members of the 
retirement system herein created and established shall be entitled to 
creditable service earned and accrued to such member under prior re- 
tirement systems such creditable service having previously been es- 
tablished by the Personnel Director of the Personnel Board of Jefferson 
County. Creditable service shall include also additionally, the time 
of any duly authorized Military Leave of Absence of any member for 
which time the County shall have paid into the fund an amount equal 
to twice the contributions which the employee would have made if he 
had not been absent on such leave and if his wage or salary had continued 
to be the same as he was earning at the time of the commencement of his 
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leave. (g) “Final Average Monthly Compensation,” the average of the 
monthly compensation paid to the employee by the County during the 
last sixty months of creditable service. 


Section 2. Whereas in Jefferson County there formerly existed a 
retirement system for the employees of such county under and by virtue 
of that certain act of the Legislature No. 810, page 1411, General Acts 
of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, entitled “An act to 
provide for the establishment and administration of Retirement Systems 
for county employees in counties having a population of 400,000 or more 
according to the last or any future federal census, and for the payment 
of benefits to employees of such counties,” it is hereby enacted that the 
former members, and only former members, of said system do become 
members of the retirement system hereby created and all funds paid by 
such members into the system as enacted by the Legislature, Act No. 
810, page 1411, General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 
1951, and such funds as were paid into said system by Jefferson County as 
provided in said act, shall be transferred in whole, including earned 
interest and investments, to the Pension Board of the Employees Re- 
tirement System of Jefferson County, Alabama, as herein created and 
established. The Retirement System of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
shall have the powers and privileges of a corporation and shall be known 
as the “Employees Retirement System of Jefferson County,” and by such 
name may sue and be sued, and in such name all of its business shall be 
transacted, all of its funds invested, and all of its cash and securities 
and other property held in trust for the purpose for which received. 


Section 3 (a) “PRESENT EMPLOYEES.” Any person who is an 
employee of Jefferson County and was a member of that retirement 
system created by that certain Act of the Legislature #810, page #1411, 
General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, on the 
date of establishment of this system shall become a member as of such 
date. (b)“REPORT OF COUNTY OFFICIALS.” It shall be the duty 
of the County Personnel Board, the head of each agency of the County 
Government employing persons who are members of that retirement 
system created by that Act of the Legislature, 4810, page #1411, General 
Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, to submit to the 
Board such statements as the Board may require as to the name, title, 
compensation, duties, date of birth and length of service of each such 
person employed by such agency. 


Section 4 (a) “DETERMINING SERVICE CREDITS.” The Board 
shall fix and determine by appropriate rules and regulations how much 
service in any year is equivalent to one year of service but in no case 
shall more than one year of service be creditable for all service in one 
calendar year, nor shall the board allow credit as service for any period 
for more than a half month’s duration during which the employee was 
absent without pay. In all such cases the records of the county personnel 
board, the records of employment of the agency or agencies of the 
county government employing such person shall be deemed, prima facie, 
to speak the truth. The decision of the Board shall be final. 


Section 5. “ADMINISTRATION.” (a) Pension Board”: The general 
administration and responsibility for the proper operation of the re- 
tirement system and for making effective the provisions of this Act are 
hereby vested in a Pension Board which shall be organized immediately 
upon the passage of this Act. (b) “Membership”: The membership of the 
Board shall consist of three members designated respectively as Member 
Number One, Member Number Two and Member Number Three. (1) 
Member Number One: A person to be appointed by the Probate Judge of 
Jefferson County who shall have had more than ten years experience in 
an executive capacity in insurance or actuarial work and who shall be 
chairman of the Board and who shall serve for a term of three years. 
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(a) Member Two: To be appointed by the County Commission of Jeffer- 
son County who shall be a person who shall have had at least ten years 
experience in an executive capacity in investment or banking. The initial 
term of Member Number Two shall expire at the end of two years. Fol- 
lowing the completion of the initial term, the term off Member Number 
Two shall be for three years. (3) Member Number Three: Shall be 
elected at an annual meeting of the members of the retirement system, 
and such election in every instance shall be by secret ballot and under 
the supervision of three members of said system acting as an election 
board, such member shall serve for a term of three years. Provided 
that the members of the Board under the retirement system created by 
certain act of the Legislature, No. 810, page 1411, General Acts of Alabama 
of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, shall be the first members of the 
Pension Board of the herein created retirement system of Jefferson 
County and such members shall serve until their terms would have ex- 
pired under said Act No. 810, page 1411, General Acts of Alabama of 
1951, approved September 11, 1951. (c) “Vacancy—How Filled”: If 
a vacancy occurs in the office of a board member, such a vacancy shall 
be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as the office was 
previously filled. (d) “Quorum; Voting”: Two members of said Board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of all business. Each mem- 
ber shall be entitled to one vote on each question and two votes shall be 
necessary for a decision by the Board. (e) “Rules and Regulations”: 
Subject to the limitations of this Act, the Board shall from time to time 
establish rules and regulations for the administration of the funds created 
by this Act and for the transaction of its business. (f) “Secretary and 
Board Member Expense”: The Secretary of the Board shall be the 
Director of Personnel of Jefferson County or a person in his office 
designated by him; and both he and the members of the Board shall 
serve without pay. Members of the Board and its Secretary shall be 
reimbursed for expenses actually paid or incurred in the discharge of 
their official duties and shall suffer no loss of salary or wages, if the 
county be his or their employer, through service on said Board or as 
Secretary thereof. (g) “Reports”: The Board shall cause a record of all 
its proceedings to be kept by its Secretary which shall be open to public 
inspection. It shall publish an annual report showing the fiscal trans- 
action of the retirement system for the preceding year, the amount of 
the accumulated cash and a description of the securities of the system, 
and the latest balance sheet showing the assets and liabilities of the 
retirement system. The board shall cause an audit to be made of its 
affairs by a certified public accountant at least once each calendar year 
and such auditor’s report shall be publised with the Board’s annual 
report. (h) “Legal Advisor”: The County Attorney shall be the Legal 
Advisor of the Board, but if there be no County Attorney, the Circuit 
Solicitor shall serve as legal advisor to the Board. (i) “Medical Advisor”: 
The Board shall designate some physican not eligible to participate in the 
retirement system as its medical advisor. If required, other physicians 
may be employed to report on special cases. The Medical Advisor shall 
arrange for and pass upon all medical examinations required by the 
retirement system, shall investigate all essential statements and certifi- 
cates by or in behalf of a member in connection with an application for 
disability benefits, and shall report in writing to the Board his conclusions 
and recommendations upon all matters referred to him. He shall receive 
such compensation for his services as the Board shall approve. (j) 
Periodic Valuations”: Within five years after the establishment of the 
retirement system and at least once in each five-year period thereafter, 
and also immediately after each change in the percentages to be con- 
tributed by the employees and County by reason of the increase or de- 
crease in rates to be paid by each as provided in Section 8 (c) of this Act, 
the Board shall cause an actuarial investigation and analysis to be made 
of the assets and liabilities of the retirement system by an actuary who is 
a member of the American Institute of Actuaries or the Actuaries Society 
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of America, and the Board shall require said actuary, taking into account 
the results of said investigation and analysis to certify whether or not the 
rates of benefits established herein or from time to time established by 
the Board are actuarily feasible and adequate in view of the funds avail- 
able, and if he finds said benefits are not feasible or adequate, he shall 
certify what benefits he finds are actuarily feasible and adequate, and 
the Board shall thereupon conform the benefits herein provided to said 
report by horiizontally raising or lowering the schedule of such benefits, 
including benefits to members previously retired under this Act, so 
that said fund shall be kept solvent. Provided that if the actuary certifies 
after said investigation and analysis that the benefits are to be raised 
or lowered by the Board such change in benefits shall apply to those 
who are at that time on retirement. (k) “Annual Meeting”: The mem- 
bers of the retirement system shall meet at least once each year at such 
time and place as the Board shall by its rules and regulations determine. 
Written notice of this meeting shall be given by personally delivering or 
mailing a copy to the member’s place of work or last known place of 
abode. (1) “Oaths of Office’: Each member of the Board and the 
Secretary and Treasurer shall before taking his office, take the oath of 
office required of county officers. 


Section 6. “TREASURER OF FUNDS”: The County Treasurer, or 
officer of the county whose duties are those of treasurer, or custodian 
of the county funds, shall be Treasurer of the retirement system and his 
general bond to the county shall cover all liability for his acts as Treasurer 
of such funds. All monies of said retirement system received by him 
shall be set aside by the Treasurer in a separate fund. He shall pay out 
said funds only on warrants issued by the Pension Board and signed by 
at least two of its members or by one of its members and its Secretary. 


Section 7. “INVESTMENT OF FUNDS”: The Pension Board shall 
invest the funds of the retirement system not currently needed, in bonds 
of the United States Government, or general obligation bonds of the 
State of Alabama, or general obligation bonds or warrants of the county 
or in Federal Savings and Loan Associations, or in other corporations 
having Federal Savings and Loan Associations’ guarantee, but shall not 
invest more than $10,000 in any one such association or corporation. 


Section 8. “METHOD OF FINANCING”: (a) “Salary Deductions”: 
Every member of the retirement system shall pay into the retirement 
fund five and one-half (5%) per cent of his monthly wage or salary 
paid to him by the county, but if such wage or salary exceeds Three 
Hundred Dollars ($300.00) per month, then only five and one-half (5%) 
per cent of the first Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) thereof. The 
county governing body is hereby directed to cause such deductions to 
be made each payroll period to the Treasurer of the retirement system for 
the aggregate amount so deducted from the salaries covered by said 
payrolls. All such payments for salary deductions shall be deposited in 
the retirement fund herein created. (b) “County Contributions”: (1) 
Each payroll period an amount equivalent to that deducted from the 
employees’ salary shall be contributed by the county and shall be paid 
into the retirement fund by the county governing body out of the general 
fund of such county. All of the funds remaining of the contributions 
heretofore paid by the county and the employees to the retirement fund 
under said Act 810, 1951 General Acts, page 1411, approved September 
11, 1951, are hereby required to be paid to the retirement system created 
by this Act immediately after the effective date hereof. Such funds to 
be paid into the system created by this Act shall include all investments 
and earnings of the retirement system created by Act 810, 1951 General 
Acts, page 1411, approved September 11, 1951. The County Commission 
of Jefferson County shall cause to be paid into the retirement fund created 
by this Act the sum of $100,000.00 payable at the rate of $12,500.00 per 
year, the first payment to be on the 15th day of November, 1953, and 
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a like sum each year thereafter on the 15th day of November until the 
said $100,000 is paid in full. (2) If any member, either before or after 
the effective date of this act, shall have left the service of the county 
for the purpose of entering the service of the Armed Forces of the United 
States, and shall have been granted a military leave of absence for such 
purpose under the laws, rules, and regulations governing the employees 
of the county, and shall not have been dishonorably discharged from such 
Armed Forces and shall have been reinstated to the service of the county 
within ninety days after his separation from such Armed Forces, then 
the county shall promptly pay into the fund an amount equal to twice 
the contribution which the employee would have made if he had not 
been absent on such leave and if his wages or salary had continued to be 
the same as he was earning at the time of the commencement of his leave, 
provided, however, that no part of such payment by the county shall be 
refundable to the employee under any provisions herein for the return 
of employee contributions. (c) In the event the percentage of monthly 
wage now deducted from employee’s earnings and remitted by the county 
to the Federal government as Social Security payments be hereafter 
increased then the percentage of any such increase shall be deducted 
from the five and one-half (54%) per cent of employees’ salary deductions 
and county contributions to the retirement fund, and the percentage of 
any such decrease as Social Security payments shall be added to the five 
and one-half (5%) per cent of employees’ salary deductions and county 
contribution to said retirement fund made under provisions of this 
section, it being the purpose and intent of this Act that the total of the 
percentage of deductions from employees’ earnings and that the total of 
the percentage of county contribution for social security benefits and for 
payments into the retirement fund authorized by this Act shall remain 
constant at seven (7) per cent of employees’ wages and seven (7) per 
ieee fe each payroll subject to deduction limitations as provided for in 
a) above. 


Section 9. “RETIREMENT FOR SUPERANNUATION”: (a) “Re- 
quirements”: Whenever any person who is a member of the retirement 
system has made contributions to the system for a period of not less 
than five years and has in addition thereto ten years’ creditable service 
and has attained the age of sixty years, he shall be eligible for retirement 
for superannuation but such retirement shall not be compulsory. Pro- 
vided, however, that any person who became a member of the former 
retirement system created by that Act of the Legislature, No. 810, page 
1411, General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, 
and who has been in the employment of the county for a period of not 
less than five years and has attained the age of sixty years, shall be 
eligible for retirement for superannuation in the event such member 
shall have made the required contributions to the fund for a period 
not less than five years. Any member shall be eligible for retirement for 
superannuation upon the completion of thirty or more years of service; 
provided, however, that if at the time of retirement such member has 
not attained the age of sixty years, the amount of his monthly pension, 
computed in accordance with the appropriate one of the formulas set 
forth in sub-sections (1) and (2) of sub-section (b) hereof, shall be 
reduced in the amount hereinafter provided in sub-section (3) of sub- 
section (b) hereof. Any member who is eligible for retirement, and 
who desires to retire, shall be granted the benefits herein provided for 
upon a written application by himself or, in the event he is mentally or 
physically incapacitated, by someone acting in his behalf, such applica- 
tion to be filed in the office of the Board. (b) “Benefits”: Upon retire- 
ment, if such member is then age sixty or has previously attained his 
sixtieth birthday, or has previously retired under that retirement system 
created by that Act of the Legislature, No. 810, page 1411, General Acts 
of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, he shall receive a 
monthly pension for the remainder of his life to be determined by the 
appropriate one of the following formulas: 
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(1) If such member were an employee of Jefferson County on Janu- 
ary 1, 1940, one-half of one per cent of his monthly rate of compensation 
on January 1, 1940, multiplied by the number of years of his creditable 
service which had accrued on January 1, 1940, as may not exceed twenty 
years; plus one and three-fourths per cent (1%%) of his final average 
monthly compensation multiplied by such number of years, including 
fractional parts thereof, of his creditable service which shall have ac- 
crued subsequent to January 1, 1940, and as may not exceed twenty years; 
plus one per cent (1%) of his final average monthly compensation multi- 
plied by the number of years, including fractional parts thereof, of his 
creditable service in excess of said twenty years. 


(2) If such member became an employee of Jefferson County subse- 
quent to January 1, 1940, one and three-fourths per cent (1%%) of his 
final average monthly compensation multiplied by such number of 
years, including fractional parts thereof of his creditable service as may 
not exceed twenty years, plus one per cent (1%) of his final average 
monthly compensation multiplied by such number of years, including 
fractional parts thereof, of his creditable service as may exceed twenty 
years. No part of any monthly compensation in excess of Three Hundred 
Dollars ($300.00) shall be included in determining the final average 
monthly compensation. In computing the amount of benefits under 
either of the foregoing formulas, the Board may disregard a fractional 
part of a year of creditable service less than one-twelfth. 


(3) If such member shall have completed at least thirty years credit- 
able service prior to retirement but shall not have attained his sixtieth 
birthday on or before his date of retirement, he shall receive a monthly 
pension payable for the remainder of his life to be determined by multi- 
plying the monthly pension determined in accordance with the appropri- 
ate formula set forth in either sub-section (1) or (2) of sub-section (b) 
hereof by the percentage factor shown in the following schedule cor- 
responding to the age of such member on his last birthday preceding the 
date of retirement.

Member on ment Before Age 60 Expressed as a Per- 
Last Birthday centage of the Pension Which Would Have 
Preceding Been Payable at Date of Retirement If the 
Retirement Member Were Then Age 60 


Section 10. “DISABILITY ALLOWANCES”: (a) “Non-Service 
Connected”: Any member who, after having accumulated ten or more 
years of creditable service, shall become so disabled, either mentally or 
physically, for any cause except as hereinafter provided, that in the 
epinion of the Board and the Medical Advisor he is incapacitated for 
further performance of his duties, shall during the continuance of such 
disability be entitled to receive monthly disability benefits to be deter- 
mined by the appropriate formula as provided under Section 9 above, 
such formula to be applied as though the disabled employee were en- 
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titled to retirement for superannuation at the commencement of the dis- 
ability, such benefits to begin sixty days after the commencement of such 
disability except that if he is entitled to sick leave with pay under the 
laws, rules and regulations governing county employees which would 
extend his regular pay to a time beyond the expiration of said sixty-day 
period, such benefits shall not begin until the exhaustion of such sick 
leave with pay. No disability allowance shall be made if a venereal dis- 
ease or the use of intoxicating liquor or liquors or narcotic drug or drugs 
or willful misconduct of the disabled person be the cause or substantially 
contribute to the disability or if the cause of disability be voluntarily 
and willfully brought about by the disabled person. (b) “Service Con- 
nected”: Any member who shall become so disabled that in the opinion 
of the Board and the Medical Advisor he is incapacitated for further 
performance of his duties by reason of personal injury received as a 
result of an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment 
in the service and not due to his intoxication or willful misconduct, shall 
be entitled to receive monthly disability benefits during the continuance 
of such disability to be determined by the appropriate formula as pro- 
vided under Section 9 above, such formula to be applied as through the 
disabled employee were entitled to retirement for superannuation at 
the commencement of the disability; provided, however, that no benefit 
for total disability arising under this sub-section shall be at the rate of 
less than thirty (30) per cent of the member’s salary or wage not in 
excess of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) at the commencement of dis- 
ability. No benefits under this sub-section shall commence to accrue 
until the expiration of all leave with pay to which the disabled employee 
is entitled under the laws, rules and regulations governing county em- 
ployees. (c) “Partial Disability”: In cases of partial disability arising 
under either (a) or (b) of this Section, the Board and the Medical Ad- 
visor shall determine the percentage of disability suffered and the mem- 
ber shall be entitled to that proportion of the amount payable to him if 
totally disabled which his percentage of disability is of total disability. 


Section 11. “TERMINATION OF SERVICE”: “Withdrawal of 
Funds”: Whenever any member of the retirement system, before be- 
coming eligible for retirement for superannuation, shall cease to be a 
county employee for any reason other than death or retirement for dis- 
ability, he shall be paid upon application therefor the full amount of his 
deposits and contributions deducted from his salary without interest less 
one-half of any disability benefits paid to him hereunder. If the Board 
finds that the employment of an employee was terminated by resigna- 
tion or discharge or otherwise as a consequence of his dishonesty in 
handling the monies or property of the county or any department there- 
of, the employee shall not be entitled to any retirement or disability 
benefits under this Act, but he shall upon application therefor be paid 
the full amount of contributions deducted from his salary less any bene- 
fits previously paid him. The amount contributed by the county to match 
the employee’s contributions shall remain in the fund. 


Section 12. “DEATH OF MEMBERS”: Whenever a member of the 
reitrement system shall die without having received in pension payments 
and/or disability benefits an amount equal to the total amount of his 
deposits and accumulated deductions from his salary, the full amount of 
said deposits and accumulated deductions, without interest, less such 
pension payments and/or disability benefits, if any, as may have been 
paid to such member, shall be paid in one lump sum to the beneficiary or 
beneficiaries designated by such member, or, if none, to the surviving 
spouse, or, if none, to the legal representative of such member. 


Section 13. “RE-EXAMINATION OF DISABLED MEMBERS”: The 
Board may require any member retired for disability to submit to a 
medical examination by the Medical Advisor or any other physician ap- 
pointed by the Board. Should any such member refuse to undergo such 
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medical examination, his allowance may be discontinued until he con- 
sents to the examination. If the Board should in any case discontinue 
an allowance to any member by reason of his failure to consent to and 
allow such examination, the said member, although otherwise entitled 
thereto, shall wholly lose such allowance (only the allowance between 
the date of his refusal or failure to alow the examination and the date of 
examination thereafter made) thus discontinued for his failure to con- 
sent to and allow said examination. Should the Medical Advisor or 
physician conducting such examination report to the Board that such 
disability beneficiary is able to resume his usual occupation such mem- 
ber shall be restored to his former position if then there be such position 
in the service of the county, otherwise, he shall be placed upon the ap- 
propriate lay off list of the county, and the Board shall make no addi- 
tional payments for disability to said member on said claim on and after 
the date said member shall have been reemployed by the county or shall 
have failed or refused to accept such reemployment and upon being 
so reemployed he shall immediately resume payroll contributions. Pro- 
vided however the Board shall in no case make additional payments to 
said member on said claim beyond six months from the date the Medical 
Advisor or physician reports to the Board that such disability beneficiary 
is able to resume his usual occupation. 


Section 14. “DONATIONS, ETC.”: The Pension Board is hereby 
autherized and empowered to credit to the fund any monies received in 
the form of donations, gifts, appropriations, bequests or otherwise, or de- 
rived therefrom, and every member of said retirement system who will 
fail to make application for the amount of his accumulated deductions 
within five years after his separtion from the service of the county, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided herein, shall be deemed to have donated the 
same to the fund. 


Section 15. “EMPLOYMENT OF PENSION MEMBERS”: Any 
amount otherwise payable by the retirement system to a retired member 
for any month or part thereof on account of retirement or disability shall 
be reduced by the amount, if any, paid or payable to such beneficiary 
for the same month or part thereof by any Federal Agency or by any 
Agency of the State of Alabama, including any county city, or town in 
the State of Alabama, on account or by reason of employment within 
the State of Alabama of such retired member during such months by 
any such public agency. 


Section 16. “FUNDS EXEMPT”: No assets of the fund whether in 
cash, securities or otherwise, nor any income or yield thereof, shall be 
subject to, or exacted on account of, any tax. No retirement or dis- 
ability allowance or right to return of contributions, or other benefits 
payable under this Act, shall be assignable or be subject to execution, 
levy, attachment, garnishment or other legal process except for obliga- 
tions to the county or to the Board or fund. 


. Section 17. “EXPENSE”: Ali payments of benefits, costs of admin- 
istration and other expenses arising hereunder shall be paid out of the 
fund created hereunder and not otherwise. 


Section 18. It shall be the duty of the Personnel Director of the 
County to keep all records of compensation and service of the members

Section 19. “SEVERABILITY”. If, for any reason, any clause, sen- 
tence, subsection, or section, or provision of this Act, or the application 
thereof, to any person, body, situation, or circumstance is held invalid or 
inoperative, the remainder of the Act and the application thereof to any 
oe person, body, situation or circumstance shall not be affected there-

Section 20. No provision hereof shall be construed to bestow upon 
any member or any other person any vested right to benefits, return of 
contributions or any other valuable interests hereunder. No implied 
contract for benefits shall be held to arise hereunder, either before or 
after retirement.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President: 
The House has passed the following Senate bills: 


S. 452. To propose and provide for the submission of an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama relating to Chambers County, empower- 
ing the governing body of said county to levy and collect, for a period not 
exceeding twelve years, a special ad valorem tax on real and tangible 
personal property only, within said county, the proceeds of such tax to be 
used solely for acquiring, constructing and equipping public school 
buildings within said county, for paying the principal of and interest on 
bonds which may be hereafter issued by said county under the provisions 
of said proposed amendment, and for the redemption of said bonds, and 
providing for a county-wide election to authorize the levy of said tax, 
and providing for the issuance and sale of tax anticipation bonds of said 
county not constituting general obligations of said county.

S. 281. Relating to oil and gas; amending Section 26 of the Act ap- 
proved May 22, 1945, entitled “An Act To conserve natural resources of

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall apply to, and have application in, Tus- 
caloosa County only. 


Section 2. Definitions. The following words, phrases and terms 
wherever used in this act, shall have the following respective meanings: 


The words “the county” mean Tuscaloosa County in the State of 
Alabama. 


The words “The Alabama Beverage Control Act” and the words “The 
Alabama Beverage Control Law” each mean Chapter I of Title 29 of the 
1940 Code of Alabama as heretofore amended. 


The words “established place of business” mean the principal place of 
business at which such business is conducted or carried on. 


The words “county attorney” mean any attorney or attorneys em- 
ployed by the Probate Judge in connection with the enforcement or 
administration of this act. 


The words “the Probate Judge” mean the Probate Judge of Tus- 
caloosa County. 


The words “license inspector” mean the License Inspector of Tus- 
caloosa County. 


The word “beverages” mean “malt or brewed beverages” as such 
term is defined in the Alcoholic Beverage Control Law. 


The word “person” means and includes every natural person, firm, 
corporation, club, partnership, company, trustee, agency, or association, 
or any agent, servant, employee, or officer thereof singular or plural. 


The word “distributor” and the word “seller” each shall mean and 
include any person as the word “person” is herein defined, who is 
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engaged within the County in the business of selling, distributing, de- 
livering, storing, or withdrawing from storage, or taking out out of 
storage, malt or brewed beverages, as the word “malt or brewed bev- 
erages” are herein defined; provided, however, the words “distributor” 
and “seller” shall not mean and include the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board nor any of the members, officers or employees thereof 
while engaged in the performance of their duties under the Alabama 
Beverage Control Law, nor any liquor store or warehouse established, 
operated and maintained by the said Alabama Alocohlic Beverage Con- 
trol Board under ‘said law. 


All words and phrases which are not hereinabove specifically defined, 
and which are defined in the Alabama Beverage Control Law, shall, 
unless the context hereof plainly shows a different meaning, be given 
the meaning ascribed to them in said Alabama Beverage Control Law. 
For such purpose, Section 1 of Title 29 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, 
except insofar as said section may be in conflict with the definitions 
herein prescribed, is hereby adopted and made a part of this act as 
effectually as if herein set out in full. 


Section 3. (a) Every distributor or seller of malt or brewed bever- 
ages shall, in addition to all other taxes and licenses now imposed by law, 
pay a license tax to the county, and a license tax is hereby fixed and 
created which shall be a sum and amount equal to two and one-half 
(2%) cents on each twelve (12) fluid ounces or fractional part thereof 
of malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed, delivered, stored, or with- 
drawn from storage, or taken out of storage within the county; provided, 
however, that where the additional license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid to Tuscaloosa County by a distributor or seller 
of malt or brewed beverages, such payment shall be sufficient, the 
intent being that such license tax hereby required to be paid shall be paid 
but once on the same identical beverage; provided further, however, that 
any distributor or seller, in order to be exempt under this provision, shall

on or before the 15th day of each and every month thereafter, file with 
the probate judge of the county in duplicate on forms prescribed by him, 
a written statement sworn to and subscribed by such distributor or 
seller, showing the name and address of such distributor or seller, each 
and every purchase, receipt or procurement of malt or brewed beverages 
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made by such distributor or seller during the calendar month next pre- 
ceding, together with the name and address of the distributor, seller, or 
other person from-whom purchased, the quantity of each brand of such 
malt or brewed beverages, the size and kind of containers of each grand 
of such malt or brewed beverages, the date or dates on which purchased, 
received, or procured; and which also shall contain a detailed, itemized 
statement showing the name and address of each and every distributor 
or seller, or other person, to whom any malt or brewed beverages are 
sold, distributed or delivered by such distributor or seller, together with 
the quantity of each brand of malt or brewed beverage, sold, distributed 
or delivered to each, the size and kind of containers of each brand of 
such malt or brewed beverages, and the date or dates on which sold, 
distributed or delivered; and any distributor or seller failing, refusing 
or omitting to file such statement as herein prescribed shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and each day that such default continues shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. (d) The license herein fixed and levied in sub- 
section (a) of this section shall and must be paid by each person against 
whom the same is levied, or who is liable or subject to such license under 
the provisions hereof, on or before the 15th day of each calendar month. 
at the time of filing the statement required by subsection (c) of this 
section, which license shall be based on the sale, distribution, delivery, 
storage and taking out of storage, of malt or brewed beverages, during 
the calendar month next preceding; and any person failing, refusing, 
or omitting to pay such license within the time herein prescribed shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and each day such default continues shall 
constitute a separate offense, and in addition to the other penalties herein 
provided for, there shall be added to such license tax a penalty of fifteen 
percentum (15%) of the amount thereof for such delinquency, said 
penalty to be paid to the License Inspector. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor 
for any disributor, or sellor, or any person having no place of business 
within the county to make any sale, distribution, or delivery of malt or 
brewed beverages within the county without first having obtained a 
permit to do so from the probate judge of the county; and such person, 
distributor, or seller shall be liable for and subject to the license tax fixed 
and levied in Section 3 of this act; provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained in this section or in any other part of this act shall authorize any 
sale, distribution, or delivery of malt or brewed beverages within the 
county if such sale, distribution or delivery is prohibited by any other law 
of this state. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor 
for any distributor or seller to engage or to continue in business as such 
distributor or seller at any time when he is in default in the payment 
of the license tax required to be paid by this act; and each day during 
which a distributor or seller, then in default of said license tax, shall 
engage in such business shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 6. None of the provisions of this act shall apply to acts or 
transactions which constitute interstate commerce, nor shall any provision 
hereof apply to United States or other Government business. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any person to act as agent, 
servant or employee for any distributor or seller who is delinquent in 
the payment of the license tax required by this act to be paid, in engaging 
in or assisting in carrying on the business for wihch the distributor or 
seller is required to pay such license tax, and each day such agent, servant, 
or employee shall engage in or assist in carrying on such business shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


Section 8. (a) It shall be the duty of each and every person subject 
to the license tax imposed by this act to keep at all times at his estab- 
lished place of business full and complete records of all purchases, sales,

receipts, inventories and of all other matters from which the correct 
amount of license tax to which such person is subject may be ascertained; 
and in the event that such person shall discontinue his business, he 
shall not destroy or dispose of such records until he shall have given the 
probate judge and the license inspector of the county thirty (30) days 
notice in writing of his intent to destroy or dispose of such records. 
The failure of such person to keep such records at his established place of 
business, or his destruction or disposition of such records without giving 
such notice, shall constitute a misdemeanor. (b) Upon demand by the 
probate judge or his authorized deputy, auditor, or representative, or by 
the license inspector of the county, it shall be the duty of any such person 
subject to the license tax imposed by this act to furnish such demanding 
person, without delay, all such information as may be required for 
determination of the correct amount of license tax to which such person 
is subject and to that end it shall be the duty of such person to submit 
to such demanding person, for inspection and examination, during rea- 
sonable hours, at such person’s place of business within the county, all 
books of accounts, invoices, papers, reports memoranda containing entries 
showing the amount of purchases, sales, receipts, inventories, and any 
other information from which the correct amount of license tax to which 
such person is subject may be determined, including exhibition of bank 
deposit books and bank statements; and any person failing or refusing 
to submit any of such records for such inspection and examination upon 
such demand, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. (c) If any person sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act does not have in such person’s control 
or possession, within the county, true and intelligible books of accounts, 
invoices, papers, reports or memoranda correctly showing the data and 
information necessary for determination of the correct amount of the 
license tax due, or if, having in such person’s possession or under such 
person’s control such books, invoices, papers, reports or memoranda, 
such person shall fail or refuse to submit or exhibit the same for in- 
spection and examination as herein required, then, in either event, it 
shall be the duty of the license inspector of the county to ascertain, from 
such information and data as he may reasonably obtain, the correct 
amount of license tax due from such person, and to assess the same against 
such person and to give such person notice of said assessment and to 
demand of such person immediate payment of the amount of such license 
tax. If the amount of the license tax so ascertained and demanded is 
not paid within ten (10) days after receipt of notice of the assessment 
and demand for payment thereof, then, so long as said amount remains 
unpaid, it shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor for the 
person to engage in business as a distributor or seller, and each day’s 
engagement in such business shall constitute a separate offense. (d) 
It shall be unlawful for any person connected with the administration 
of this act to divulge any information obtained by him in the course of 
the inspection and examination of the books, invoices, reports, papers, 
or-memoranda of the license taxpayer made pursuant to the provisions 
hereof, except to a person thereunto duly authorized by the governing 
body of a municipality of the county or to the judge of probate, the 
county attorney, the license inspector or others connected with the ad- 
ministration of this act, or unless required under proceedings or orders 
of any competent court. (e) Every person before engaging in the 
business of a wholesale distributor of malt or brewed beverages in the 
county shall file with the Probate Judge a bond in the approximate sum 
of twice the average monthly tax estimated by the probate judge and 
approved by the license inspector which will be due by the applicant. 
The bond shall be in such form and amount as may be approved by the 
probate judge, shall be executed by a surety company licensed and duly 
authorized to do business in Alabama, and doing business by agent in 
the County, shall be payable to the county subject to the provisions of 
this act, and be conditioned upon the prompt filing of true reports, and 
the payment by the applicant to the Probate Judge of the license tax 
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herein fixed, provided, and levied on the sale, distribution or with- 
drawal from storage of malt or brewed beverages on which a tax is 
herein imposed, together with all penalties and interest thereon, and 
generally upon faithful compliance with the provisions of this act. Upon 
the filing of such application and bond and approval of the latter by the 
probate judge, the probate judge shall issue a permit to applicant to 
engage in such business so long as applicant may not be in default in 
compliance with the provisions of this act. It shall be unlawful and 
constitute a misdemeanor for any person to engage in the business of a 
wholesale distributor of malt or brewed beverages in the county without 
first having filed the bond and secured the permit as required herein, 
or after such permit has been lawfully revoked. (f) In the event the 
liability upon any bond filed under the provisions of this act shall be 
discharged or reduced, whether by judgment rendered, payment made, 
or otherwise, or if in the opinion of the probate judge any surety on the 
bond, theretofore given becomes unsatisfactory or unacceptable, then 
the probate judge may require the filing of a new or additional bond 
conditioned as hereinabove provided and in the event of the failure of 
any distributor, within ten (10) days of written notice to it by the pro- 
bate judge, to file such new or additional bond, the probate judge shall re- 
voke the permit issued to such person. (g) If upon a hearing had before 
the probate judge after five (5) days written notice to any distributor, 
the probate judge shall decide that the amount of any existing bond filed 
by any distributor is insufficient, the probate judge may order such dis- 
tributor to file within ten(10) days after written notice by the probate 
judge to such distributor, a new or additional bond in such amount as 
the probate judge upon said hearing may find reasonably necessary to 
insure payment of all amouts due or to become due the county, conditioned 
as hereinabove provided, and, if such new or additional bond is not 
filed within ten (10) days after such notice from the probate judge, the 
probate judge may revoke the permit already issued to such distributor 
and the probate judge shall immediately notify the license inspector. 
(h) The probate judge may reduce the amount of any bond upon written 
application of any distributor if satisfied that a bond in a reduced amount 
will insure payment of all amounts due, or to become due under this 
act, to the county, but in no event shall he reduce such bond to an 
amount less than double the amount of the tax liability of the principal 
for the preceding month. (i) Any surety on any bond furnished by any 
distributor, as above provided, shall be released and discharged from any 
and all liability to the county accruing on such bond after the expiration 
of sixty days from the date upon which surety shall have filed with the 
probate judge written request to be released and discharged, provided, 
however, that such request shall not operate to relieve, release or dis- 
charge such surety from any liability already accrued, or which shall 
accrue before the expiration of said sixty (60) day period. The probate 
judge shall promptly upon receipt of notice of such request notify the 
distributor who furnished such bond of the request of the surety on said 
bond, and unless such distributor shall, on or before the expiration of 
such sixty (60) day period, file with the probate judge a new bond in 
the amount and form hereinbefore in this section provided, the probate 
judge shall forthwith cancel the permit of said distributor. 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor 
for any person knowingly or wilfully to make or exhibit any false written 
affidavit, certificate or statement as to the amount of stock on hand or 
volume of gross receipts, revenues or business done, or as to any other 
fact pertinent to the enforcement or administration of this act, and to 
file such affidavit or statement with or exhibit the same to the probate 
judge, the license inspector, or any person employed by the county or by 
the probate judge in or about the enforcement or administration of this 
act for the purpose of defrauding the county or with the intent to avoid 
the payment of the license tax or any part thereof required to be pad 
by this act, or with the effect of avoiding such payment. 
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Section 10. The license tax required to be paid by this act shall 
be paid to the probate judge of the county, and shall by him be distri- 
buted as follows: one percent (1%) of said net tax collected first shall 
be paid to the probate judge as compensation for performing the duties 
as herein prescribed for the collection and distribution of said tax; 
one percent (1%) of said net tax shall then be paid to the license in- 
spector for the enforcement of the provisions of this act. The remainder 
of said tax, after first deducting the two percent (2%) as above provided, 
shall be distributed as follows: Fifty percent (50%) shall be paid into 
the general fund of the county; forty-five and one-fourth percent (45.25%) 
shall be paid to the general fund of the City of Tuscaloosa; four and three- 
fourths percent (4.75%) shall be paid to the general fund of the City 
of Northport. The tax collected each month shall be distributed by the 
probate judge on or before the 15th day of the month next succeeding 
that in which it is collected. 


Section 11. It shall be unlawful and constitute a misdemeanor for 
any person who is not qualified as a seller or distributor under the 
provisions of this act to deliver or bring into the county any malt or 
brewed beverages on which the tax as herein levied has not been paid. 


The license inspector, agents of the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board of the State of Alabama, any peace officer of the County or of 
the State, or of the City of Tuscaloosa, or the City of Northport, shall 
have authority to seize without a warrant any and all malt or brewed 
beverages and the containers thereof, on which the tax herein levied 
has not been paid, which is stored, delivered, or being transported, or 
had in possession in the county by anyone other than a qualified dis- 
tributor, and also to seize any conveyance in or on which such non-paid 
tax beverages are being or have been transported; Provided any person 
may bring into the county from another county where beverages may be 
lawfully sold a quantity of beverages not to exceed two cases, such cases 
containing not more than twenty-four bottles or cans of twelve fluid 
cue oe on any one day for his own personal use or consumption and 
not for sale. 


In all cases of seizure of any such beverages or such conveyance made 
subject to seizure under the provisions of this act, the procedure for the 
condemnation thereof shall be as follows: (a) the officer making such 
seizure shall cause a list containing a particular description of such 
beverages and other property seized to be prepared in duplicate and 
appraisement thereof to be made by three (3) sworn appraisers to be 
selected by him, who shall be respectable and disinterested citizens of 
the county. Said list and appraisement shall be properly attested by 
said officer or other person making such seizure and by said appraisers, 
for which service of each of said appraisers shall be allowed the sum 
of One Dollar ($1.00) per day not exceeding two (2) days, to be paid by 
the Probate Judge out of any revenues received by him under this act. 
Said list and appraisement shall be promptly filed with the Probate 
Judge. (b) upon receipt by the probate judge of said list of seized goods 
and property, he shall cause a notice in writing to be posted for ten days 
at three public places in the county, one of which places shall be at the 
county courthouse, describing the goods and property seized and stating 
the time and place and cause of their seizure and stating that any person 
claiming them or any interest in them may apepar before him and make 
such claim in writing, duly verified by affidavit within fifteen (15) 
days from the date of the first posting of said notice. (c) If no one files 
such claim with the Probate Judge as hereinabove provided within 
fifteen (15) days from the time of the first posting of such notices, 
the probate judge shall cause said malt or brewed beverages and said 
property to be sold, at public auction, to the highest bidder for cash 
by the License Inspector or by the Sheriff as he may direct. Notice 
of the time and place of such sale shall be given for not less than three (3) 
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days prior thereto by the officer making the sale by posting written notice 
at the County Courthouse. 


If any person appear and file with the Probate Judge such varified 
claim to such goods or property, the probate judge shall promptly cause 
a bill in equity in the Circuit Court of the county to be filed in the name 
of the county praying that such seized beverages and other property 
be forfeited to the county and sold. Any person in whose possession 
said beverages or other property may be found, or who shall claim to 
own the same, or any interest therein, shall be made a party respondent 
to said bill, and thereupon such matter shall proceed and be determined in 
equity in the Circuit Court of the county in the same manner and form 
as near as may be as in the case for the forfeiture and destruction of con- 
traband liquors except as herein otherwise provided. If the malt or 
brewed beverages are condemned and forfeited as being in violation of 
the terms of this act, the court shall direct in its decree that the malt 
or brewed beverages shall be forfeited and delivered to the sheriff of 
the county and sold by him at public auction to the highest bidder for 
cash after not less than three days notice of the time and place of such 
sale by posting a notice at the east entrance of the courthouse of the 
county or on any bulletin board at said courthouse. The proceeds from 
such sale shall be paid by the sheriff to the Probate Judge who shall 
distribute such proceeds received by him from the sheriff in the same 
manner as other monies are distributed by the Probate Judge as pro- 
vided in this act. 


From any decree or judgment of the Circuit Court in equity con- 
demning such malt or brewed beverages, any party or parties aggrieved 
thereby may appeal to the Court of Appeals of Alabama within fifteen 
(15) days from the date of such decree or judgment upon giving security 
for cost of such appeal; and from any judgment or decree of the Circuit 
Court in Equity denying the condemnation and seizure of any such malt 
or brewed beverages, the county may likewise appeal within fifteen 
(15) days without the giving of any bond. When any person, firm, 
corporation, or association, or the county, appeals, the malt or brewed 
beverages involved shall remain in the custody of the sheriff until a 
final determination of the cause on appeal; provided that at any time after 
the filing of such proceedings in the Circuit Court in Equity any person 
claiming the said beverages or property who is a party respondent in said 
proceedings may execute and file with the Register of the Circuit Court 
a bond to the County in such form and with such sureties as may be 
approved by the Regiser in the penal sum equal to double the value of said 
beverages and property so seized, (but in no case shall said bond be 
less than Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00), such bond and the sureties 
to be approved by the Register of the Circuit Court of the county, con- 
ditioned that in the case of condemnation of the beverages and property 
so seized, the obligors shall pay to the county the full appraised value 
thereof and all costs and expenses of the proceedings to obtain such 
condemnations, including a reasonable attorney’s fee. Upon the filing 
of the bond aforesaid, the beverages and property shall be delivered 
to the claimant pending the outcome of said case. Upon any decree of 
condemnation or seizure, the court shall direct that the costs of the 
proceedings be paid by the person in whose possession said malt or 
brewed beverages were found, or by any person or parties who claim 
to own the same or any interest therein, and who contest its condemnation 
and seizure. Provided, however, that any wholesaler or distributor of 
malt or brewed beverages qualified under the provisions of this act, who 
sells or delivers malt or brewed beverages to some county other than 
Tuscaloosa County, may claim such beer delivered to the other county 
exempt from the tax as levied herein, if such wholesaler or distributor 
files a report with the probate judge and license inspector setting out 
the amount of malt or brewed beverages delivered in the other county, 
to whom such malt or brewed beverages were delivered, and furnishes 
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a statement from the tax collecting authority in such other county that the 
tax was paid on such malt or brewed beverages, if there be a tax in the 
other county. Such form and statement shall be sworn to before a 
notary public or other person authorized to administer oaths. 


If it shall be made to appear to the probate judge that the value 
of any goods and articles seized under the provisions of this act is less 
than Fifty dollars ($50.00), the probate judge may proceed to determine 
whether such goods and articles are subject to seizure and sale under 
this act after giving the claimant therefor not less than three days written 
notice of the time and place of hearing thereon. If on such hearing, 
the probate judge shall determine that such goods and articles are sub- 
ject to forfeiture and sale, he shall cause the sale thereof to be made 
as is provided for the sale of such goods and articles where the value 
thereof is $50.00 or more. If the probate judge, on such hearing, should 
determine that such goods and articles are not subject to sale, they shall 
be delivered to the claimant. To the decision or judgment of the pro- 
bate judge condemning such goods and articles, the claimant may 
reserve an objection or exception, in which event the Probate Judge 
shall cause a bill in equity praying for the condemnation and sale of 
such goods and articles to be filed in the Circuit Court in Equity as in 
cases where the value of such goods and articles is $50.00 or more. 


Section 12. It shall be the duty of the probate judge to receive 
the license tax herein levied and to make distribution as herein pro- 
vided. It shall be the duty of the license inspector to enforce the provi- 
sions of this act and to check the books, records, and papers herein 
authorized to be checked, of any such person subject to the license tax 
imposed by this act, and to furnish the necessary report forms to the 
person subject to the license tax imposed by this act, on which to make 
his monthly report to the probate judge and license inspector, the ex- 
pense of furnishing said forms to be paid for out of the revenue collected 
under this act. 


Section 13. In connection with the administration and enforce- 
ment of this act, the probate judge is authorized to pay out of the 
revenues collected hereunder and before any distribution thereof, such 
reasonable compensation to attorneys as he may consider necessary to 
employ and also to pay all such court costs for which he, or the county, 
may become liable. 


Section 14. If any clause, sentence, section, subsection or provision 
of this act, or the application thereof to any person or circumstance, 
shall be invalid, and shall be held so to be by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, any such invalidity shall not affect the remainder of the 
act that is not in and of itself invalid; it being the intent of the legisla- 
ture that each such clause, sentence, section, subsection or provision 
of this act, or the application thereof to any person or circumstance, 
that is not in and of itself invalid shall remain in effect despite the in- 
validity of any other clause, sentence, section, sub-section, or provision. 


Section 15. There are hereby repealed all existing ordinances of all 
municipalities within the county whereby, and to the extent that, the 
same levy license taxes upon, or for, the right or privilege of selling, 
delivering, distributing, storing, handling, or otherwise dealing in or 
with malt or brewed beverages, but nothing herein contained shall 
have the effect or be construed to evidence an intent, to abridge or 
impair the power of the governing body of any such municipality to 
reenact any ordinance hereby repealed or to enact any new or different 
ordinance whereby license taxes may be levied upon, or for, the right 
or privilege of selling, delivering, distributing, storing, or otherwise 
dealing in or with, such beverages, but every governing body shall retain 
such power to the full extent now or hereafter conferred upon it by 
any statute of Alabama, unimpaired by anything contained in this act. 
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Provided: This section shall not affect any right, remedy, or defense of 
any person or of any municipality in the county, existing prior to the 
effective date of this act, nor any prosecution commenced, or which shall 
hereafter be commenced, for any offense committed in violation of any 
such ordinances prior to the effective date of this act. As to all such 
cases and for all such purposes and as to all taxes and penalties due 
any of said municipalities thereunder which became due prior to the 
efffective date of this act, such ordinances which are in effect on the 
effective date of this act shall continue in full force and effect until 
repealed by the respective municipalities. 


Section 16. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act 
shall on conviction be fined not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
to which may be added, in the discretion of the judge of the court 
trying the case, confinement in the County Jail or to hard labor for the 
county for a period not exceeding six (6) months. Each day’s violation 
of this act shall constitute a separate offense.

Highway; thence following the Attalla-Boaz Highway in a Southerly and 
southeasterly direction to a point where said Attalla~Boaz Highway inter- 
sects the boundary line of the City of Attalla; thence in a Southerly and 
Southwesterly direction following the boundary line of all that portion 
of the city limits of Attalla, lying southwest of said Attalla-Boaz Highway

Section 8: Purchases for the County. The Board shall on all pur- 
chases for the county in excess of $150.00, and for not more than $1,000.00 
receive publicly, competitive bids therefor after due notice, by posting 
at the courthouse door for at least five days prior thereto of the proposed 
purchase and a brief specification thereof. For all purchases in excess of 
$1,000.00, like advertisements shall be given at least one time in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the county. The provisions in this section 
contained shall not apply if purchases are made through any legally 
constituted state purchasing agency by whatever name or designation 
the same may be known. 


Section 9: Public meetings. The Board shall hold at least one 
public meeting weekly, at a regularly designated time which shall not 
be changed by the Board on less than two weeks’ notice; and the Board 
shall keep complete and accurate written minutes of all meetings, business 
transacted and resolutions, and there shall be recorded therein the vote 
of each individual member and at each said meeting the minutes of the 
previous meeting shall be read and all such minutes shall be open to 
public inspection at reasonable times. 


Section 10: Salaries. The salary of the President of the Board 
shall be $6,500.00, per annum, and the salaries of each Associate Member 
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shall be $6,000.00 per annum, all payable in equal monthly installments on 
the last day of each month out of the funds of the County. Neither the 
President nor the Associate Members of the Board shall be entitled to 
any ex-officio fees or charges or additional compensation. The compensa- 
tion provided in this section shall constitute the full and complete com- 
pensation which the President and Associate Members of the Board shall 
be entitled to receive for their services. 


Section 11: Local Acts Repealed. All local acts pertaining to the 
organization, duties and jurisdiction of the Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County are hereby repealed, but the Act to establish a county depository 
in lieu of a county treasurer for Etowah County passed and approved on 
June 3, 1935; 1935 Local Acts page 34, is not repealed and is continued 
in effect and full force.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to the jurisdiction and powers already possess- 
ed, the County Court of Tallapoosa County shall have civil jurisdiction 
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in all civil matters of which justices of the peace have jurisdiction under 
the general laws of the State, and in which the amount involved does 
not exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00), concurrently with the several 
justices of the peace of Tallapoosa County; including all actions of 
forcible entry, unlawful detainer and actions in the nature of unlawful 
detainer; and in addition thereto, the court shall have jurisdiction, con- 
currently with the circuit court of Tallapoosa County, of all matters, 
suits, and actions at law which are in amount more than the jurisdiction 
of justices of the peace, but not more than the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars ($500.00), and when the value of the property sued for in a suit 
of detinue does not exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00). The court shall 
not, however, have civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, slander, assault 
and battery, or ejectment, or actions in the nature of ejectment. The 
County Court of Tallapoosa County shall have the same jurisdiction of 
felonies, and of bastardy, and other criminal and quasi-criminal pro- 
ceedings cognizable before justices of the peace as have justices of the 
peace under the general laws of the State, concurrently with the several 
justices of the peace in the county. The County Court shall have juris- 
diction of all matters, suits, and actions cognizable before a juvenile 
court, and of all cases of desertion and non-support arising under the 
provisions of Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of Alabama (1940). 


Section 2. The judge of the county court shall have been a resident 
in and a qualified elector of Tallapoosa County for at least two years at 
the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in the county 
during his continuance in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, 
and shall be learned in the law and admitted to the practice of law in 
this State. He shall not during his term of office act as attorney in any 
case or matter that has previously been in or is in this court, but may 
practice in all other matters and in all other courts. Immediately upon 
the passage and approval of this Act, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law, the Tallapoosa County Democratic Executive Committee shall 
nominate a qualified person, and the Governor shall appoint the person 
so nominated, to be the judge of the County Court of Tallapoosa County. 
The person so nominated and appointed shall hold office until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1959, and until his succes- 
sor is elected and qualified, and shall perform the duties and receive 
the compensation herein prescribed. 


Section 3. The term of office of the judge of the county court, who 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Tallapoosaa County at the 
general election for state and county officers in the year 1958, and every 
six years thereafter, shall be for six years from the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January 1959, and until his successor is elected 
or appointed and qualified. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
the judge shall take the oath of office in the form required by law to be 
taken by judges of the circuit court of this State, and he shall be re- 
moved from office for the same causes and in the same manner as is now 
or may be hereafter provided for removal of circuit judges. In the event 
of a vacancy caused by the resignation, removal, or death of the judge, or 
for other causes, the Governor shall fill the office by appointment, and 
the person so appointed shall hold office as provided for in Section 158 
of the Constitution of this State. In case the judge is unable at any time 
to discharge the duties of his office, the clerk shall designate and appoint 
in writing, which appointment shall be spread on the minutes of this 
court, some practicing attorney of the county who is learned in the law, 
as special judge thereof, and the person so designated and appointed 
shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of the powers and au- 
thority of the judge of this court, and shall hold the office until the 
regular judge thereof shall resume his duties; the special judge shall 
receive for his compensation five dollars for each day he serves as such 
judge of this court, payable in the same manner and from the same funds 
as the compensation of the regular judge is paid. The regular judge of 
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this court shall have authority to administer oaths, and take acknow- 
ledgements and affidavits in all cases, and to solemnize marriages the 
same as circuit judges of this State. 


Section 4. The judge of the county court shall receive a salary of three 
thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600.00) per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the general fund of Tallapoosa County, upon 
the warrant of the probate judge of Tallapoosa County, which he is 
hereby authorized and directed to issue monthly, and the warrants shall 
be preferred claims against the general fund. 


Section 5. The clerk of the circuit court of Tallapoosa County shall 
be clerk of the county court of Tallapoosa County, as provided by law; 
and, in addition to all duties now required by law of clerks of county 
courts, he shall keep a civil docket of all cases brought before the court, 
and all of the minutes and records as are now required by law to be 
kept by clerks of the circuit courts. He shall have authority to issue all 
necessary summons and complaints as to all cases filed in the court, and 
all other civil process with clerks of the circuit courts are now required 
or empowered by law to issue, and to swear witnesses at the trial of all 
cases in the court. The clerk shall collect or receive all fines and 
forfeitures, which he shall disburse as prescribed by law. He shall tax 
and collect costs and fees, and disburse the same, as hereinafter pro- 
vided: 1) In each civil action at law, if the sum involved does not exceed 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), the same as in justice of the peace courts, 
except that justice of the peace fees shall be paid to the clerk; 2) in 
every other civil action, the same as in circuit courts; 3) in bastardy 
proceedings and in preliminary examinations, the same as in justice of 
the peace courts, except that justice of the peace fees shall be paid to 
the clerk; 4) in every ohieninal case, the same as in county courts; 5) in 
cases involving juveniles, the same as in juvenile courts; and 6) in cases 
of desertion and non-support, the same as in probate courts. The clerk 
shall be entitled to retain for his own use all fees commissions, allow- 
ances, and compensation provided by law for the performance of the 
duties imposed upon the clerk by this Act. In every civil case which is 
in amount more than the jurisdiction of justices of the peace, but not 
more than the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00), and when the value 
of the property sued for in a suit of detinue does not exceed five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), the clerk shall collect a trial tax as provided by law for 
cases in circuit courts. All trial taxes and solicitor’s fees taxed and col- 
lected in the court shall be paid into the general fund of the county. The 
clerk shall issue certificates of judgments of the court in the same form 
as is now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judgments from 
the circuit courts. The owner of any judgment rendered by the court 
may file the certificate in the office of the judge of probate of any county 
in the State, under the same procedure and in the same manner as is 
now or may be hereafter provided for filing certificates of judgments 
rendered by the circuit courts of this State; and when so filed such 
judgments shall be a lien in the county where filed on all property of the 
defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. The filing 
of the certificate of judgment shall be notice to all persons of the exist- 
ence of the lien thereby created. The lien shall continue for ten years 
from the date of the judgment and no insolvency proceedings or declara- 
tion of insolvency shall affect or impair the lien, except bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings instituted within four months after the filing of the certificate 
as provided by law. Execution may be issued at any time within ten 
years from the date of the judgment, whether execution previously has 
been issued or not. The clerk shall receive the same fees and compen- 
sation for issuing such certificates as are now allowed by law for similar 
services performed in the circuit court. 


Section 6. The clerk of the court may appoint a deputy or deputies 
of the court, who shall hold office at the will of the clerk and receive 
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such portion of the fees in this Act provided for the clerk as the clerk 
of the court may designate. Any such deputy so appointed by the clerk 
shall have the right in the name of the clerk to file papers and to do 
ali things herein provided to be done by the clerk except collect and dis- 
burse money. 


Section 7. The sheriff of Tallapoosa County shall attend upon the 
court to preserve order and execute all writs or process issued there- 
from; and for such services of attending the court the sheriff shall re- 
ceive the sum of two dollars per day payable out of the general fund on 
warrant of the probate judge. For all services rendered by him other 
than attendance upon the court as hereinabove provided for, he shall 
receive costs and fees as hereinafter provided: 1) in civil cases cog- 
nizable before justice of the peace courts, in bastardy proceedings, and 
in preliminary examinations, the same as in justice of the peace courts; 
2) in other civil cases, the same as in the circuit courts; 3) in other 
criminal cases, the same as in county courts; 4) in cases involving juve- 
niles, the same as in juvenile courts; and 5) in cases of desertion and 
non-support, the same as in probate or county courts. 


Section 8. In all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and pro- 
cess and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed 
by the statute and rules obtaining in the circuit court of Tallapoosa 
County, Alabama, except the issuance, levy and collection of executions 
from this court shall be controlled by the laws now applicable to justice 
courts of this State. 


Section 9. In all civil matters in this court the trial shall in all re- 
spects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence, procedure and 
practice as now prevail or govern in the circuit courts of this State except 
as hereinafter provided. A party litigant after being served with statu- 
tory interrogatories shall be required to answer the interrogatories 
within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the 
same pains and penalties as are now provided by law for failure to 
answer interrogatories propounded in the circuit court. Any party de- 
siring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this court, except from 
judgments for the possession of real estate, may give security for the 
cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount to be 
fixed and approved by the clerk; provided that if the party appealing 
desires to have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the 
payment of money or for the recovery or possession of personal property 
he may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient se- 
curity or surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the 
adverse party and approved by the clerk with the condition that if he 
fail in the appeal he will pay such judgment as the circuit court may 
render in the premises and all such cost and damages as any aggrieved 
may sustain by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the 
execution of the judgment, which appeal bond and security on surety 
for court cost and supersedeas bonds must be filed with and approved 
by the clerk within ten days from the date of the rendition of such 
judgment. The supersedeas bond shall be in an amount double the 
amount of the judgment and costs of court, if for a judgment for the 
payment of money; and in an amount double the value of the personal 
property recovered in the suit and court costs if for a judgment for the 
recovery of or possession of personal property. Any party desiring to 
appeal from any judgment rendered in this court for the possession of 
real estate may do so, and the appeal shall be governed in all respects 
by the general laws of this State relating to appeals in such cases from 
judgments of justice of the peace courts. Notice of all appeals in civil 
cases from this court shall be given the adverse party in such manner and 
for such time as is prescribed by the general laws of this State relating to 
notice of appeals from judgments rendered in justice of the peace courts. 
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Section 10. All civil cases in this court shall be tried by the judge 
of the court without the intervention of a jury, the judge shall determine 
both the law and the facts; and either party shall have the right to 
appeal to the circuit court as hereinabove provide, and on appeal either 
party may demand a trial by jury on the trial in the cricuit, and the 
trial in the circuit court shall be de novo. 


Section 11. Final judgments rendered in civil causes in such court 
shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition be taken and 
deemed to have passed beyond the control of the court, as if such term 
of the court at which said judgments were rendered had ended, provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties from 
filing a motion to vacate, set aside or modify such judgment or grant a 
new trial or rehearing within ten days or change or destroy the office of 
motion for a new trial or rehearing, when so made. Such motions shall 
be filed with the clerk of the court and called to the attention of the 
court, and the court may thereupon hear the motion or make an order 
continuing the motion for hearing at a future day, which motion shall 
be heard and determined within thirty days from the date of rendering 
the judgment. 


Section 12. The judge of the county court shall have the power to 
impose fines and sentence to hard labor upon convictions in misdemeanor 
cases, and to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed $50.00, and im- 
prisonment in the county jail not to exceed five days, either or both, the 
same as judges of the circuit courts of this State. The judge of this court 
shall also have power to issue, hear, and determine writs of habeas cor- 
pus; and the procedure, practice, and rules of the circuit courts of Ala- 
bama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter may be, pro- 
vided by law, shall prevail in the County Court of Tallapoosa County. 
The judge shall have the same power relating to such writs as is now, or 
hereafter may be, conferred pon the judges of the circuit courts of 
Alabama; and such power shall extend to all cases where the judges 
of the circuit courts have authority to issue such writs. 


Section 13. The judge of probate of Tallapoosa County is relieved 
of all jurisdiction, powers, and duties which are by this Act conferred 
upon the county court, or the judge thereof; and such jurisdiction, 
powers, and duties shall not be performed by the judge of probate. All 
cases and causes now pending in the juvenile court of Tallapoosa County, 
and all cases of desertion and non-support pending in the probate court, 
together with the records pertaining to such pending cases, are hereby 
transferred to the County Court of Tallapoosa County, and the County 
Court of Tallapoosa County shall immediately uopn the passage and 
approval of this Act or upon its otherwise becoming a law, assume com- 
plete jurisdiction over all of such pending cases, and shall have the 
same power and control over the same as if they originally had been 
filed in the County Court of Tallapoosa County, and the clerk of this 
court shall enter on the appropriate dockets of this court all cases now 
pending in the juvenile court of Tallapoosa County, and all cases of de- 
sertion and non-support pending in the probate court. And all judg- 
ments heretofore rendered by such courts in the cases hereinabove pro- 
vided shall be the same and shall have the same force and effect as 
if they had been rendered by the County Court of Tallapoosa County, 
and the County Court of Tallapoosa County shall have the same power 
and control over such judgments and shall issue executions thereon and 
all other appropriate processes thereon the same and as fully and com- 
pletely as if such judgments originally had been rendered in the County 
Court of Tallapoosa County; all of such executions and other processes 
issued on such judgements heretofore rendered by such courts shall be 
issued by the clerk of the County Court of Tallapoosa County. 


Section 14. If, for any reason, any section, clause, or provision of 
this Act, shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional it shall not

By Messrs. Cole and Brassell: : ; : 
H. J. R. 130. WHEREAS pools, monopolies, trusts, and combines in 
restraint of trade are illegal and prohibited by state and Federal laws; and 


WHEREAS Phenix City, a municipality with a population of more 
than 30,000 domiciled within its police jurisdiction, does not have and

To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on 
the public debt and for the public schools. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifica- 
tions definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” and 
“other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages or 
other compensation for skill, work or employment for any one performing 
services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or official, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other expenses” shall 
mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and 
institutions of the State, other than salaries, equipment purchases and 
additions and betterments and shall be expended only for operating 
costs incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, 
boards, bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, post- 
age, telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle opera- 
tions, lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and bind- 
ing, repairs and items of general expense not defined as “equipment pur- 
chases”, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for 
such purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those items of 
office equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which 
has an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one 
year, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for 
such purposes; (d) “additions and betterments” shall mean lands and 
buildings and the construction and alteration of structures and improve- 
ments thereto, improvements to land, sewer, water, shelter, support, 
storage, protection or the improvement of a natural condition, and the 
money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses

Section 1. Section 5 of Act No. 529 of the 1949 Regular Session of 
the Alabama Legislature, approved September 2, 1949, General Acts of 
1949, page 827, which provided for a plumbers examining board in all 
counties of the State having a population of not less than 140,000, accord- 
ing to the last or any subsequent Federal decennial census, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Each member of the Plumbers Examining Board shall receive as 
compensation for his services the sum of Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) 
per day for each day necessarily spent in active service. In addition to 
such per diem compensation each member of the Board shall be reim- 
bursed for his necessary expense incurred in the performance of his 
duties as a member of the Board. The expenses allowable to each mem- 
ber of the Board shall not exceed Ten Dollars ($10.00) per day, including 
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travel and hotel expenses. No member of the Board shall receive com- 
pensation for more than sixteen (16) days in any one calendar year, 
nor shall any member of the Board receive the per diem expense allow- 
ance, hereinabove provided, for more than sixteen (16) days in any one 
calendar year. 


“The compensation of the Secretary-Treasurer of the Board shall be 
fixed by the Board at a rate not exceeding Twenty-four Hundred Dollars 
($2400.00) per annum, payable in monthly installments. 


“Any employee of the Board, when traveling on official business for 
the Board, shall be entitled to be reimbursed for actual expenses in- 
curred, including hotel and traveling expenses, not exceeding Ten Dollars 
($10.00) per day; provided, however, the total amount of such expenses 
for all employees of the Board shall not exceed Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00) in any one calendar year. 


“The Board shall have the authority to employ any stenographic or 
clerical help when and if the same may be needed, and to purchase nec- 
essary office supplies. 


“The compensation and expense provided for in this section, and all 
other authorized expenses, shall be payable solely from fees collected by 
or on behalf of the Board. In no event shall any expense incurred by 
the Board be charged against any funds of the State of Alabama other 
than the funds collected under the provisions of this Act.” 


Section 2. Section 7 of said Act No. 529, approved September 2, 
1949, is amended to read as follows: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to do or 
perform, or to contract, direct or superintend any plumbing within any 
such counties of this State unless such person has first received a certifi- 
cate of competency, hereinafter referred to as ‘certificate,’ and unless 
such certificate is in force and effect at time such plumbing is done, di- 
rected or superintended; except as hereinafter provided. 


“It shall be the duty of the Board to examine and pass upon the quali- 
fications of every person who may apply for a journeyman’s plumber’s 
certificate upon forms provided by the Board. Such applicant shall be 
examined, orally or in writing, upon the fundamentals of plumbing, the 
theory and practice of plumbing installation and construction, and the 
experience and ability of the applicant in practical plumbing installa- 
tion and construction; and if such applicant be found to possess an ac- 
curate knowledge of the theory and correct practice of plumbing instal- 
lation and construction, and sufficient experience and ability in plumb- 
ing installation and construction to safely and competently apply his 
knowledge and practice, the Board shall issue to him a certificate, upon 
his first paying all fees herein prescribed. 


“It shall be the duty of said Board to examine and pass upon the 
qualifications of every person who may apply for a master plumber’s 
certificate upon forms provided by the Board. Such applicant for a mas- 
ter’s certificate shall be examined as an applicant for a journeyman’s 
certificate, as hereinabove required to be examined and also upon his 
knowledge, training and ability, in the planning, laying out, and super- 
vision of plumbing installation and construction work; and if such appli- 
cant for a master’s certificate be found to possess the aualifications here- 
inabove prescribed for issuance of a journeyman’s certificate, and also 
sufficient knowledge, training, and ability to competently and safely 
plan, lay out and supervise plumbing installation and construction work, 
he shall be issued a master plumber’s certificate by said board. The ex- 
amination required of an applicant for a permit as a master plumber or 
journeyman plumber may be waived by the Board as to any person who

furnishes satisfactory proof to the Board that he is a person of good moral 
character, and that he has been actively engaged as a master plumber 
or as a journeyman plumber, and duly licensed as such under the general 
laws of the State of Alabama, as the case may be, for at least two years, 
provided that such person files an application in writing for waiver with 
the Board, which application shall be accompanied by an affidavit giving 
the name or names of persons, firms or corporations, and the addresses 
thereof, by whom he has been employed, or for whom he has done plumb- 
ing work, during said two years of his engaging in said trade. And, pro- 
vided, further, that said application be filed within six months after the 
passage of this Act. Except as herein provided in this Section, no person 
shall be issued a certificate without passing the prescribed examination;

any municipality therein. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply in, and only in, Escambia County,

Section 2. (a) As used in this Act, unless the context requires a dif- 
ferent meaning, “person” includes a firm, corporation, club, partnership, 
company, trustee, agency, or association, or any agent, servant, employee, 
or officer thereof; “seller” means a person who is engaged in the busi- 
ness of selling, distributing, delivering, storing, or taking out of storage, 
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malt or brewed beverages within the county; “malt or brewed bever- 
ages” includes beer, lager beer, ale, porter, or similar fermented malt 
liquor containing one-half of one per centum or more of alcohol by vol- 
ume, 


(b) The rules of construction and interpretation of statutes con- 
tained in Title 1 of the 1940 Code shall apply in the construction and in- 
terpretation of this Act. 


Section 3. Each seller of malt or brewed beverages shall pay a li- 
cense tax to the county in an amount equal to three cents on each twelve 
fluid ounces or fractional part thereof of malt or brewed beverages sold, 
distributed, delivered, stored, or taken out of storage within the county, 
unless an exemption is secured as provided by Section 6. 


Section 4. Each seller, except a seller who claims and obtains ex- 
emption under the provisions of Section 6, shall, on or before the tenth 
day of each month, file with the probate judge on forms to be prescribed 
and furnished by the probate judge, a written statement, sworn to and 
subscribed by him, which shall show: 1) the name and address of the 
seller; 2) each purchase or receipt of malt or brewed beverages made 
by him during the calendar month next preceding; 3) the name and ad-

Section 5. (a) The license tax imposed by Section 3 shall be paid 
to the judge of probate on or before the tenth day of each calendar 
month. The amount due shall be based on the sale, distribution, deliv- 
ery, storage, and taking out of storage of malt or brewed beverages dur- 
ing the preceding calendar month. 


(b) The judge of probate shall keep on hand an adequate supply of 
forms and other necessary supplies needed for the proper enforcement 
of this Act and all necessary forms and supplies shall be furnished free 
of charge to each dealer as needed. 


Section 6. A seller purchasing malt or brewed beverages from any 
other seller who has paid the license tax imposed thereon by Section 3 
is exempt from paying the tax upon his application to the probate judge. 
The application for exemption from the payment of the tax shall be 
made by the seller on or before the tenth day of each calendar month. 
The application, verified by the oath of the seller, shall show: 1) the 
name and address of the applicant; 2) each purchase, receipt, or procure- 
ment of malt or brewed beverages made during the calendar month next 
preceding; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other 
person from whom purchased, received, or procured; 4) the brand of 
the malt or brewed beverages; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the 
size and kind of containers of each brand; 7) the date or dates on which 
purchased, received, or procured; and 8) the disposition thereof by the 
seller claiming the exemption.

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Section 8. (a) Each seller shall keep complete records of all pur- 
chases, sales, receipts, inventories, and all other matters necessary to 
determine the correct amount of license tax for which he is liable. In the 
event a seller discontinues his business, he shall not dispose of his rec- 
ords without giving the probate judge thirty days notice in writing. 


(b) The seller’s records, books of accounts, bank deposit books, and 
bank statements shall be open, during reasonable hours at the place of 
business of the seller, for inspection and examination by the probate 
judge, or his agent, and the license inspector, or such other person as may 
be designated under any rule or regulation adopted and promulgated by 
the governing body of Escambia County, Alabama. 


(c) In the event the amount of tax due by the seller cannot be ac- 
curately determined from the seller’s monthly report, or if the seller 
does not keep adequate records, or if he refuses to allow an examination 
of his records, the amount of tax due may be determined from any other 
information or data available, and the amount of the tax so determined 
shall be assessed against the seller. Notice of such assessment shall be 
given to the seller and a demand made for immediate payment. 


(ad) No person shall divulge any information obtained by him in 
the course of an inspection and examination of the records of any seller, 
except to a person duly authorized by the county or municipal governing 
body, the judge of probate, the county attorney, or others connected with 
the administration of this Act, unless he is required to do so by an order 
of a competent court. 


Section 9. (a) The license tax imposed by this Act shall be paid to 
the Judge of Probate and the Judge of Probate after first reimbursing 
the County General Fund for expenses incurred in the administration 
and enforcement of this Act, and after deducting for his own use and 
benefit the commission as hereinafter provided, shall, between the elev- 
enth and twentieth of each month distribute the remainder of the pro-

To apply only in counties in the State which have a population of 
400,000 or more inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent Fed- 
eral decennial census, wherein the use of voting machines has been, or 
shall be, authorized; to provide that the board of registrars of the county 
shall regulate and provide for the use of voting machines at all elections, 
special, general or primary held within the county, a political subdivision 
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thereof or any municipality therein, and in so doing may, in the manner 
herein prescribed, divide any voting precinct of the county into terri- 
tories, designate in each territory a voting center at which the qualified 
electors of the territory so designated may vote, and prescribe the num- 
ber of voting machines to be maintained at each voting center; and to 
provide election officers for each voting center designated by the board 
of registrars, prescribe the duties of such election officers and fix their 
compensation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in counties of the State of Ala- 
bama having a population of 400,000 or more inhabitants according to the 
last or any subsequent Federal decennial census. Unless a contrary in- 
tent appears from the context, as used herein, the word “county” shall 
mean any county having a population of 400,000 or more inhabitants, 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal decennial census; the 
word “election” shall mean any general, special, or primary election held 
in the county, including a district, municipal, county, state or federal 
election; and the words “voting center” shall mean any place in the 
county which the board of registrars designates as a place where a voting 
machine or voting machines will be maintained or operated at elections. 


Section 2. (a) Subject to the provisions of subsection (b) of this sec- 
tion when the use of voting machines at elections has been, or shall here- 
after be authorized, the board of registrars of the county shall have the 
authority to designate a voting center or voting centers in the county. 
Such designation shall be made by a resolution adopted by the board of 
registrars, which resolution shall state, (1) the location of the voting 
center, and (2) the boundaries of the territory in which electors shall 
reside to be entitled to vote at said voting center. The limitations pre- 
scribed by law as to the number of electors who may reside in a voting 
district shall not apply to a territory designated hereunder. All of the 
territory designated for a voting center shall be located in the same 
precinct; and the voting center designated therefor shall be located in 
the territory. The board of registrars may by resolution abolish a voting 
territory and discontinue the voting center therein or may extend or 
restrict the boundaries of such voting territory and retain the voting 
center therein, or may subdivide such voting territory and designate an 
additional voting center therein. 


(b) Except as herein expressly provided, in designating voting 
centers and the territory for which they were established, the board 
of registrars shall be subject to the same laws as are applicable to the 
board of registrars or the governing body of the county, regarding the 
change or establishment of the districts of a precinct, including but not 
limited to the provisions of Article 6, Chapter 1, Title 17, Code of Ala- 
bama (1940). 


Section 3. The voting list of any territory which is furnished the 
election officers serving at the voting center designated for such territory 
shall contain the names of all qualified electors of the territory on a single 
roll; however, when the roll contains more than twelve hundred names 
the poll list or roll shall be divided into sections of not more than twelve 
hundred names per section. Except as herein otherwise provided, the 
laws applicable to the preparation, distribution and checking of poll lists 
shall apply to the poll list of a territory for which a voting center has been 
er shed by the board of registrars pursuant to authority hereby 
conferre 


No elector shall vote at any voting center other than the voting center 
of the territory of which he is a qualified elector, but any elector eligible 
to vote at a voting center may vote on any voting machine maintained at 
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such voting center, upon presentation of the identification card issued to 
him by an election officer serving at such voting center. 


Section 4. The board of registrars shall determine the number of 
voting machines deemed necessary to serve adequately the voters at an 
election, taking into consideration the nature or character of the election; 
provided, however, that at each election there shall be maintained at 
each voting center at least one voting machine for each six hundred 
registered electors, or fraction thereof, residing in the territory served 
by the voting center designated for said territory. At least twenty days 
prior to the time when the election officers for an election are required to 
be appointed, the board of registrars shall in writing inform the officers 
whose duty it is to appoint said election officers of the number of voting 
machines which will be maintained at the respective voting centers during 
the forthcoming election; and the officers whose duty it is to appoint 
election officers shall appoint the number of election officers for the 
respective voting centers required hereby to conduct elections in which 
the number of voting machines, shown in the statement of the board of 
registrars, will be maintained. 


Section 5. For each voting center there shall be appointed as in- 
spector, a chief clerk, and three assistant clerks for every pair of voting 
machines to be used. In the event there is an unpaired voting machine 
to be used, there shall be appointed an inspector, a chief clerk, and two 
assistant clerks for that machine. 


The election officers provided for herein shall be appointed by the 
same officers that appoint other election officers. They shall perform 
all duties imposed on election officers by the general law and in addition 
thereto the following duties: One of the election officers assigned to 
each section of the poll list shall issue to each elector, at the time that he 
signs or records his name on the poll list as required by Act No. 201, 
approved July 16, 1953, an identification card, which shall be presented 
to the assistant clerk and surrendered to him when the voter enters the 
voting machine. The inspector, or inspectors if there be more than one, 
shall certify on each statement of canvass form the total number of 
votes cast on all the machines at the voting center and the total number 
of electors’ names checked off the poll list and recorded at such voting 
center. Election officers provided for by this Act shall be compensated 
for their services in the same manner and at the same rates provided by 
law for election officers where voting machines are used. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not

Section 7. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

WHEREAS, Act No. 242 appropriates 88 per cent of the 
surplus in the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund to the payment 
of public school teachers’ salaries; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Represen- 
tatives, the Senate concurring, that the following resolution be the 
intent of the Legislature for the administration of Act No. 242, approved 
July 28, 1953: 


1. That the State Department of Education, after determining the 
number of teachers to receive the increase as provided in the Act and 
after ascertaining the amount of the surplus shall issue a warrant to each 
local board of education in an amount equal to one-half the sum provided 
for each teacher multiplied by the number of full-time teachers em- 
ployed by the local board, such warrants to be issued December 1 and 
June 1 of each year. 


2. That each local board of education be instructed to give each 
teacher an equal amount, such amount to be added to the contract salary, 
and shall be paid in two equal installments, namely, December 15 and 
June 30 of each year. The teachers’ contract will show the regular 
salary and the supplement provided by this Act separately. In case of 
termination of service, said teacher is to receive her proportionate share 
of said increase, said proportion to be figured in terms of the scholastic 
year. New teachers employed, to replace teachers on institute lists whose 
services have been terminated, will receive their pro rata share of this 
extra supplement. 


3. That additional teachers employed after October 1, who are not 
replacements on institute lists, will be ineligible for the increase. 


4. That in the event a teacher certified on the institute list as of 
October 1, 1953 terminates his or her services or should such services 
be terminated by the local boards of education and no replacement is 
made for this position, said local boards are hereby directed to return 
this part of the money to the State Board of Education for redistribution 
the next year. 


5. That local boards of education will submit to the State Department 
of Education at the end of the scholastic year an itemized list of the 
names of teachers and the amount of increase paid each teacher from the 
funds provided in this Act.

Prepare and submit to the Board for its consideration and 
approval such forms, rules and regulations as are necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Act, including the rules governing examinations, 
appointments, suspensions, dismissals, certification of eligibles, reduction 
in force, sick leave, leave of absence, resignation, reinstatements, promo- 
tions, demotions, transfers, salary adjustments, and any and all other 
rules and regulations necessary for administering a scientific and econom- 
ical personnel system. Such rules and regulations must be approved by 
a two-thirds majority of the personnel board before becoming effective 
after which they shall have the force and effect of law unless they are 
contrary to the provisions of this Act. Classify or direct the classification 
of all positions to be held under either municipal or county authority in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act and in accordance with the 
duties attached to such positions. At least once every five years, grade 
and classify or direct the grading and classification of all positions in the 
county and in each city in the county and for each appointing authority 
with respect to salary to the end that each employee shall receive the 
same compensation as all other employees of the said county or city or 
appointing authority receive for the same grade and class of service.

Establish, after consultation or offer of consultation with the governing 
bodies affected, a salary schedule for all positions which shall contain a 
minimum rate, a maximum rate and such intermediate rates as are 
deemed necessary by the Personnel Board, which shall become effective 
within thirty days after submission to the governing body concerned, 
provided that the governing body of each county and municipality af- 
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fected hereby may raise or lower such schedule by applying the same 
percentage of increase or decrease to the entire schedule, or by applying 
the same flat sum of increase or decrease to each position in the entire 
schedule; provided, however, no governing body shall raise such entire 
schedule within twelve months after the adoption of a new salary sched- 
ule, nor within twelve months immediately preceding any primary or 
general election in which the members of the said governing body are to 
be elected, except upon the approval of the Personnel Board, provided 
further that any office or position created by an Act of the Legislature, or

To amend Section 22 of Act No. 248 of the Legislature of Alabama 
of 1945 (General Acts of 1945, pages 376-400), as amended by Act No. 562, 
aaa October 9, 1947 (General Acts of Legislature of Alabama, 1947, 
page ; 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 32 of Act No. 248 of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama of 1945 (General Acts of 1945, pages 376-400), as amended by Act 
No. 562, approved October 9, 1947, (General Acts of Legislature of Ala- 
bama, 1947, page 398), be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: Section 22. Dismissal, Demotions and Suspension. An ap- 
pointing authority may dismiss or demote an employee holding perma- 
nent status for just cause whenever he considers the good of the service 
will be served thereby, for reason stated in writing, served on the af- 
fected employee, and a copy furnished to the Director, which action shall 
become a public record. The dismissed or demoted employee may within 
ten days after notice, appeal from the action of the appointing authority 
by filing with the Board and the appointing authority a written answer to 
the charges. The Board must order a public hearing of such charges, and 
if the Board finds the employee not guilty, the Board shall order the 
reinstatement of the employee under such conditions as the Board may 
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determine. If the Board finds the employee guilty, the Board shall de- 
termine whether the employee shall be dismissed, demoted, suspended, or 
otherwise disciplined. In addition to removal or demotion by an appoint- 
ing authority, an employee may be removed, demoted, suspended, or 
otherwise disciplined in the following manner: Charges may be filed by 
any officer, citizen or taxpayer of the State with the Director who shall 
within five days cause a copy to be served upon the person complained 
against and shall set a day not more than twenty days after such charges 
have been served on such employee for a public hearing of such charges. 
This hearing may be before the Director, a special agent appointed for 
the purpose by the Director, or the Board itself. If before the Director 
or a special agent, the Director or special agent shall take testimony of- 
fered in support and denial of such charges and from the same submit to 
the Board, within five days, a finding of facts and law involved and a rec- 
ommended decision. The Board at its next regular or special meeting 
shall consider said report and modify, alter, set aside or affirm said report 
and certify its findings to the appointing authority who shall forthwith 
put the same into effect. If the Board hears said charges directly or re- 
quires the transcribing and submission of the testimony taken before the 
Director or special agent, it shall make up and file its own findings and 
decision. An employee may also be removed, demoted, suspended or 
otherwise disciplined upon charges made by the Director and referred to 
the Board based upon investigation conducted upon his own initiative or 
upon complaints referred to the Director by a member of the Personnel 
Board when the Director after such investigation shall be reasonably 
satisfied that such charges are warranted. Charges preferred by the Di- 
rector shall be served and a public hearing held by the Board within the 
time and in the manner prescribed where charges are preferred by an 
officer, citizen or taxpayer of this State. Any interested party at such 
hearing may be represented by counsel. All proceedings at the hearing 
shall be recorded by a competent stenographer or mechanical recording 
device. The decision of the Board based upon all proceedings before the 
Board shall be final subject to appeal by either party to the Circuit Court 
to review questions of law and the question of whether or not the deci- 
sion or order of the Board is supported by the substantial and legal evi- 
dence. On such appeal the Circuit Court shall review the record and 
shall affirm, reverse, remand or render said cause. The decision of the 
Board shall be controlling until reversed on appeal as provided for here- 
in. The appeal shall be perfected by filing with the Director of Person- 
nel a statement in writing signed by the party appealing to the effect 
that said party appeals from the decision or order of the Personnel Board 
to the Circuit Court, which statement shall be filed within ten days from 
the announcement of the decision or order of the Personnel Board; pro- 
vided further, that the party taking an appeal shall file with the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court security for costs in an amount approved by any judge 
of said Circuit Court, which security for cost may consist of a cash deposit 
or a bond executed by such party appellant and a surety or sureties ap- 
proved by the said Circuit Clerk. Such security for costs shall be filed 
by the party taking the appeal within ten days from the announcement 
of the decision or order of the Personnel Board. Within ten days from 
the filing of such statement of appeal the Director of Personnel shall for- 
ward to the Circuit Clerk the original or copies of charges preferred and 
the answer filed to such charges and a complete transcript of all the pro- 
ceedings before the Personnel Board at such hearing. In the event the 
Director is unable to complete such transcript of all the proceedings with- 
in ten days, the Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court shall allow the Di- 
rector such additional time as may be necessary to so do. In the event 
copies of said charges and answer are forwarded to the Circuit Clerk in- 
stead of the originals, the Director of Personnel shall certify that said 
copies are true and correct copies of the originals. The Personnel Board 
shall make no charge for furnishing the copy of the record required by 
the Circuit Court. 
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Upon receipt of said papers the Circuit Clerk shall present the same 
to the Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court or the Circuit Judge sitting 
in place of the Presiding Judge if the regular Presiding Judge be absent; 
and the Presiding Judge or the Judge sitting in his absence shall assign 
the case so appealed to three Circuit Judges of said Circuit who shall 
jointly review the record of the hearing before the Personnel Board. The 
Presiding Judge or the Judge sitting in his absence in the order assigning 
such case for review shall designate one of the three Judges to whom 
the case is assigned as Presiding Judge of such panel. Any such appeal 
shall be considered and determined as a preferred case in the Circuit 
Court. The opinion of a majority of three judges to whom such case is 
assigned shall be determinative of the case; and there shall be no appeal 
to any appellate court of Alabama. The cost of said appeal shall be taxed 
against the unsuccessful party. If any employee shall wilfully refuse or 
fail to appear before any Board or body authorized to conduct any hearing 
or inquiry, or having appeared shall refuse to testify or answer any 
question relating to the affairs of government or the conduct of any of- 
ficer or employee on the ground that his testimony or answers would 
tend to incriminate him, or shall refuse to waive immunity from prosecu- 
tion on account of any matter about which he may be asked to testify at 
any such hearing or inquiry, he shall forfeit his position and shall not be 
eligible for appointment to any position under the jurisdiction of this Act. 
An appointing authority may, from time to time, peremptorily suspend 
any employee without pay or other compensation, and without the right 
of a hearing, as punishment for improper behavior, but such suspension 
or total suspension by such appointing authority of such person shall not 
exceed thirty days in any year of service. Such suspension with loss of 
pay may be effected only by service upon the employee by the appointing 
authority of written charges setting out clearly the delinquency for which 
such suspension was made, a copy of which must be at the same time 
mailed or delivered to the Director. The suspended employee shall have 
the right to file with the Board and the appointing authority a written 
answer or explanation of such charges.”

To amend Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama of 1940, as amend- 
ed, which relates to care of tubercular patients. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Title 22, Section 199, of the Code of Alabama of 
1940 be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


‘Section 199. Care of Patients; Non-Resident Patients; Reports as 
to Patients; Charges for Treatment.—Any sanatorium, or hospital now 
or hereafter established hereunder, desiring to share in the benefits of 
this article, must make provisions for the care of Alabama citizens who 
are not residents of such county or counties and must place at the dis- 
posal of the State Committee of Public Health for the use of such Ala- 
bama citizens aforesaid fifteen per cent of the total bed capacity of such 
sanatorium or hospitals; it being the intent hereof that the county from 
which a patient, in indigent circumstances, comes, shall pay the dif- 
ference remaining for the cost of such patient after the State subsidy 
has been deducted; should a patient from another county not be in in- 
digent circumstances, said difference in cost after deducting the state 
subsidy shall be fixed by the board of trustees of the sanatorium receiv- 
ing such patient. On the first day of each month the board of trustees, 
or the superintendent of the sanatorium, whether organized and estab- 
lished under the provisions of this article or any other act or acts per- 
mitting counties to erect and maintain sanatoria for the treatment of 
tuberculosis, shall report to the State Committee of Public Health the 
number of patients treated during the preceding month, with such de- 
tailed information as said State Committee of Public Health may re- 
quire. Such reports shall show specifically the number of patients treat- 
ed with the number of days and the aggregate number of weeks of such 
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treatment and the actual per diem cost per patient cared for in the in- 
stitution and shall be verified by the superintendent or by the president 
of the board of trustees. If accepted, and approved by the State Health 
Officer, it shall be the duty of the latter official to certify to the Depart- 
ment of Finance that the sanatorium in question has treated such num- 
ber of patients for an aggregate specified number of days and at the 
cost per diem set forth in the report. Thereupon the comptroller, with 
the approval of the Governor, shall draw his warrant on the treasurer 
in favor of the county treasurer having the funds of the sanatorium in 
his custody, for such amount as will constitute compensation for such 
patients, based upon the cost per patient cared for, provided that in no 
instance shall the State’s contribution be made available; for payment 
as herein set out unless and until the county shall have contributed the 
sum of Two Dollars ($2.00) per diem for each patient cared for, pro- 
vided further that in no instance shall the State’s contribution exceed 
Two Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) per diem for each such patient cared 
for; it being the intent hereof that the county shall contribute toward 
the cost of maintaining and treating patients a sum not less than Two 
Dollars ($2.00) per patient for each day of such care and treatment and 
the State shall contribute toward the cost of maintaining and treating 
patients a sum not to exceed Two Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) per 
patient for each day of such care and treatment. The amount of expendi- 
ture provided herein for the per diem for patient care shall be limited 
to the amount provided therefor by the Legislature in the general ap- 
propriation act and shall be budgeted, allotted and expended pursuant to 
Title 55, Chapter 4, Article 3, Code of Alabama 1940. In the event the 
total amount appropriated from the treasury is insufficient to meet, in 
full, the financial obligations enumerated above on the State’s part, the 
State Health Officer is authorized to prorate among the counties quali- 
fied to participate in the provisions of this article, the amounts available 
so that each will receive its proportionate share. Nothing in this article 
shall be construed to mean that any sanatorium established hereunder 
may not charge a person, who is not in indigent circumstances, a rea- 
sonable sum per week for care and treatment in such institution, which 
sum shall be agreed upon by the board of trustees. For the purpose of 
operating clinics at various points in the State for the treatment of cases 
of tuberculosis, an expenditure of not more than $10,000.00 annually is 
authorized from any appropriation made from the State Treasury to the 
State Department of Health for the control of tuberculosis.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1953.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama of 1940, as amend- 
ed, which relates to care of tubercular patients. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Title 22, Section 199, of the Code of Alabama of 
1940 be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 199. Care of patients; non-resident patients; report as to 
patients; charges for treatment. Any sanatorium, or hospital now or 
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hereafter established hereunder, desiring to share in the benefits of this 
article, must make provisions for the care of Alabama citizens who are 
not residents of such county or counties and must place at the disposal 
of the State Committee of Public Health for the use of such Alabama 
citizens aforesaid fifteen per cent of the total bed capacity of such sana- 
torium or hospitals; it being the intent hereof that the county from which 
a patient, in indigent circumstances, comes, shall pay the difference re- 
maining for the cost of such patient after the State subsidy has been 
deducted; should a patient from another county not be in indigent cir- 
cumstances, said difference in cost after deducting the State subsidy 
shall be fixed by the board of trustees of the sanatorium receiving such 
patient. On the first day of each month the board of trustees, or the su- 
perintendent of the sanatorium, whether organized and established un- 
der the provisions of this article or any other act or acts permitting coun- 
ties to erect and maintain sanatoria for the treatment of tuberculoses, 
shall report to the State Committee of Public Health the number of pa- 
tients treated during the preceding month, with such detailed informa- 
tion as said State Committee of Public Health may require. Such reports 
shall show specifically the number of patients treated with the number 
of days and the aggregate number of weeks of such treatment and the 
actual per diem cost per patient cared for in the institution and shall be 
verified by the superintendent or by the president of the board of trus- 
tees. If accepted, and approved by the State Health Officer, it shall be 
the duty of the latter official to certify to the Department of Finance 
that the sanatorium in question has treated such number of patients for 
an aggregate specified number of days and at the cost per diem set forth 
in the report. Thereupon the comptroller, with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor, shall draw his warrant on the State Treasurer in favor of the 
county treasurer having the funds of the sanatorium in his custody, for 
such amount as will constitute compensation for such patients on the 
basis of contributions by the county in a sum not less than eighty per 
cent (80%) of the amount contributed by the State for the cost per pa- 
tient cared for, provided that in no instance shall the State’s contribu- 
tion exceed Two Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) per diem for each pa- 
tient cared for; it being the intent hereof that the State shall contribute 
towards the cost of maintaining and treating such patients a sum not to 
exceed Two Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) for each day of such care 
and treatment. The amount of expenditure provided herein for the per 
diem for patient care shall be limited to the amount provided therefor 
by the Legislature in the general appropriation act and shall be bud- 
geted, allotted and expended pursuant to Title 55, Chapter 4, Article 3, 
Code of Alabama 1940. In the event the total amount appropriated from 
the treasury is insufficient to meet, in full, the financial obligations 
enumerated above on the State’s part, the State Health Officer is au- 
thorized to prorate among the counties qualified to participate in the pro- 
visions of this article, the amounts available so that each will receive its 
proportionate share. Nothing in this article shall be construed to mean 
that any sanatorium established hereunder may not charge a person, who 
is not in indigent circumstances, a reasonable sum per week for care 
and treatment in such institution, which sum shail be agreed upon by 
the board of trustees. For the purpose of operating clinics at various 
points in the State for the treatment of cases of tuberculosis, an expendi- 
ture of not more than $10,000.00 annually is authorized from any appro- 
priation made from the State Treasury to the State Department of Health 
for the control of tuberculosis.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1953.

Substitute for House Bill 909 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the support and maintenance of mentally ill persons 
committed to the state mental institutions, and providing for the en- 
forcement of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The husband, wife, father, mother, or children of a men- 
tally ill person, jointly and severally, shall be liable for his or her sup- 
port and maintenance in any state mental institution to which he or she 
is committed under authority of law. The liability of such persons for 
the support of a mentally ill person shall exist whether the mentally ill 
person has become a inmate of a state mental institution pursuant to the 
provisions of Chapter 5 or pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 6 of 
Title 45, Code of Alabama (1940). Such liability shall be determined, 
as hereinafter provided, by the circuit court of the county from which 
such person was committed. 


Section 2. Any judge of probate or judge of a juvenile court, as the 
case may be, who conducts commitment proceedings against any insane, 
mentally inferior, mentally deficient or feeble-minded person shall, im- 
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mediately following the admission of such person into a state mental 
institution, certify the fact of such admission to the director of the coun- 
ty department of public welfare. The judge shall also report to the 
county department of public welfare whether the mentally ill person 
has a duly appointed and acting guardian to protect his property and _his 
property interest, and, if so, the name and address of such guardian. The 
director of the county department of public welfare, upon being so noti- 
fied by the judge, shall forthwith secure information concerning the 
monies, property, or other estate, if any, the inmate has. The county 
department of public welfare shall also secure information as to whether 
or not the inmate has any relative or relatives esponsible under the pro- 
visions of this Act or any other law of this state for the payment of costs 
of his maintenance; and such relatives, if any, shall furnish the depart- 
ment such information as it may require concerning their income, monies, 
and property. The director of the county department of public welfare 
shall, as soon as practicable, transmit a report containing such informa- 
tion to the register of the circuit court for that county. 


Section 3. The register of the circuit court shall, upon receipt of 
the report of the director of the county department of public welfare, 
hold a reference to fix the responsibility for the care, support and main- 
tenance of any inmate in a state mental institution and to determine to 
what extent each person responsible therefor is able to contribute. Such 
a reference need not be held, however, if the relatives or friends of the 
patient voluntarily agree to support and maintain him and give bond, 
in conformity with Section 4 hereof, for faithful performance of such 
agreement. The register shall compile a statement of the facts deter- 
mined at the reference, a copy of which statement shall be transmitted 
by registered mail to, or be personally served on, each of the persons so 
determined to be liable for the care, support and maintenance of the 
inmate. Any person or the guardian against whom the costs of the 
support of an inmate of a state mental institution have been assessed 
may except to the findings of the register at any time within ten days 
from the date thereof. If no exceptions are taken, the register’s findings 
shall be submitted to the court, and the judge thereof shall make the 
proper orders thereon. If exceptions are taken to the findings of the 
register, the court shall determine the matter and shall by order require 
payment for care, support, and maintenance by the person responsible 
therefor at an amount which the court shall determine such persons are 
able to pay; but in no case shall the judgment of the court against the 
persons responsible for the care, support and maintenance of any inmate 
exceed the per capita amount appropriated by the state for the care, 
support and maintenance of inmates of state mental institutions. The 
register of the circuit court shall transmit a certified copy of the order 
of the court to the superintendent of the Alabama state hosvitals. Pay- 
ments shall be made monthly during a specified period, or until the fur- 
ther order of the court. Upon application of any interested party, in- 
cluding the superintendent of the Alabama State Hospitals, the court 
may modify its judgment. Any person aggrieved by a judgment of the 
court may appeal therefrom in the manner provided by law. The judg- 
ment may be enforced as any other judgment for the payment of money. 
If it is determined that no person upon whom the duty to provide sup- 
port for an inmate of a state mental institution is hereby imposed is able 
to contribute to the care, support, and maintenance of the inmate, the 
expenses of such inmate shall be paid by the state in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 


Section 4. The superintendent shall render a monthly bill, dating 
from the time of the inmate’s admission into the institution, against the 
persons named in the judgment at the rate determined by the court. The 
superintendent may bill any other person or agency willing to assume 
any portion of the cost of the care, support, and maintenance of any in- 
mate of a state mental institution at such rate as any such person or 
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agency is willing to pay. The superintendent may make application to 
the court to reduce, cancel, remit or raise the amount to be paid by the 
persons liable for the care, support, and maintenance of any inmate of 
a state mental institution upon satisfying himself as to any change in 
the circumstances or any person liable for such care, support, and main- 
tenance. 


Whenever any person liable for the care, support and maintenance of 
an inmate of a state mental institution fails to make payment, the super- 
intendent may apply to the court which issued the judgment to enforce 
the payment thereof. The several circuit solicitors shall on request 
provide legal counsel for the superintendent when acting under the au- 
thority of this Act. 


Section 5. If the patient’s relatives or friends agree to support him, 
the register shall cause a bond with sufficient surety to be made, one 
copy of which shall be filed in the office of the probate judge, and an- 
other shall be sent with the patient to the hospital. The bond, which 
shall be in such sum as the register may prescribe, shall read substantial- 
ly as follows: 


“Know all men by these presents, that we ...22200 and 
wae tdyee artes Oech ees of the county of......__.__......., in the State of Ala- 
bama, are firmly held and bound unto the trustees of the Alabama State 
Hospitals in the penal sum of... dollars for the payment of 
which we hereunto bind ourselves jointly and severally. 

Sealed with our seals and dated this ......day of... A. D. 19...” 

“The conditions of the above obligation are as follows: 

Whereas, C. D. of the County of... ___, in the State of Alabama, 
is about to be admitted as a patient into the ........ hospital at 00000... : 


Alabama, now if while he (or she) shall remain therein, the undersigned 
shall constantly supply him with suitable clothing and pay all charges 
of said hospital against him quarterly in advance; and whenever his re- 
moval shall be required, immediately removal him; and if he shall escape 
from said hospital pay all reasonable charges incurred in returning him; 
and if he died therein, pay all reasonable expenses incurred for his fun- 
eral; and in case of failure to perform promptly any of the above condi- 
tions, pay all expenses that accrue to said hospitals by litigation, collec- 
tor’s fees, or otherwise, then this obligation shall be void; otherwise it 
shall remain in full force.

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. This Act shall supersede any and all other laws relative 
to the determination of the liability for the support of patients in state 
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mental institutions, and any laws or parts of laws in conflict or incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency 
repealed. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL

condition of non-paying inmates of the state mental institutions; to pre- 
scribe the procedure for such re-examination and for a determination of 
the liability for the cost of the care, support and maintenance of inmates 
of the mental institutions; and to provide for the collection by the super- 
intendent of the Alabama state hospitals of the amounts to be contributed 
for the care, support and maintenance of inmates of the institutions. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. If any insane, mentally inferior, mentally deficient or 
feeble-minded person has the means to pay for his care, maintenance 
and support in a state mental institute or if such person has not the means 
to pay for such care, but such person’s husband, wife, mother, father or 
children, jointly or severally have the means to pay for such care, main- 
tenance and support such person shall be retained in a state mental in- 
stitute only as a paying patient. 


Section 2. As soon as practicable after this Act becomes effective, 
and from time to time thereafter, whenever, in the opinion of the super- 
intendent of the Alabama state hospitals it is necessary, there shall be 
a re-examination into the financial condition of all non-paying inmates 
of the state mental institutions and a re-determination of their status as 
paying or non-paying patients. Such re-examination and re-determina- 
tion shall be effected in the manner hereinafter prescribed 


Section 3. The superintendent of the Alabama state hospitals shall 
furnish to each judge of probate of the state a list of the non-paying pa- 
tients who are currently inmates of any state mental institution and who 
were committed from his county. The probate judge shall check the 
list to ascertain whether or not any verson listed therein has a duly ap- 
pointed and currently acting guardian, and if any person listed has a 
guardian the probate judge shall note this fact on the list, giving the name 
and address of the guardian. The probate judge shall also note the next 
of kin of any inmate whose name appears on this list if such information 
is of record in the probate office. The list, with the notations and addi- 
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tions thereto made by the probate judge shall be delivered to the director 
of the county department of public welfare, who shall secure information 
concerning the monies, property or other estate belonging to the inmates 
listed. If such inmates have no assets then the county director of public 
welfare shall procure information relative to the financial condition of 
the husbands, wives, mothers, fathers or children of such inmates; and 
such relatives are hereby directed to furnish the information requested of 
them by the county department of public welfare. The director of the 
county department of public welfare shall, as soon as practicable, forward 
the list, accompanied by a report containing his findings, to the register 
of the circuit court. 


Section 4. Upon receipt of the list of non-paying inmates of the 
state mental institutions committed from his county, accompanied by the 
report of the director of the county department of public welfare, the 
register of the circuit court shall hold references to fix the responsibility 
for the cost of the care, support, and maintenance of each inmate listed 
thereon and to determine the amount that each person responsible for 
such care, support and maintenance of an inmate of a state mental institu- 
tion shall contribute toward the cost thereof. Provided, however, that 
no reference need be held in any case in which relatives or friends vol- 
untarily agree to assume the cost of such inmate’s care, support and main- 
tenance in the state mental institution and file with the register a bond, in 
conformity with the provisions of Section 6 hereof, guaranteeing the pay- 
ment thereof. The register shall compile a statement of the facts deter- 
mined in the reference and transmit by registered mail a copy of such 
statement to each person against whom any part of the cost of the case, 
support and maintenance of the inmate was assessed. Any person or the 
guardian thereby affected may except to the statement at any time within 
ten days from the date it was mailed. If no exceptions are taken, the 
register’s findings shall be submitted to the court, and the judge thereof 
shall make the proper orders thereon. If exceptions are taken to the 
findings of the register, the court shall determine the matter and shall by 
order require payment commensurate with the financial ability of the 
persons against whom liability for the cost of the care, support and main- 
tenance of the inmate has been fixed. But in no case shall the judgment 
of the court require the payment as cost for the care, support and main- 
tenance of an inmate in the state mental institution of a greater amount 
than the amount appropriated by the State for the per capita cost of care, 
support and maintenance of inmates in state mental institutions. The 
register of the circuit court shall transmit a certified copy of the judg- 
ment of the superintendent of the Alabama state hospitals. Payments 
pursuant to the order of the court shall be made monthly to the superin- 
tendent of the Alabama state hospitals during the specified period or un- 
til further order of the court. Any person aggrieved by a judgment of the 
court fixing the liability for support of the inmate of a state mental in- 
stitution may appeal therefrom in the nammer provided for appeals from 
the judgments of the circuit courts in equity. Upon application of any 
interested party, the court may modify its judgment. The judgment may 
be enforced as other judgments for the payment of money. If the court 
finds that neither the inmate nor any of the inmate’s relatives, listed in 
Section 1 hereof, are able to contribute to the care, support and mainte- 
nance of an inmate of a state mental institution the expense of caring for 
and maintaining such inmate shall be paid by the State in the manner 
provided by law. 


Section 5. The superintendent shall render a monthly bill dating 
from the time of the inmate’s admission into the institution, against the 
persons named in the judgment at the rate determined by the court. The 
superintendent may bill any other person or agency willing to assume 
any portion of the cost of the care, support, and maintenance of any in- 
mate of a state mental institution at such rate as any such person or 
agency is willing to pay. The superintendent may make application to

the court, to reduce, cancel, remit or raise the amount to be paid by the 
persons liable for the care, support, and maintenance of any inmate of 
the state mental institution upon satisfying himself as to any change in 
the circumstances of any person liable for such care, support and main- 
tenance. 


Whenever any person liable for the care, support, and maintenance 
of an inmate of a state mental institution fails to make payment, the 
superintendent may apply to the court which issued the judgment to 
enforce the payment thereof. The several circuit solicitors shall on 
request provide legal counsel for the superintendent when acting under 
the authority of this title. 


Section 6. If the patient’s relatives or friends agree to support him, 
the register shall cause a bond with sufficient surety to be made, one 
copy of which shall be filed in the office of the probate judge, and another 
shall be sent with the patient to the hospital. The bond, which shall be 
in such sum as the register may prescribe, shall read substantially as 
follows:

funeral; and in case of failure to perform promptly any of the above 
conditions, pay all expenses that accrue to said hospital by litigation, 
collector’s fees, or otherwise, then this obligation shall be void; other- 
wise it shall remain in full force.”

ment; to create a fund in the State Treasury to be known as the State 
Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund, and to prescribe the monies 
which shall be paid into said fund; to require that expenditures of the 
Department of Public Safety shall be limited to amounts appropriated by 
the Legislature out of the State Public Highway and Traffic Control 
Fund; to provide for the liability of members of the State Highway

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created a Department of the State of 
Alabama which shall be known as the Department of Public Safety and 
shall be headed by the Director of Public Safety. The Governor shall 
appoint the Director who shall serve at the pleasure of the Governor. 


Section 2. The Director shall receive a salary, the amount of which 
shall be fixed by the Governor but shall not be less than $7,500 per annum 
and not more than $10,000 per annum and shall be paid as the salaries of 
other State officers. 


Section 3. The Director shall create such divisions within the De- 
partment of Public Safety as shall be necessary. Said divisions shall 
include, (1) an administrative division, (2) a highway patrol division, 
(3) a driver’s license division, and (4) a service division. 


Section 4. The Director shall appoint chiefs of said divisions and all 
other employees subject to the provisions of the Merit System Act, and 
said chiefs and employees shall hold their positions subject to the pro- 
visions of the Merit System Act. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, and he shall have power to do all that is necessary to 
administer and enforce, (1) all laws pertaining to the rules of the road 
contained in Title 36, Sections 1-58, Code of Alabama 1940, as the same 
may now or hereafter be amended, (2) all other laws contained in Title 
36, Code of Alabama 1940, as the same may now or hereafter be amended, 
pertaining to the registration and licensing of drivers of motor vehicles, 
(3) all other laws contained in Title 36, Code of Alabama 1940, as the same 
may now or hereafter be amended, (4) the Motor Vehicle Safety Re- 
sponsibility Act, as the same may now or hereafter be amended, (5) 
all other laws relating or pertaining to the operation or movement of 
vehicles on the public highways of this State. 
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Section 6. No State Highway Patrol officer shall be entitled to any 
costs, fees or mileage for attending any courts, but instead the proper 
authority shall collect such costs, fees and mileage as may be due such 
officers for attendance on any court or for any official act and shall 
promptly turn the same over to the Director of Public Safety who shall 
cover the same into the State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund 
and it shall become a part thereof; such costs, fees and mileage to be 
expended as other monies in said fund are authorized to be expended. 


Section 7. Members of the State Highway Patrol when duly ap- 
pointed shall have the powers of Peace Officers in this State and may 
exercise such powers anywhere within the State. 


Section 8. The compensation of the officers, agents and employees 
provided for by this Act shall be paid by warrants drawn by the Comp- 
troller on the State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund in the 
State Treasury as the salaries of State officials and employees are paid, 
and the necessary expenses and costs of necessary equipment are like- 
wise to be paid by warrant drawn by the Comptroller on the State 
Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund in the State Treasury; provided, 
however, that the amount to be expended hereunder shall be limited to 
the amount appropriated therefor by the Legislature and shall be 
budgeted, allotted and expended pursuant to Title 55, Chapter 4, Article 3, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as amended. 


Section 9. The officers and members of the State Highway Patrol 
shall be subject to the same liabilities, penalties and damages under their 
bonds as sheriffs are under their bonds. 


Section 10. In all cases where arrests are made by a State Highway 
Patrol officer, an arrest fee of $2.00 for such arrest shall be collected by 
the proper authorities and promptly turned over to the Director of Public 
Safety, who shall cover the same into the State Public Highway and 
Traffic Control Fund, and which fees shall become a part thereof to be 
expended as other fees in said fund are authorized to be expended. Pro- 
vided, however, that no witness fee, arrest fee, mileage cost, or any other 
fees or costs shall be paid by any county out of its funds to said depart- 
ment and no fine and forfeiture claim shall be issued against the fine 
and forfeiture fund of any county to or for any such Highway Patrol 
Officer for or on account of those cases brought in any court or before 
any grand jury by any such officer wherein no indictment is found, the 
state fails to convict, or the indictment or complaint abates or is nolle 
prossed or is withdrawn and filed in such case. 


Section 11. There is hereby created a fund in the State Treasury 
to be known as the State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund. Said 
fund shall consist of all monies which are now required by law to be 
paid into the Highway Patrol Fund, including all fines and forfeitures 
provided for in Title 36, Section 53, Code of Alabama 1940, as the same is 
now or may hereafter be amended; all fines, penalties and forfeitures 
provided for in Title 36, Section 69, Code of Alabama 1940, as the same 
is now or may hereafter be amended; all fees for the issuance of drivers’ 
licenses or temporary.instruction permits as provided in Title 36, Sections 
60 and 61, Code of Alabama 1940, as the same is now or may hereafter be 
amended; and the lubricating oil tax provided for in Title 51, Section 
632, noe of Alabama 1940, as the same is now or may hereafter be 
amended. 


Section 12. The Department of Public Safety and all of its divisions 
shall be limited to an appropriation made by the Legislature out of the 
said State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund or such other funds 
as the Legislature may designate. 


Section 13. Any unencumbered balance in the State Public Highway 
and Traffic Control Fund at the end of each two year drivers’ licensing 
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period provided for in Title 36, Section 59, et seq., Code of Alabama 1940, 
as the same is now or may hereafter be amended, shall be transferred 
from said fund and covered into the State Treasury to the credit of the 
public road and bridge fund of the Highway Department. At the end of 
each such two year licensing period, the Comptroller is authorized and 
directed to draw his warrant against the State Public Highway and 
Traffic Control Fund for any unencumbered balance therein payable to 
the State Treasurer to be covered by him into the State Treasury to the 
credit of the public road and bridge fund of the Highway Department. 


Section 14. The State Comptroller shall keep such records as may be 
necessary to determine the source of the various monies paid into the 
State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund. 


Section 15. The Director of Public Safety, with the approval of the 
Governor, may establish and promulgate reasonable rules and regula- 
tions not in conflict with the laws of this state concerning operation of 
motor vehicles and concerning the enforcement of the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 16. Upon the passage and approval of this Act, all monies 
in the Highway Patrol Fund shall be paid into and become a part of the 
State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund and any appropriation 
by the Legislature heretofore made from the Highway Patrol Fund shall 
be payable out of the State Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund 
herein created.

To re-divide the State into judicial circuits to create the Thirty- 
First Judicial Circuit and to provide for judges and solicitors of the 
newly-created circuit. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The State of Alabama is divided into judicial circuits for 
the circuit courts, which circuits are numbered and composed of the 
counties as follows: First Circuit—Choctaw, Clark and Washington; 
Second Circuit—Butler, Crenshaw and Lowndes; Third Circuit—Bar- 
bour, Bullock and Dale; Fourth Circuit—Bibb, Dallas, Hale, Perry and 
Wilcox; Fifth Circuit—Chambers, Lee, Macon, Randolph and Talla- 
poosa; Sixth Circuit—Tuscaloosa; Seventh Circuit—Calhoun and Cle- 
burne; Eighth Circuit—Cullman, Lawrence, Limestone, and Morgan; 
Ninth Circuit—Cherokee, DeKalb and Jackson; Tenth Circuit—Jefferson; 
Eleventh Circuit—Lauderdale; Twelfth Circuit—Coffee and Pike; Thir- 
teenth Circuit—Mobile; Fourteenth Circuit—Walker; Fifteenth Circuit 
—Montgomery; Sixteenth Circuit—Etowah; Seventeenth Circuit—Ma- 
rengo, Green and Sumter; Eighteenth Circuit—Clay, Coosa and Shelby; 
Nineteenth Circuit—Autauga, Chilton and Elmore; Twentieth Circuit— 
Henry and Houston; Twenty-first Circuit—Conecuh, Escambia and Mon- 
roe; Twenty-second Circuit—Covington and Geneva; Twenty-third Cir- 
cuit—Madison; Twenty-fourth Circuit—Fayette, Lamar and Pickens; 
Twenty-fifth Circuit—Marion and Winston; Twenty-sixth Circuit—Rus- 
sell; Twenty-seventh Circuit— Marshall; Twenty-eighth Circuit—Bald- 
win; Twenty-ninth Circuit—Talladega; Thirtieth Circuit—Blount and 
St. Clair; Thirty-first Circuit—Colbert and Franklin. 
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Section 2. After this Act becomes law there shall be only one cir- 
cuit judge in the Eleventh Judicial Circuit. The judge presently serving 
as one of the judges of the Eleventh Judicial Circuit who resides in 
Lauderdale County shall continue to serve as judge of the Eleventh Ju- 
dicial Circuit until the expiration of the term for which he was elected. 
Thereafter only one judge shall be elected for the Eleventh Judicial Cir- 
cuit. The judge presently serving as one of the judges of the Eleventh 
Judicial Circuit who resides in Colbert County, shall serve as judge of 
the Thirty-first Judicial Circuit until the expiration of the term for 
which he was elected a judge of the Eleventh Judicial Circuit. There- 
after the judge of the Thirty-first Judicial Circuit shall be elected at 
the same time and for the same term of office as other circuit judges are 
elected in the State. 


Section 3. Immediately after the passage of this Act, the Governor 
shall appoint a qualified person to serve as solicitor of the Thirty-first 
Judicial Circuit, who shall hold office until the next general election for 
any state officer, and until his successor is elected and qualified. There- 
after, such solicitor shall be elected at the same time and for the same 
term of office as other circuit solicitors are elected in the State of Ala 
bama. ‘ 


Section 4. The solicitor of the Thirty-first Judicial Circuit shall 
perform the same duties and shall be paid the same compensation from 
the same sources, at the same time, and in the same manner that is now 
provided for circuit solicitors by the general laws of the State. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
thereof is declared unconstitutional such declaration shall not affect 
the remainder. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Control Fund; to provide that any unencumbered balance in the State 
Public Highway and Traffic Control Fund at the end of any two year 
drivers’ licensing period shall be paid into the Public Road and Bridge 
Fund of the Highway Department; to require the State Comptroller to 
record the source of funds paid into the State Public Highway and Traf- 
fic Control Fund; to authorize the Department of Public Safety to pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations having the force and effect of law and to 
provide for a penalty for the violation thereof; to transfer all monies or 
funds in the Highway Patrol Fund to the State Public Highway and 
Traffic Control Fund, and to authorize any appropriation heretofore made 
from said Highway Patrol Fund to be paid out of the said State Public 
Highway and Traffic Control Fund; and to provide for the effective date 
of this Act.

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 776 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public health; to provide for the rehabilitation of alco- 
holics and to promote the education of the public with respect to alco- 
holism, and making annual appropriations for that purpose. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There shall be established in the medical college of the 
University of Alabama a department to be devoted to the problems of 
alcoholism, including the treatment and rehabilitation of persons ad- 
dicted to the excessive use of alcohol, and the promotion of programs 
designed to inform the public about the problems of alcoholism and the 
prevention of the disease of alcoholism. 


Section 2. The board of trustees of the University of Alabama shall 
appoint a director of the department who shall have knowledge of the 
problems of alcoholism and shall be well versed in the methods of treat- 
ing alcoholics and of preventing alcoholism. 


Section 3. The director shall conduct a program for the education 
of the public with respect to alcoholism as a disease, and in organizing 
and carrying this program into effect he is authorized to consult with 
and to enlist the cooperation of any nationally recognized scientific and 
service organizations, such as the Research Council on Problems of Al- 
cohol of the American Association for the Advancement of Science, Al- 
coholics Anonymous, and other agencies able to assist in the study of 
alcoholism, the study of the treatment and rehabilitation of alcoholics 
and in the promulgation of information relative to alcoholism and its 
prevention. He shall cooperate with state and local educational authori- 
ties in order to disseminate information about alcoholism and its pre- 
vention and in any way to further the purpose of this Act. 


Section 4. The governing board of the medical college of Alabama 
is authorized and directed to establish, maintain and operate at and as 
a part of the Medical Center, hospital and clinical facilities for the study, 
treatment and rehabilitation of persons addicted to the excessive use 
of alcoholic beverages, retaining in these facilities those patients most 
amenable to general hospital and clinical care. 
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Section 5. Any person who through the excessive use of alcoholic 
beverages has become unable to care for himself, his family or his prop- 
erty, or has become a burden on the public, may voluntarily request ad- 
mission to the hospital and clinical facilities established under the pro- 
vision of Section 4. Courts of competent jurisdiction in the State may 
when the circumstances warrant such action request the admission of 
alcoholics to such hospital and clinical facilities. All admissions shall 
be made in accordance with the policies and procedures established by 
the governing board of the Medical College and subject to the approval 
of such board. 


Section 6. The governing board of the medical college of Alabama 
shall establish policies and procedure governing admissions to the hos- 
pital and clinical facilities hereby established, and shall give priority to 
the type of persons and cases who will profit most from the treatment 
therein and which will be of the greatest value for purposes of research. 


Section 7. The per diem rate charged persons receiving care and 
treatment in the hospital and clinical facilities provided for in this Act 
shall be determined by the governing board of the medical college, based 
on estimates of the actual cost of the care furnished; and no person shall 
be charged a greater rate than the actual cost of his care and treatment. 


Section 8. Persons admitted to the hospital and clinical facilities 
provided for by this Act shall insofar as they are able to do so pay the ex- 
pense of their care and treatment. If an investigation by the county wel- 
fare department of the county in which a person suffering from alcohol- 
ism resides discloses that such person is not financially able to pay for 
his treatment, but is in need of such services, then such person may be 
admitted as an indigent patient and the cost of his care shall be handled 
in the same manner that the cost of other indigent patients at the Medical 
Center is handled. 


Section 9. The director of the department hereby established may 
accept on behalf of the medical college from any source whatsoever, 
grants, gifts, donations, bequests, or devises of money or property, real 
or personal, to be used in carrying out the purposes of this Act. 


Section 10. There is hereby appropriated to the Board of Trustees 
of the University of Alabama one hundred thousand dollars per annum, 
to be used to defray the expenses of the department hereby established, 
the promotion of its educational programs, the cost of maintaining hos- 
pital and clinical facilities for the care, treatment and rehabilitation of 
alcoholics, and for research relative to such care and the prevention of 
alcoholism. The appropriation hereby made shall be a first charge against 
the net profit accruing to the State of Alabama under the alcoholic bev- 
erage control laws and shall be paid to the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama before any other distribution of such funds is made. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

To apply only in every county in Alabama which has a population of 
400,000 or more inhabitants according to the last or any subsequent fed- 
eral decennial census; to define and regulate locksmiths; to prescribe who 
shall be entitled to do business as a locksmith, and who shall be entitled 
to have keys made; and to prescribe penalties for violations of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply in every county in Alabama which 
has a population of 400,000 or more according to the last or any subse- 
quent federal decennial census, and in no other counties in the State. 


Section 2. As used in this Act, a locksmith is a person who makes or 
mends locks and is able to make keys to all types of key-operated locks, 
and who has knowledge of changing combinations and setting un master 
key systems. 


Section 3. No authority charged with the responsibility of issuing 
municipal, and state and county licenses shall issue a license to engage 
in the business of making keys for the public, for which a charge is made, 
to any person unless the person reasonably satisfied the license issuing 
authority that he is a locksmith as defined in this Act, of good character, 
and with no criminal record. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any person other than a lock- 
smith to make a key for any person other than himself, or to work on or 
change any locking device in any manner that might affect the security 
of the lock. It is provided, however, that nothing in this section shall 
be construed to prevent a carpenter or any other person from installing 
any lock or locking device, nor shall anything contained herein be con- 
strued to prevent an employee of a licensed established mercantile busi- 
ness or automobile business from making duplicates of keys presented, 
except mastered keys; nor shall anything contained herein be construed 
to prevent any employee from changing any locking device for and at 
the request of his regular employer. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any locksmith to make a key for 
any attached or installed lock without first obtaining reasonable evidence 
that the person desiring to have the key made is the owner of the lock or 
is entitled to have a key made for the lock, but this Act shall not be con- 
strued to add any new or additional civil liability on a locksmith on ac- 
count of failure to obtain such reasonable evidence.

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any person other than a lawfully 
licensed locksmith to possess a key code book, or other device usually 
used for gaining entrance to a locked motor vehicle, except a licensed 
established automobile business or other reputable business regularly 
using such a code in its regular business may possess such code. 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for a locksmith to make master keys 
for a “mastered key system” unless all master keys are marked or 
stamped “master key”, or to make a duplicate of a master key so marked 
unless authorized in writing by the person in charge of the “mastered key 
system”. 


Section 9. Safe combinations shall be changed only by the owner 
thereof or by a lawfully licensed locksmith, with the consent of the own- 
er; and when so changed by a locksmith, it shall be unlawful for the 
locksmith to keep a record of the changed combination or to divulge it 
to any person other than the owner.

customers, and to authorize the requirement of deposits and require such 
deposits in the case of delinquents. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the Water Works Board of the City of Birmingham, 
Alabama, and all other Water Works Boards in Jefferson County, Ala- 
bama, are authorized to collect the sewer rentals or service charges levied 
under the provisions of Act No. 619 of the 1949 Acts of the Legislature 
as shown on pages 953 to 963, inclusive, pursuant to such agreement as 
may be entered into between the Governing Body of Jefferson County 
and each such Water Works Board.

essary public buildings, bridges or roads to sell and issue interest bearing 
warrants payable solely out of and in anticipation of the receipt by such

HOUSE MESSAGE 


The Resolution, H. J. R. 173, set out in the foregoing Message from 
the House, was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 11:30 A. M. having arrived, and in accordance with Joint 
Resolution heretofore adopted, the Senate retired to the Hall of the House 
of Representatives for the purpose of hearing the message of His Excel- 
lency, Honorable Gordon Persons, Governor of Alabama. 


The Session was called to order by the President and Presiding Offi- 
cer of the Senate. A quorum of the Legislature was present. 


Thereupon Honorable Gordon Persons was escorted to the Chair, and 
delivered his address to the Legislature of Alabama, as follows: 


MR. PRESIDENT, MR. SPEAKER, GENTLEMEN OF THE 1953 LEGIS- 
LATURE: 


To many of us this will be, barring circumstances beyond our con- 
trol, our last official meeting. So, I want to thank you for this oppor- 
tunity of being here and to tell you how much I appreciate the fine co- 
operation that has existed between the legislative and executive branches 
of our government. 


I am afraid that we have again made it pretty hard on some of our 
newspaper friends. We haven’t fussed, we haven’t fought. And, as 
Hubert says, “There ain’t no news in harmony.” 


I think most of you gentlemen left here in 1951 proud of the work 
which you had done. If anything, I think your pride will increase as a 
result of your efforts here during this last session. 
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Once again comes the time to count the score. As briefly as possi- 
ble, let’s see just what has been accomplished. 


First, let’s take a look at education. Someone has said that “Educa- 
tion is like the weather—everybody talks about it but no one seems to 
do anything about it.” 


Well, this legislature has kicked that old saying out of the window. 


In addition to again voting over fifty-seven million dollars for the 
minimum program fund, you took many other steps for education. In 
1951, by means of the 1 percent additional sales tax you delivered an ad- 
ditional twenty million dollars annually to education. Among other 
things, this tax gave Alabama teachers a $300 a year pay raise instead of 
a $300 cut that had been anticipated. And, just lately, you voted the 
transfer of surplus funds so as to give each of our 23,000 teachers still 
another $125 a year pay raise. 


For Teacher Retirement, and for retirement of all state employees, 
additional advantages were made possible by this legislature. 


A special pension act provides that anyone retiring on a state pen- 
sion will now receive not less than $2.50 a year for each year of service 
up to 25 years. This means that those state workers retiring after 25 
years will be guaranteed at least $62.50 a month. 


You also took steps to permit teachers and other state workers to 
retire at 65 years and receive both state and federal pensions, if Congress 
passes a proposed measure making this coverage possible. 


You made it possible for $100,000 to be devoted to the re-education 
of victims of polio. 


Substantial increases for construction were voted, including money 
for Alabama’s two Negro schools. Each may receive $175,000 a year for 
the next two years and this will be in addition to the regular money in 
the educational budget. 


More than 600 new class rooms have been built with the aid of four 
and one-half million dollars allowed from the Educational Trust Fund 
Account. This is in addition to many other buildings, repairs and reno- 
vations required in our elementary and secondary school plants. 


And, what to me is more important than almost anything else that 
has been done is the creation of the Alabama Educational Television 
Commission. Already plans are being completed for the construction of 
a 316,000 watt educational station on the top of Mountain Cheaha, the 
highest point in the state. This station will adequately cover north Ala- 
bama and we hope to obtain additional funds for a south Alabama sta- 
tion from one of the national foundations which are much interested in 
this progressive step. 


Education must march forward with progress. And, may I say at 
this time, that the only additional taxes that have been placed on our 
people have been this one cent sales tax used exclusively for educational 
purposes. 


Now, some people talk a lot about our unfortunate citizens. Perhaps 
you have noticed that those who do most of the talking actually did lit- 
tle. You gentlemen did the job. I think this will be remembered as a 
humanitarian legislature. You have boosted allowance for patients at 
Bryce, Searcy and Partlow Hospitals by a million dollars a year. And, 
because of the surplus in our General Fund, another million dollars will 
go to these mental institutions for badly needed buildings. 
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To us there seems no reason why close relatives, who are able to do 
so, should not help pay for the treatment of their relatives in the state 
hospitals. You took action that will make this possible through the 
newly enacted Relative Responsibility legislation. This means even 
more money will be available for patients at these institutions. 


And, this was done without additional taxes. 


Money for Alabama’s health program was raised $650,000 a year, 
including $400,000 for regular care of tubercular patients. In addition, 
another half million dollars will be sent out soon for TB work. And, 
this was done without additional taxes. 


The farmer was well-treated by members of this legislature. It was 
you gentlemen who exempted the sales tax on feeds, insecticides and 
fungicides for Alabama farmers, becoming effective on July 1, 1953. It 
has been conservatively estimated that this exemption will mean a sav- 
ings of nearly two million dollars a year for our farm people. 


This legislature created the Agriculture Center Corporation, and au- 
thorized the sale of a million and a quarter dollars worth of bonds to 
complete the Livestock Coliseum. Also an additional appropriation of 
$100,000 from the General Fund will probably be made for use in build- 
ing livestock barns at the Coliseum. 


To encourage farm progress, this Legislature has voted $35,000 in 
prizes and premiums for stock and hog growers and other producers of 
farm goods. 


You tightened up our cattle rustling and branding laws. Most need- 
ed sanitation laws were adopted. 


The $100,000 appropriation for use in combating hog cholera has 
been changed so it can be used in fighting all swine diseases. 


You provided $10,000 to fight the White Fringed Beetle. There is 
also a bill before you, which I hope will be passed today, which will make 
possible an additional $15,000 a year for the next two years to accomplish 
this same purpose. : 


You gentlemen again allotted $90,000 to the control of the dreaded 
Bangs Disease. 


These are only a few of the measures which affect Alabama agri- 
culture. And, all was done with no increase in taxes. 


Now, I would like to devote just a little time to tell you something 
which is very important to me, and that is the improvements in our pris- 
on system. 


Some experts say our prisons have now been removed from the 
“dark ages”. Gloomy prophets foresaw dire results when I abolished the 
use of the lash two and one-half years ago. I thought then that whipping 
was a ey of weakness and subsequent developments have proved this 
was right. 


No longer need we apologize or be ashamed of our prison system. 
Federal and state penal experts from all over the country have visited 
and remarked upon the phenomenal improvements made in Alabama 
prisons. Now, you have taken another far-reaching step by placing the 
state prisons outside the realm of politics. I refer, of course, to your ac- 
tion in putting the prisons under a non-political board. 


Pay raises have been granted our prison workers. Working hours 
have been shortened. Guards are now in uniform for the first time. 
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You have instituted an incentive pay plan for inmate cotton mill 
workers which will raise production considerably. 


Remember, if you will, that it costs nearly one-half million dollars 
a year to run our prison system and about 90% of this cost comes from 
prison labor. The state pays only about 10%. 


Compulsory training classes have been established for illiterate pris- 
oners, The medical program has been greatly expanded. 


The new $850,000 Atmore prison is nearly completed and is already 
being occupied. We have made available new equipment for the sewing 
factory at Julia Tutwiler Prison and for a tobacco factory which now 
supplies prison needs. There is a new mop and broom factory at Draper, 
as well as a shoe repair shop. Armory towers have been constructed at 
Kilby, Draper, and Atmore. We now have our own hospital and dental 
Je borevdes and a new TB hospital for prisoners is near completion at 

ilby. 


And, these improvements have been made without additional taxes. 


While on the subject of prisons and their inmates, let us consider an 
allied agency, the State Pardon and Parole Board—the one which you 
gentlemen authorized. It has worked quietly and efficiently and with 
no criticism except of a political nature. 


In 1951 you rewrote the state’s Public Welfare laws. Now the re- 
sults are in and they show a vastly improved service with much higher 
payments to those who are actually in need. 


Some people who do so much talking about the sad plight of the old 
people found very little time to assist them when they had the chance. 
This legislature has done something for them. 


In 1951, the average welfare payment was $22.79 a month. By 
tightening up the relative laws and taking off people who have been 
placed on welfare for political purposes, we have been able to increase 
payments to an average of nearly $30 a month, and we think we can get 
another $3 or $4 a month increase in the very near future. 


By opening welfare rolls to public inspection, you guaranteed Ala- 
bama tax payers full protection. 


And, the nearly 50% increase in welfare payments has been made 
through efficient management and with no increase in taxes. 


Your legislative action has made possible the greatest road improve- 
ment program in Alabama’s history. Our Highway Department and 
county officials are earnestly and conscientiously at work on this road 
improvement program, and in each county in the state. 


A $25 Million Dollar Bond issue has enabled us to match a similar 
sum from the Federal Government, which otherwise would have been 
lost. This was accomplished, despite dire predictions to the contrary, 
with no additional taxes. 


We have been able to reduce car license tags to $3 and still maintain 
our road building program. Now, the same step has been taken for 
pick-up trucks which are used as family cars. 


_ ‘Since October 1, 1951, contractors have started on more than 48 mil- 
lion dollars worth of road building and bridge projects in Alabama. Some 
395 jobs are included. 


In addition, our Highway Department has preliminary work under 
wey. on an additional 400 projects which will cost about 49 million dol- 
ars. ‘ 
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About 2,000 miles of paved roads have been completed in less than 
2 years. This is a record of which we can all be proud. 


Right now the Highway Department has under construction about 
30 million dollars worth of work. 


In my opinion, you gentlemen can well be proud of your passage of 
the 50-60 mile per hour speed law. 


Realizing that about 40,000 new cars a year come on our roads, you 
authorized an increase in our Public Safety Department so that the num- 
ber of officers has risen from 231 to 359. Equipment has been added at 
the same rate. New highway patrol stations have been constructed at 
Anniston, Huntsville and Mobile. 


This legislature has enacted many laws clarifying and simplifying 
Alabama’s tax statutes. This simplification has been warmly applauded 
by Alabama business men. 


You can well be proud of your Conservation Department. More 
than a million people visited our parks and lakes last year. Sixty-eight 
miles of paving has been added at Cheaha, Chewacla and DeSota State 
Parks. New public fishing lakes have been opened in several counties. 
Much restoration and preservation work has been done at Fort Morgan, 
one of our major historical spots. 


For protecting our great forest lands, 14 additional fire towers have 
been built. Much new equipment has been added, including 106 radio 
facilities. Much additional fire-fighting machinery has been put into 
use. 


The new Atmore Nursery, during the last year, sent out more than 
31 million trees—an all-time high. 


The Game and Fish Division distributed about 8 million fingerlings. 
Incidentally, Conservation officers are now in uniform and training 
schools have been established. 


These things have been done with no increase in taxes. 


Legislation has been enacted providing for an equality of benefits 
for veterans of the Korean fighting. 


You can well be proud of the non-political board which has been 
set up to operate the Mobile State Docks. They are now among the first 
10 in the nation. These port facilities are, for the first time, paying their 
own way on the original construction costs. Gross earnings were $400,- 
000 more than in 1951. 


You have made it possible for our people to vote on the reduction of 
the cumulative feature of the poll tax, somethings often promised, but 
never delivered. 


You gentlemen raised unemployment compensation benefits to $22 
a week and workmen’s compensation benefits to $23 a week. You also 
provided protection for workmen disabled by silicosis and other similar 
diseases, 


You passed the “right-to-work” bill by an overwhelming margin. 
Although some of our labor friends are upset about this law, in the long 
run I believe it will prove to be really good labor legislation. This law, 
of course, does not interfere with the right of any man to join a union. 
It simply says in effect that no man is forced to join a union or have 
union dues taken from his pay check. As I said when I signed this act, 
I believe in free labor and free enterprise, both of which are the back- 
bone of the real strength of America. 
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You have done a grand job for our Military Department. The day 
I took office our National Guard consisted of just one man-—the Gover- 
nor. Now, Thank God, the Korean conflict is apparently at an end and 
many of our Guardsmen who went away have now returned. When you 
gentlemen came to Montgomery, 22 counties had no National Guard unit. 
Now only three counties are without such organizations, and before long 
all 67 will be completed. 


One of the nation’s largest National Guard construction programs 
is now under way in our State. New construction includes 34 more 
armories, a one and one-half million dollar Air base at Mobile and an- 
other similar one at Gadsden. In addition, the 3% million dollar jet air 
base here in Montgomery is rapidly nearing completion. As a matter of 
fact, nearly nine million dollars of additional buildings and air port work 
is planned on a statewide basis. 


The state advertising program which you authorized in both sessions, 
is paying off handsomely in visitors and tourists who come to and through 
our state. 


Now, for a personal note, if you will permit me. I ran for governor 
with a platform which was written down in black and white. In it, I 
promised no additional taxes except for education. In this platform I 
tried to cover what I conceived to be the real needs of our state. With 
your help, I can say that every single thing in my platform has been ac- 
complished. I could have done very little without your cooperation. 


I want to thank you gentlemen from the bottom of my heart for the 
support which I have received from you. You have been kind enough 
to come to my office on many occasions and let me have the opportunity 
of explaining different administration bills to you. I believe there has 
been less bitterness in this legislature than in any in the history of Ala- 
bama. This feeling of mutual faith and trust has made possible the en- 
cael of progressive legislation which would have otherwise been im- 
possible, 


For the next year and a half I want you to know you will be just as 
welcome in my office as you were on the first day you came to Montgom- 
ery. I want to continue to have the benefit of your advice, and I want 
you to continue to give me your recommendations for positions which 
need to be filled in your respective counties. 


This legislature has been a credit to the State of Alabama and I 
will always remember the pleasure it has been for me to have had the 
opportunity of working with you. 


Let me wish you goodby and good luck as you return to your home 
and your business. 


Alabama has been made a better state in which to live because of the 
fine work you have done here in Montgomery.

To regulate further the issuance and sale of gasoline tax anticipation 
warrants by counties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) Competitive bids must be obtained before sale of 
warrants issued in anticipation of gasoline tax revenues, and such war- 
rants must be sold to the best or highest bidder, except as provided in 
subsection (b) hereof. The term “best or highest bidder” as used in this 
Act shall mean the bidder for the gasoline tax anticipation warrants 
offering the lowest net interest cost to the insurer as determined by the 
governing body of the issuer. Notice of the sale must be published once 
during each of two consecutive weeks in a newspaper published in the 
county in which the sale is to take place, and the first notice must be 
published not less than fifteen days in advance of the sale. Notice of the 
sale must be posted in a conspicuous place at each courthouse and three 
other public places within the county if no newspaper is published 
therein. The governing body of the county is authorized to pay the 
actual and necessary cost of advertising the sale. The State Department 
of Finance must be notified in advance of the date of any proposed sale 
of warrants by the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like county governing body, and the Director of Finance shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to all registered dealers in such securities in such 
manner and form as he may deem suitable or proper. Any sale of war- 
Bote mien is made contrary to the provisions of this Act shall be null 
and void, 


(b) The issuer of any securities under this Act shall have the right 
to reject all bids, and if all bids are rejected, the issuer may, during a 
period not exceeding thirty days from the date said bids were received, 
negotiate privately for a sale at a better net interest cost. 


Provided further that if all bids are rejected and a better bid for 
said county cannot be obtained on private negotiations such county shall 
not be required to accept such last bid but may reject same and refuse 
to sell such warrants at public sale.
